Xocatfon 

Erskine  College  is  situated  at  Due  West,  Abbeville  County, 
South  Carolina,  four  miles  from  Donalds,  on  the  Southern 
Railway,  on  the  line  from  Greenville  to  Columbia,  being  forty 
miles  distant  from  the  former  and  one  hundred  miles  from  the 
latter. 

In  healthfulness  the  location  is  exceptional.  The  ground 
is  high  and  rolling,  with  good  natural  drainage,  and  with  an 
elevation  of  nearly  eight  hundred  feet  above  sea  level.  The 
campus  in  which  the  college  buildings  are  placed  comprises 
about  twenty-four  acres,  set  with  a  natural  grove  of  oaks  and 
pines. 

Due  West  is  a  quiet  college  town,  where  all  of  the  influences 
are  highly  favorable  to  study,  and  where  the  excitements  and 
distractions  always  found  in  larger  towns  and  cities  are  hap- 
pily absent.  Mails  are  received  four  times  a  day,  and  there  is 
telephone  connection  with  telegraph  lines  and  with  all  sur- 
rounding towns.  Here  also  are  located  two  other  educational 
institutions,  viz. :  the  Due  West  Female  College  and  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Church. 

ftlfStOtE 

Erskine  College  has  a  history  extending  over  seventy 
years,  being  organized  in  1837.  At  the  time  of  its  organi- 
zation there  was  not  a  single  institution  in  this  or  in  adjoining 
States  that  offered  the  advantages  of  a  college  training  under 
Christian  influences.  Students  from  this  section  were  com- 
pelled to  seek  such  an  education  in  northern  colleges.     This 
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institution  enjoys  the  enviable  distinction  of  having  been  a 
pioneer  in  the  field  of  Christian  education  in  the  South. 

Erskine  College  is  the  property  of  the  Associate  Reformed 
Presbyterian  Synod  of  the  South,  and  is  under  the  direction 
and  control  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  appointed  by  the  Synod. 
The  first  President  was  Rev.  E.  E.  Pressly,  D.D.,  and  asso- 
ciated with  him  was  the  following  corps  of  teachers:  Mr.  N. 
M.  Gordon,  Rev.  J.  N.  Young,  and  Rev.  J.  P.  Pressly,  D.D. 
As  the  patronage  and  means  of  the  College  increased,  addi- 
tional professors  were  employed  until  the  plans  of  the  founders 
were  in  a  measure  realized.  It  has  had  the  following  gentle- 
men as  Presidents:  Rev.  E.  E.  Pressly,  D.D.,  Rev.  R.  C.  Grier, 
D.D.  (two  terms,  1847  to  1858  and  1865  to  1871),  Rev.  E.  L, 
Patton,  LL.D.,  Rev.  W.  M.  Grier,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  Rev.  F.  Y. 
Pressly,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  Rev.  J.  S.  Moffatt,  D.D. 

The  first  faculties  were  drawn  mostly  from  northern  col- 
leges, such  as  Jefferson,  Pa.,  and  Miami  University,  Ohio.  In 
later  years  they  have  been  taken  from  graduates  of  colleges 
in  the  South — such  as  the  University  of  Georgia,  South  Caro- 
lina, and  Erskine  College.  Several  of  them  have  taken  courses 
of  special  study  in  Yale,  Johns  Hopkins  University,  Princeton, 
Amherst,  etc. 

In  its  earlier  years  the  College  offered  but  one  course  of 
study.  Effort  was  concentrated  on  the  classical  course  of 
study,  and  the  one  aim  was  to  attain  to  a  high  standard  of 
excellence  in  Language,  Literature,  Mathematics,  History  and 
Philosophy.  And  while  the  culture  studies  still  occupy  a  promi- 
nent place  in  the  curriculum,  the  College  has  endeavored  to 
keep  pace  with  the  demands  of  the  age,  and  the  courses  of 
instruction  have  been  broadened  as  far  as  the  limits  of  a  faculty 
of  the  ordinary  number  will  permit.  The  College  does  not 
attempt  to  do  the  work  of  a  university,  believing  that  it  can 
render  more  useful  service  by  doing  thoroughly  the  work  in 
its  own  chosen  field.  A  detailed  statement  of  the  course 
offered  will  be  found  in  another  place. 
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Endowments 

Previous  to  1853  the  College  relied  on  tuition  fees  and  the 
interest  of  a  few  donations  and  bequests  to  defray  expenses. 
In  that  year,  the  plan  of  endowing  the  College  by  the  sale  of 
scholarships  was  adopted,  and  a  vigorous  attempt  made  to 
carry  out  the  scheme. 

Money  was  scarce  and  crops  not  abundant,  but  by  making 
liberal  offers  in  the  way  of  tuition  more  than  $50,000  was 
raised  toward  the  endowment  of  the  College.  This,  in  con- 
nection with  funds  previously  received  from  Capt.  Blair  and. 
others,  and  more  recently  from  Christopher  Strong,  Esq.,  of 
Tennessee,  and  Col.  Wm.  Wright,  of  Yorkville,  S.  C,  raised 
the  endowment  to  about  $70,000. 

The  result  of  the  Civil  war  swept  away  all  of  this  endow- 
ment excepting  about  $13,000.  Having  tried  some  tempo- 
rary expedients,  the  Synod,  in  1871,  entered  on  a  second  effort 
to  secure  a  permanent  endowment.  The  plan  was  similar  to  the 
one  of  1853,  except  that  the  price  of  scholarships  was  raised 
to  $20  each,  and  the  term  of  the  College's  obligation  limited 
to  1895.  Though  the  friends  of  the  College  were  impover- 
ished and  discouraged  by  the  disasters  of  the  war,  this  effort 
met  a  liberal  response,  and  the  sale  of  scholarships,  together 
with  a  few  additional  donations  and  bequests,  raised  the  endow- 
ment to  about  $80,000. 

The  largest  donation  was  $15,000  by  Mrs.  Ann  Wallace,  of 
Kentucky,  and  the  largest  bequest  the  College  has  received 
was  by  the  will  of  the  late  Dr.  Hearst,  of  Abbeville,  S.  C.  He 
left  two-thirds  of  his  estate  to  the  College.  About  $11,000 
was  realized  on  it.  More  recently  liberal  contributions  to  this 
fund  have  been  made  by  Joseph  Wylie  and  R.  N.  Hemphill, 
both  of  Chester,  S.  C. 

JBuilDfngs 

The  first  College  building  was  burned  in  January,  1892. 
Before  this,  active  measures  had  been  taken  for  the  erection 
of  a  new  building.     This  building  was  formally  dedicated  in 
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June,  1893.  It  is  of  modern  style  and  one  of  the  handsomest 
college  buildings  in  the  State.  The  rooms  are  large  and  well 
ventilated  and  admirably  suited  for  recitation  and  lecture 
rooms.    The  cost  was  about  $40,000. 


Gbe  Xibrarg  anD  IReaOing  IRoom 

The  various  libraries  accessible  to  the  students  contain, 
all  told,  about  eight  thousand  volumes.  In  order  to  increase 
the  use  of  these  volumes  the  faculty  and  members  of  the  library 
societies  decided  a  short  time  ago  to  put  all  the  books  in  the 
library  room  of  the  College.  A  librarian  has  been  employed  to 
take  charge  of  the  room  and  keep  it  and  the  reading  room  open 
several  hours  a  day.  The  students  and  members  of  the  faculty 
are  required  to  pay  a  fee  of  $1.50  for  the  support  of  the  library 
and  reading  room.  Citizens  of  the  town  who  may  wish  to  use 
the  books  and  magazines  belonging  to  the  library  will  be  per- 
mitted to  use  them  on  payment  of  the  regular  fee. 

We  should  like  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Alumni  and 
friends  of  the  College  to  what  we  consider  an  important  move- 
ment towards  making  the  libraries  more  useful.  The  useful- 
ness of  any  books  that  these  Alumni  or  friends  may  give  us 
will  be  so  much  greater  than  heretofore  that  we  trust  the  num- 
ber of  our  volumes  may  be  rapidly  increased.  We  are  very 
grateful  to  those  who  have  already  contributed  books  either 
directly  to  the  College  or  to  the  literary  societies. 

During  the  coming  session,  the  College  reading  room  will 
be  run  in  connection  with  the  library.  It  will  be  opened  up  at 
the  beginning  of  the  session  and  will  be  kept  open  six  hours 
each  day.  Here  are  to  be  found  twenty  to  thirty  of  the  leading 
magazines  and  weekly  periodicals,  together  with  several  of  the 
daily  papers  that  may  be  of  local  interest  to  students.  An 
annual  fee  of  $1.50  is  collected  from  each  student  to  cover  the 
expenses  of  the  library  and  reading  room. 
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Gbe  Commencement  Iball 

The  Commencement  Hall  is  on  the  first  floor,  and  will  com- 
fortably seat  twelve  hundred  persons.  It  is  seated  with  elegant 
assembly  chairs.

The  architect  took  special  pains  to  build  an  observatory  in 
every  way  suited  to  the  purpose  of  astronomical  study.  It 
contains  a  large  equatorial  telescope,  which  is  a  valuable  help 
to  teacher  and  pupil. 

Xaboratorg 

The  Chemical  Laboratory  is  a  commodious  room  designed 
especially  for  the  purpose.  It  is  well  supplied  with  apparatus 
for  conducting  experiments  to  illustrate  the  course  in  Chemis- 
try as  outlined  under  the  Departments.  Each  laboratory  stu- 
dent is  given  a  separate  desk  with  drawer  and  locker  for  the 
safe  deposit  of  his  apparatus,  which  is  furnished  him  from  the 
general  stock.  A  deposit  of  $2.50  is  required  to  cover  break- 
age of  apparatus. 

Also  a  fee  of  $5.00  is  charged  each  student  for  chemicals 
consumed  in  his  work. 

"WLvlic  1bome" 

In  1898  Mr.  Joseph  Wylie,  of  Chester,  S.  C,  gave  the  sum 
of  $15,000  for  the  erection  of  a  "Home"  for  young  ladies  who 
may  wish  to  attend  Erskine  College.  A  handsome  and  com- 
modious brick  building  was  erected  on  the  campus  and  fur- 
nished with  such  conveniences  as  are  needed  for  the  comfort 
of  the  inmates.  The  cost  of  the  buildings  and  furnishings 
was  about  $9,000.  The  remainder  of  the  fund  will  be  used  in 
enlarging  the  house  when  there  is  a  demand  for  more  room. 
The  present  capacity  of  the  Home  is  twenty-two  boarders ;  the 
rates  for  board  are  $100.00  per  school  year,  including  fuel  and 
lights.  A  cut  of  the  building  is  presented  on  another  page  of 
the  catalogue. 
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Young  ladies  intending  to  enter  the  "Wylie  Home"  should 
apply,  not  later  than  September  ist,  to  Mrs.  Rebecca  Agnew 
for  cards  which,  if  attached  to  baggage,  will  insure  a  speedy 
delivery. 

"TlXllElie  BDucattonal  ffunO" 

It  may  be  stated  in  this  connection  that  Mr.  Wylie  be- 
queathed $10,000  to  be  known  as  the  "Wylie  Educational 
Fund  for  Girls,"  the  interest  of  which  is  to  be  used  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  in  paying  the  tuition  of  such  young  ladies  as 
may  be  selected.  Application  for  aid  from  this  fund  should  be 
made  to  the  President  of  the  College  by  August  15th. 

College  Ibome 

This  is  a  beautiful  structure,  three  stories  high,  and  capable 
of  accommodating  about  seventy  boarders.  The  building  i> 
heated  throughout  by  the  hot  water  system.  There  are  bath 
rooms,  with  cold  and  hot  water  in  each.  Applicants  for  rooms 
must  present  their  applications  by  August  10th  of  each  year. 

Btbletic  Association 

This  is  a  student  organization  for  the  encouragement  and 
direction  of  athletic  sports.  It  holds  membership  in  the  inter- 
collegiate association  of  the  State.  There  are  three  tennis 
courts  on  the  campus,  and  an  athletic  field,  conveniently  located, 
is  provided  by  the  College.  The  Board  of  Trustees  make  a 
liberal  appropriation  each  year  to  the  association.  Students 
are  earnestly  advised  to  take  some  form  of  out-of-door  exercise 
each  day. 

A  healthy  body  is  essential  to  the  best  mental  culture. 

loung  dften's  Gbrfstian  Association 

The  students  have  a  strong  and  active  Association.  A  large 
and  beautiful  hall,  neatly  and  comfortably  furnished,  has  been 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Association.  The  members  have 
a  prayer  meeting  every  Sabbath  evening  and  a  business  meet- 
ing on  the  first  Saturday  night  of  every  month. 
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tyoung  Women's  Cbristian  Bssocfatton 

This  is  an  organization  of  the  young  women  of  the  College. 
Weekly  meetings  are  held  in  the  library  of  "Wylie  Home." 
These  meetings  are  largely  devotional,  with  occasional  lec- 
tures by  persons  invited  by  the  Association. 

Xitetarg  Societies 

There  are  three  of  these  societies  in  the  College — the  Euphe- 
mian,  the  Philomathean  and  the  Calliopean.  All  students 
are  required  to  connect  themselves  with  one  of  these.  The 
first  two  mentioned  have  attractive  and  well-furnished  halls 
on  the  campus,  and  are  supplied  with  libraries  with  several 
thousand  volumes  each.  New  books  are  added  each  year  by 
purchase  and  gifts  from  Alumni  and  friends. 

The  College  regards  these  societies  as  most  valuable  fac- 
tors in  the  work  of  education  inasmuch  as  they  supplement, 
by  the  training  they  give,  the  instruction  of  the  class-room. 
The  generous  rivalry  between  them  acts  as  a  wholesome  stimu- 
lus to  effort.  In  no  other  way  could  the  students  gain  the 
same  experience  in  declamation,  essay  writing  and  disputation. 
Many  have  confessed  in  after  life  their  indebtedness  to  the 
practice  of  these  arts  which  these  societies  afforded. 

Two  sessions  are  held  each  week — on  Eriday  afternoon  and 
night.  The  afternoon  meetings  are  devoted  largely  to  essay 
reading  and  declamation,  the  evening  session  to  debate.  These 
contests  afford  splendid  training  in  quick,  logical  thinking  and 
the  ready  expression  of  thought.  Medals  are  given  for  excel- 
lence in  declamation,  oratory,  essay  writing  and  debating. 

The  exercises  are  conducted  in  parliamentary  order,  and 
give  valuable  training  to  the  members  in  self-government  and 
in  the  orderly  management  of  public  assemblies. 

Gbe  Brsfcinian 

Another  important  feature  is  the  magazine  published  by  the 
students.  The  two  Literary  Societies  are  pledged  to  its  sup- 
port, and  it  is  thus  made  a  permanent  journal.     It  offers  a  fine 
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field  for  the  cultivation  of  essay  writing;  original  contribu- 
tions are  solicited  from  all  the  students.  A  gold  medal  is 
offered  by  the  editorial  staff  for  the  best  contribution,  and 
proves  very  beneficial  in  stimulating  all  to  excel  in  original 
composition. 

The  Faculty  cordially  endorse  college  journalism  as  an 
important  factor  in  promoting  a  higher  interest  in  essay  writ- 
ing, a  more  elegant  style,  and  a  greater  general  excellence  in 
authorship.  We  should  like  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Alumni 
to  the  fact  that  its  usefulness  would  be  greatly  increased  if 
they  would  respond  more  generally  to  its  support.  The  price 
is  $1.00  per  year. 


Secret  ^Fraternities 

These  are  positively  prohibited  in  Erskine  College.  The 
Board  of  Trustees  in  the  year  1892  took  the  following  action 
in  reference  to  the  matter : 

Whereas,  Secret  Fraternities  in  colleges  breed  strife  and 
contention  among  the  students,  decrease  the  efficiency  of 
Literary  Societies,  work  injury  even  to  the  religious  associa- 
tions among  them,  and  are  evil  in  their  tendencies, 

Resolved,  1st.  That  the  judgment  of  the  Board  is  against 
them. 

2nd.  That  the  Board  respectfully  requests  the  Fraternities 
of  Erskine  College  to  disband  and  give  up  their  charters,  and 
that  the  Faculty  of  the  College  be  authorized  to  use  their  best 
efforts  to  induce  these  Fraternities  to  disband. 

3rd.  That  parents  are  hereby  affectionately  urged  to  dis- 
suade their  sons  from  connection  with  said  organizations.

The  College  Home  will  be  conducted  on  the  co-operative 
plan,  under  the  supervision  and  control  of  a  committee  ap- 
pointed by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  A  committee  of  students 
will  attend  to  the  purchasing  of  supplies,  collecting  dues,  etc. 

A  rental  of  $1.50  per  month  will  be  charged  each  occupant 
of  a  room.  Students  occupying  a  room  alone  from  choice  will 
be  charged  $2.00  per  month.  No  assignment  of  rooms  to 
single  occupants  shall  be  made  until  all  applicants  have  been 
supplied. 

The  cost  of  board  will  be  apportioned  at  the  end  of  each 
month.  It  is  confidently  believed  that  by  careful  and  economi- 
cal management  the  cost  will  not  exceed  $8.00  per  month. 

The  occupants  of  the  Home  will  adopt  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  shall  secure  good  order,  and  failure  to  obey  these 
shall  be  punished  by  expulsion.

Each  boarder  in  the  Home  is  expected  to  supply  himself 
with  the  following  articles : 

1  pillow. 

2  pairs  pillow  cases. 
1  pair  sheets. 

I  pair  blankets  or  quilts. 
Towels. 
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StuDents  afrom  a  distance 

Students  coming  from  a  distance  of  300  miles  or  more  will 
be  allowed  a  reduction  of  one-half  of  Tuition  Fee,  the  total 
cost  to  students  from  a  distance  being  thus  $15  less. 

The  above  may  be  sufficient  to  satisfy  inquiries  which  are 
frequently  made  in  respect  to  the  necessary  expenses  of  a  stu- 
dent. 

Everyone  knows  that  clothing,  pocket  money,  and  all  mat- 
ters of  this  sort  depend  entirely  upon  the  indulgence  of  parents 
and  the  habits  of  their  sons. 

The  Contingent  Fee  of  Five  Dollars  and  one-half  Tuition 
must  be  paid  in  full  before  the  student  is  admitted  to  recita- 
tion.

Joseph  Wyije  Professorship  of  Mental  and  Moral  Phil- 
osophy.— 'By  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  any  person 
contributing  the  sum  of  $5,000  to  the  Endowment  Fund  shall 
have  the  right  of  naming  the  chair  to  which  it  shall  go.  Mr. 
Joseph  Wylie,  of  Chester,  S.  C,  having  given  the  sum  of  $8,000, 
the  Board  directed  that  it  should  go  to  the  Chair  of  Mental  and 
Moral  Philosophy  and  that  the  chair  should  be  known  here- 
after as  the  ''Joseph  Wylie  Professorship  of  Mental  and  Moral 
Sciences." 

To  this  fund  the  lamented  R.  N.  Hemphill,  of  Chester 
county,  contributed  the  sum  of  $4,000. 

Other  Gifts. — In  addition  to  the  persons  already  named, 
William  Johnson,  of  Alabama,  Dr.  G.  W.  Pressly  and  Dr. 
James  Norwood,  both  of  Abbeville  County,  S.  C,  have  con- 
tributed largely  to  the  funds  of  the  College.  We  cherish  their 
memories  among  her  benefactors.

Duane;  Mower  Scholarship. — In  almost  every  community 
may  be  found  worthy  young  men  who  earnestly  desire  to 
secure  an  education  in  order  that  they  may  attain  to  a  higher 
plane  of  usefulness;  but  lack  of  means  makes  the  laudable 
ambition  seem  impossible  of  realization.  A  small  sum  added 
to  their  own  resources  will  often  secure  the  end.  There  are 
few  forms  of  investment  open  to  persons  of  means  that  prom- 
ise larger  or  more  substantial  returns  than  help  given  to  young 
men  of  this  character. 

The  Duane  Mower  Scholarship  was  endowed  by  friends  of 
the  College  for  the  benefit  of  deserving  young  men  who  are 
unable  to  bear  the  cost  of  a  college  course.     The  largest  con- 
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tributor  to  this  fund  was  Mrs.  Cynthiana  S.  Mower,  Newberry, 
S.  C,  and  the  scholarship  was  made  a  memorial  of  her  deceased 
husband.  The  income  of  this  scholarship  amounts  to  $150.00 
per  annum,  and  is  disbursed  by  a  committee  of  the  Board  for 
the  benefit  of  deserving  young  men.  Applications  for  aid 
from  this  fund  must  be  made  to  the  President  of  the  College. 

McMillan  Fund. — Dr.  Robert  McMillan,  San  Francisco 
Cal.,  bequeathed  to  his  executors  certain  real  estate,  the  pro- 
ceeds from  the  sale  of  which  were  to  be  paid  "to  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Erskine  Theological  Seminary,  to  be  by  them 
invested,  and  the  income  thereof  to  be  devoted  to  the  educa- 
tion and  maintenance  of  young  men  for  the  ministry  of  the 
Gospel  at  or  in  the  Seminary  aforesaid,  or  in  their  preparation 
for  entering  said  Seminary."  From  the  sale  of  this  property 
the  sum  of  $13,000  was  realized.  The  interest  of  this  fund  is 
devoted  to  the  benefit  of  young  men  of  approved  character  to 
aid  in  a  course  of  preparation  for  the  Gospel  ministry,  both  in 
the  College  and  Seminary.  Applications,  accompanied  by 
certificates  from  pastors  or  clerks  of  Presbyteries,  should  be 
made  to  Prof.  G.  G.  Parkinson. 

The  Johnson  Fund. — Another  Scholarship  Fund  of  the 
value  of  $2,000  has  been  donated  by  Mrs.  B.  J.  Johnson,  of 
Louisville,  Georgia.  The  interest  from  this  fund  is  used  in 
aiding  young  men  who  are  unable  to  provide  for  the  expenses 
of  a  college  education.  The  beneficiaries  of  this  generous  gift 
are  selected  by  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees. Application  should  be  made  to  the  President  of  the 
College. 

The  Watt  Bequest. — Mrs.  Mary  A.  Watt,  in  her  will 
made  March  14,  1887,  left  the  residue  of  her  estate  to  Erskine 
College.  The  interest  upon  said  residue  to  be  applied  toward 
the  education  of  indigent  students  of  said  College.  This  residue 
amounted  to  about  $1,000.  Applications  for  aid  from  this  fund 
should  be  made  to  the  President  of  the  College.

The  Alumni  Association  is  an  active  organization.    It  meets 
annually,  and  thus  seeks  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  graduates 
who  have  gone  out  from  the  institution.    The  President  is  Dr. 
F.  Y.  Pressly.

Mathematics — A  satisfactory  examination  on  Arithmetic, 
complete,  and  on  subjects  in  Algebra  as  far  as  quadratic  equa- 
tions. 

Latin — Four  books  of  Caesar  and  Sallust's  Conspiracy  of 
Catiline  required.  The  applicant  must  have  a  thorough  knowl- 
edge of  the  inflections  of  nouns,  pronouns,  adjectives  and 
verbs ;  a  fair  knowledge  of  the  rules  of  syntax,  especially  for 
the  construction  of  the  noun  and  the  ordinary  uses  of  the 
moods  and  tenses. 

Greek — A  correct  understanding  of  the  forms  and  inflec- 
tions of  the  parts  of  speech ;  a  knowledge  of  the  ordinary  rules 
of  syntax;  a  familiar  acquaintance  with  the  first  book  of 
the  Anabasis  or  other  simple  prose. 

Physical  Science — A  thorough  knowledge  of  Maury's  Man- 
ual of  Geography,  or  its  equivalent. 

English  Grammar — Buehler's  Modern  English  Grammar  is 
recommended  as  a  text-book. 

Composition — Scott  &  Denney's  Elementary  English  Com- 
position or  Lewis'  First  Book  in  Writing  English  recom- 
mended. 

Literature — As  a  minimum,  Irving's  Rip  Van  Winkle  and 
Legend  of  Sleepy  Hollow ;  Brown's  Rab  and  His  Friends ; 
Goldsmith's  Vicar  of  Wakefield ;  Coleridge's  Ancient  Mariner ; 
George  Eliot's  Silas  Marner;  Webster's  First  Bunker  Hill 
Oration ;  Shakespeare's  Merchant  of  Venice  and  Julius  Caesar. 

Equivalents  of  the  books  named  above  will  be  accepted. 

Applicants  for  classes  higher  than  the  Freshman  must 
undergo  an  examination  on  the  work  prescribed  for  classes 
below  the  one  they  propose  to  enter.

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Special  Courses 

Under  exceptional  circumstances  students  may  be  permitted 
to  select  special  courses  of  one  or  two  studies  not  leading  to  a 
degree.  They  shall,  however,  be  required  to  undergo  such  an 
examination  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  ascertain  their 
fitness  to  pursue  the  course  proposed ;  and  when  admitted  they 
shall  be  subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regulations  as  other 
undergraduates.  When  they  have  completed  the  work  satis- 
factorily testimonials  of  proficiency  will  be  given. 

Those  who  complete  three  departments  of  the  College  will 
receive  a  certificate  signed  by  the  full  Faculty.

The  giving  of  A.M.  as  an  honorary  degree  has  been  discon- 
tinued, and  the  degree  of  A.M.  and  that  of  M.S.  are  now  con- 
ferred as  a  reward  of  work  done  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Faculty.  Any  A.B.  of  this  College,  or  any  other  person  who 
can  furnish  evidence  of  satisfactory  attainments,  may  obtain 
the  degree  A.M.  on  the  following  conditions:  (a)  The  appli- 
cant must  pursue  for  one  year  a  course  of  advanced  study  in 
at  least  two  subjects  of  the  Department  of  Arts;  (b)  he  must 
present  a  satisfactory  thesis  on  some  subject  connected  with 
his  principal  study,  and  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  on  all 
his  work;  (c)  a  fee  of  $15.00  must  be  paid  before  the  degree 
will  be  conferred. 

The  terms  for  the  degree  of  M.S.  are  the  same  as  for  A.M., 
except  that  the  candidate  must  have  the  degree  of  B.S.,  or  fur- 
nish evidence  of  satisfactory  attainments,  and  must  pursue 
studies  in  the  Department  of  Science. 

These  courses  do  not  require  resident  study,  but  the  exami- 
nations will  be  held  at  the  College. 
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The  President  and  Professor  McCain  constitute  a  com- 
mittee to  whom  those  who  desire  to  take  either  of  the  courses 
named  above  may  write  for  further  information. 

Young  graduates  will  find  it  helpful  to  them  to  take  a 
special  course,  as  direction  and  definiteness  will  thus  be  given 
to  their  studies  for  at  least  one  year.

For  a  number  of  years  there  has  been  increased  attention 
given  to  the  systematic  study  of  the  Bible.  A  regular  four 
years'  course  has  been  arranged,  and  all  the  classes  recite  once 
a  week,  on  Sabbath  morning.  During  the  session  examina- 
tions are  held  on  the  subjects  studied,  and  the  students  are 
graded  in  their  work  in  this  department  just  as  in  any  other. 

This  course  covers  the  entire  Bible,  and  while  some  parts 
of  it  are  treated  in  a  superficial  manner,  other  parts  are  dis- 
cussed with  fullness  and  thoroughness.  In  the  New  Testament, 
for  example,  the  Life  of  Christ  and  the  establishment  of  the 
Christian  Church  receive  special  attention.  There  is  an  increas- 
ing interest  in  the  study,  and  certainly  there  is  great  need  for 
a  fuller  knowledge  of,  and  more  acquaintance  with,  the  Word 
of  God.  To  the  Christian  and  the  scholar  the  Bible  is  full  of 
interest.  To  the  Christian  it  is  the  foundation  of  morals  and 
religion.  To  the  scholar  it  has  historic  and  literary  features 
found  in  no  other  volume. 

To  help  in  acquiring  a  proper  knowledge  of  the  Bible  the 
four  years'  course  of  instruction  has  been  adopted,  not  to  teach 
a  system  of  theology,  but  to  furnish  some  "adequate  instruc- 
tion of  the  truths,  facts  and  principles  of  the  Bible."

The  College  session  begins  on  the  second  Wednesday  of 
September  and  closes  the  first  Tuesday  in  June.  The  session 
is  divided,  without  intermediate  vacation,  into  three  terms  of 
three  months  each. 

It  is  very  important  that  students  should  enter  or  return  to 
College  at  the  beginning  of  the  session,  since  an  absence  of  a 
few  days  at  a  time  when  a  new  branch  of  study  is  begun  sel- 
dom fails  to  embarrass  the  whole  course,  and  some  are  unable 
to  make  up  the  loss.

At  the  end  of  each  term  examinations  are  held  on  the  work 
of  the  various  departments,  and  reports  showing  the  class 
standing  of  students  are  sent  to  parents  or  guardians.  The 
reports  are  based  both  on  the  daily  recitations  and  on  the 
examinations.  If  a  student  fails  during  any  term  to  obtain  the 
required  mark  he  will  ordinarily  be  asked  to  take  again  in  the 
class-room  the  work  in  which  he  is  deficient.  If,  however,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  professor  the  deficiency  is  such  that  it 
may  be  made  up  by  examinations  alone,  the  student  may  be 
allowed  to  make  it  up  without  recitations. 

These  reports  embrace  the  deportment  and  punctuality  of 
students,  as  well  as  their  grade  in  scholarship,  and  are  sent  out 
in  December,  March  and  June.

The  names  of  all  students  making  an  average  grade  of  95 
in  any  department  will  be  placed  on  the  Honor  Roll  of  the  Col- 
lege under  what  is  termed  "Class  1 ;"  those  with  an  average 
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of  90  to  95  are  put  in  "Class  2."  This  Honor  Roll  is 
announced  at  Commencement  and  also  published  in  the  Col- 
lege Catalogue. 

When  a  student  has  made  special  attainments  in  scholar- 
ship the  fact  will  be  indicated  on  his  diploma  by  the  phrase, 
"Cum  laude,"  "Magna  cum  laude,"  or  "Summa  cum  laude," 
according  to  the  degree  of  attainment  made.

This  department  embraces  Logic,  theoretical  and  practical 
Ethics,  History,  Political  Economy  and  Psychology.  The  text- 
book method  of  instruction  is  used  generally,  but  free  use  is 
made  of  knowledge  that  can  be  gained  from  other  sources. 

History — Sophomore  required — Two  hours  a  week  through- 
out the  session.  An  attempt  is  made  to  construct  a  good  outline 
of  ancient,  medieval  and  modern  history  as  full  as  time  will 
allow.  This  accomplished,  attention  is  directed  to  the  more 
important  periods  and  events. 

Logic — Junior  required — Two  hours  a  week  for  the  first 
term.  Special  attention  given  to  logical  methods,  inductive 
and  deductive.    Elective  for  B.S.  students. 

Bthics — Junior  required — Two  hours  a  week  for  second 
term.  The  course  aims  to  outline  the  psychological  basis  of 
Ethics,  and  the  nature  of  moral  ideas.  The  study  is  an  elec- 
tive for  B.S.  students. 

Political  Economy — Required  for  Junior  B.S.,  elective  for 
Junior  A.B.  Two  hours  a  week  for  entire  session.  It  is  pro- 
posed to  make  a  careful  study  of  the  fundamental  principles  of 
the  science  and  of  the  more  important  economic  theories. 
Special  attention  given  to  the  questions  that  are  vital  issues  of 
the  day,  such  as  Finance  and  Tariff. 

Psychology — Required  in  Senior  A.B. ;  elective  in  B.S. — 
Two  hours  a  week  throughout  the  session.  A  study  of  the  fac- 
ulties of  the  human  soul  and  the  laws  that  govern  them.  Use 
is  made  of  the  discoveries  of  experimental  psychology  in-so- 
far  as  is  practicable. 
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Philosophy — A  Senior  elective  in  both  A.B.  and  B.S. — The 
effort  is  made  to  gain  a  general  knowledge  of  the  various  sys- 
tems of  philosophy,  both  ancient  and  modern.

PROFESSOR    CALDWELL,    AND    W.     H.    STEVENSON 

The  study  of  Latin  is  required  in  Freshman  and  Sophomore 
A.B.  and  B.S.  courses. 

Freshman — Four  hours  weekly.  For  successful  work, 
thorough  preparation  is  necessary.  Three  years'  preparatory 
study  would  better  fit  for  intelligent  work  in  this  class. 

Besides  thorough  knowledge  of  forms  (nouns,  pronouns, 
adjectives,  and  verbs),  rules  of  syntax,  construction  of  clauses, 
an  applicant  for  this  class  should  have  read  at  least  Caesar 
and  Conspiracy  of  Catiline  (Sallust),  and  done  composition 
work  corresponding  to  reading. 

First  Term — Cicero's  Orations. 

Second  Term — Cicero's  Old  Age. 

Third  Term — Selections  from  Ovid. 

Roman  History  and  Mythology.  Bennett's  Grammar  and 
Composition  will  be  used  by  this  class. 

Sophomore — Four  hours  weekly.  During  Sophomore  year 
reading  is  selected  from  the  poets.  Not  so  much  time  is  given 
to  the  study  of  the  language  as  to  the  thought  and  composition 
of  author.    Composition  work  done  as  needs  may  demand. 

Text-books — Horace,  Satires  and  Epistles,  Odes,  Virgil ; 
others  as  may  be  selected ;  History  of  Roman  Literature ;  Study 
of  Prosody,  Allen  &  Greenough's  Grammar. 

French — Required  in  both  A.B.  and  B.S.  in  Junior  Class, 
four  hours  per  week.    Elective  in  Senior,  two  hours. 

The  language  is  not  spoken,  but  effort  is  made  to  prepare  to 
read  French  texts  with  ease.     Reading  is  taken  up  as  soon  as 
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possible.  The  Grammar  is  studied  with  care;  the  rules  illus- 
trated by  the  translation  of  French  into  English,  and  English 
into  French.    Special  attention  given  to  pronounciation. 

Such  Text-Books,  both  grammars  and  readings,  are  selected 
as  are  thought  suitable  to  the  end  sought.

PROFESSOR  PRESSLY 

The  course  of  study  in  the  Department  of  Greek  extends 
through  a  period  of  four  years. 

Beginning  with  the  simplest  elements,  the  aim  is  to  instruct 
the  pupil  thoroughly  in  the  inflections  and  syntax  of  the  lan- 
guage. The  foundation  must  be  broad  and  solid,  or  else  the 
superstructure  will  be  faulty  and  insecure.  This  accom- 
plished, an  effort  is  made  to  familiarize  the  student  with  the 
masterpieces  of  Hellenic  genius,  and  to  guide  him  into  an  intel- 
ligent appreciation  of  their  incomparable  excellencies.  The 
study  of  Greek  is  more  than  a  mental  drill;  it  is  the  study  of 
language,  literature  and  philosophy.  It  may  be  made  a  valua- 
ble auxiliary  in  enriching  the  vocabulary  and  forming  the 
style  of  the  students  of  English. 

Freshman  Class — The  class  reads  second,  third  and  fourth 
books  of  Anabasis  and  also  the  Orations  of  Lysias,  or  other 
Greek  prose  of  similar  character.  Besides  frequent  reviews 
of  the  topics  previously  studied,  continued  instruction  is  given 
in  the  more  difficult  inflections,  especially  in  the  verb  and  in 
the  principles  of  syntax.  Work  in  prose  composition  is  con- 
tinued, based  on  the  text  read.    Four  recitations  a  week. 

Sophomore  Class — This  class  reads  Homer's  Iliad,  Ora- 
tions of  Demosthenes  or  Selections  from  Herodotus.  Grammar 
study  and  composition  drill  are  continued,  special  attention 
being  given  to  the  peculiarities  of  the  Homeric  dialect  and 
Grecian   Mythology.     The   requirements  of  a  good  working 
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vocabulary  are  steadily  kept  in  view,  that  the  student  may  be 
able  to  translate  into  idiomatic  English  with  correctness  and 
ease. 

In  the  study  of  history  Botsford's  History  of  Greece  is  the 
text-book  used.    Three  recitations  a  week. 

Junior  Class — The  reading  of  this  year  is  Plato's  Apology 
and  Crito,  Sophocles'  Antigone,  special  attention  being-  given 
to  the  literary  and  philosophical  features  of  the  works  read. 
Repeated  drill  is  had  in  the  syntax  of  the  moods  and  tenses 
of  the  verb.  The  last  session  of  the  year  is  given  to  the  study 
of  Fowler's  History  of  Greek  Literature.  Two  recitations  a 
week. 

Senior  Class — Greek  is  elective  in  this  class.  A  course  in 
Greek  Literature  is  offered,  but  other  work  may  be  substituted 
if  desired,  especially  by  those  who  propose  to  enter  the  minis- 
try.

The  study  of  German  is  required  in  the  Senior  Class,  in 
both  the  A.B.  and  B.S.  courses.  The  course  is  intended  to 
furnish  the  student  with  a  knowledge  of  the  grammar  of  the 
language  and  to  enable  him  to  read  German  text  with  facility 
and  correctness.  Comparatively  little  effort  is  made  to  acquire 
the  spoken  language,  and  yet  the  inductive  and  natural  methods 
are  combined  in  class  room  work.  Harris'  First  Lessons  and 
Joynes-Meissner  Grammar  are  the  text-books  used.  The 
course  of  reading  is  varied  from  year  to  year  as  the  needs  and 
attainments  of  the  class  may  suggest.

PROFESSOR  GRIER  AND  REV.  W.  A.  KENNEDY 

To  enter  the  Freshman  Class  in  Mathematics  requires 
familiarity  in  Arithmetic  and  Elementary  Algebra  through 
Quadratic  Equations,  or  to  Ratio  and  Proportion.    The  follow- 
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ing  are  some  of  the  subjects  in  Algebra  studied  during  the 
present  year :  The  Theory  of  Limits,  Ratio  and  Proportion, 
Variation,  Arithmetical  and  Geometrical  Progression,  Binomi- 
nal Theorem,  the  Theorem  of  Undetermined  Coefficients,  etc. 

Text-Book — Wells'  Higher  Algebra. 

The  second  session  of  the  Freshman  year  is  devoted  to  the 
study  of  Plane  Geometry. 

Text-Book — Phillips  &  Fisher. 

Sophomore  Class — To  enter  the  Sophomore  Class  requires 
familiarity  with  Algebra  and  Plane  Geometry. 

First  session :     Solid  Geometry. 

Text-Book — Phillips  &  Fisher. 

Second  session:  Plane  and  Spherical  Trigonometry  and 
Surveying.  In  surveying  the  class  will  have  the  use  of  a  transit 
instrument,  and  will  do  as  much  field  work  as  the  time  will 
permit. 

Text-Book — Wentworth's  Trigonometry  and  Surveying. 

Junior  Class — This  class  takes  up  the  study  of  Natural 
Philosophy,  including  Mechanics,  Sound,  Light,  Heat,  and 
Electricity. 

Text-Book — Olmstead's  Natural  Philosophy.  The  course 
in  Mathematics  for  this  year  is  Analytic  Geometry.  Both  of 
these  studies  are  required  in  B.S.  course;  elective  in  the  A.B. 
course. 

Text-Book — Nichols'  Analytic  Geometry. 

Senior  Class — The  Senior  Class  studies  Astronomy.  The 
heavenly  bodies  are  considered  in  detail.  The  sun,  planets 
and  stars  are  studied  in  their  relation  to  each  other  and  to  the 
earth.  The  vastness  and  sublimity  of  this  science  render  it  a 
fit  ending  to  the  series  of  Mathematical  studies  that  precede 
it.  The  use  of  good  Achromatic  Refracting  Telescope  con- 
tributes to  the  interest  of  this  study.  This  study  is  required 
in  both  A.B.  and  B.S.  courses. 

Text-Book — Young's  General  Astronomy.

PROFESSOR  REID  AND  DR.  BELL 

Chemistry  is  taught  by  recitations,  oral  instruction  and 
laboratory  work.  It  is  required  in  the  Junior  Class.  The 
course  is  arranged  with  a  view  to  giving  the  student  as  broad 
a  conception  of  the  principles  of  the  science  as  possible  in  the 
time  allowed  for  its  study,  as  well  as  to  making  him  master  of 
a  large  number  of  details.  The  attempt  is  made  to  keep  in 
view  two  primary  objects,  the  study  of  Chemistry  to  get  a  bet- 
ter insight  into  Nature  and  her  laws,  and  the  study  of  Chemis- 
try in  relation  to  the  arts  and  industries.  The  laboratory  is 
well  fitted  up  with  the  necessary  apparatus  and  chemicals,  and 
each  student  is  expected  to  perform  experiments  illustrating 
points  considered  in  the  recitations. 

Junior  Class — The  study  of  Chemistry  is  begun  in  this 
class,  two  hours  a  week  being  given  to  recitations  and  three 
hours  a  week  to  laboratory.  The  study  of  inorganic  Chemistry, 
based  on  Remsen's  Briefer  Course,  occupies  the  attention  of 
the  class  during  this  year.  Remsen's  Advanced  Course  is  used 
as  a  book  of  reference.  In  the  laboratory  the  student  per- 
forms, with  a  very  few  exceptions,  the  205  experiments  given 
in  the  Briefer  Course  to  illustrate  the  facts  taught  in  the  text. 
He  is  led  to  make  his  own  observations,  draw  his  own  con- 
clusions, and  is  required  to  take  careful  notes  of  his  work 
and  submit  them,  from  time  to  time,  for  inspection  and  criti- 
cism. The  professor  personally  supervises  the  laboratory 
work. 

Senior  Class — Organic  Chemistry,  two  hours  a  week  for 
the  year.  This  course  is  elective  for  both  A.B.  and  B.S.  stu- 
dents. The  purpose  kept  in  view  is  to  familiarize  the  student 
with  the  general  principles  underlying  this  branch  of  Chemis- 
try and  to  lead  him  to  see  the  beauty  and  simplicity  of  the 
relations  which  exist  between  different  classes  of  Carbon  com- 
pounds.    The  laboratory  work  for  the  year  will  be  devoted 
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to  qualitative  analysis  and  preparation  of  some  of  the  simpler 
organic  compounds.  This  course  is  recommended  to  those 
especially  who  have  in  view  medicine  or  pharmacy.

PROFESSOR  REID 

Geology — Two  hours  a  week  for  the  year.  Required  in  the 
Senior  Class  of  the  B.S.  students ;  elective  in  the  A.B.  course. 
The  general  features  of  Dynamical,  Structural  and  Historical 
Geology  are  considered.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the 
geology  of  America.  The  text-book  work  is  supplemented  by 
the  study  of  a  fine  collection  of  rock  specimens  brought  together 
from  all  parts  of  the  United  States  by  the  United  States  Geo- 
logical Survey  and  generously  donated  to  the  College.  Essays 
on  related  topics  are  required  from  time  to  time. 

Text-Book — LeConte's  Elements  of  Geology,  revised.  For 
reference:  Scott's  Introduction  to  Geology,  Dana's  Manual 
and  Geikie's  Text-Book  of  Geology. 

Physical  Geography — Three  hours  a  week  from  beginning 
of  year  to  end  of  March.  Required  of  B.S.  Freshmen.  No 
student  who  has  not  a  good  knowledge  of  Geography  will  be 
admitted  to  this  class,  and  this  course  is  not  recommended  to 
those  who  want  something  to  "fill  in"  instead  of  Greek.  The 
study  of  Physical  Geography  is  of  acknowledged  educational 
value  and  is  well  calculated  to  give  habits  of  careful  observa- 
tion and  scientific  modes  of  thought  to  those  beginning  the 
study  of  science.  Hence  a  great  deal  of  importance  is  attached 
to  this  study. 

Text-Book — Gilbert  &  Brigham's  Physical  Geography. 

Physiology — The  spring  term  is  devoted  to  the  study  of 
Physiology,  based  on  Martin's  Human  Body  (Briefer  Course). 
The  subject  is  illustrated  by  portions  of  a  human  skeleton  and 
by  an  elegant  physiological  and  anatomical  chart. 
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)St\Qli$h  ^Literature  anD  ^Language 

PROF.    MCCAIN   AND   MISS  FLENNIKLN 

Admission — No  student  can  pursue  satisfactorily  the  Eng- 
lish course  without  a  good  knowledge  of  English  grammar  and 
without  some  previous  training  in  the  writing  of  compositions ; 
the  professor  therefore  insists  on  a  fair  degree  of  thorough- 
ness in  grammar  and  in  composition  work  as  one  of  the  con- 
ditions of  admission  to  the  Freshman  class. 

Another  condition  is  that  the  applicants  for  admission  shall 
have  studied  a  certain  amount  of  literature.  The  requirement 
in  literature,  designated  by  the  South  Carolina  Association  of 
Colleges,  to  which  Erskine  belongs,  is  the  careful  study  of  at 
least  seven  hundred  pages  of  the  books  recommended  by  the 
State  Board  of  Education  for  supplementary  reading  in  the 
public  schools  of  South  Carolina.  This  amount  is  small,  but 
if  a  teacher  drills  his  students  well  on  it  they  will  know  some- 
thing about  literature. 

The  Association  will  later  on  designate  the  books  to  be 
studied;  but  as  the  list  has  not  yet  been  published  the  follow- 
ing selections  are  named  for  the  examination  till  further  notice 
is  given:  Irving's  Rip  Van  Winkle  and  Legend  of  Sleepy 
Hollow ;  Tennyson's  Gareth  and  Lynette ;  Scott's  Ivanhoe ; 
Tennyson's  Elaine ;  George  Eliot's  Silas  Marner ;  Webster's 
First  Bunker  Hill  Oration ;  Shakespeare's  Merchant  of  Venice 
and  Julius  Caesar. 

freshman  Class — The  Freshmen  study  Rhetoric  and  Litera- 
ture and  write  compositions.  Much  emphasis  is  laid  on  writ- 
ten work.  Themes  are  required  in  illustration  of  all  the  prin- 
ciples discussed  in  the  Rhetoric,  and  Literature  is  taught  in  close 
connection  with  composition. 

Espenshade's  Composition  and  Rhetoric  and  Donnelly's 
Imitation  and  Analysis  will  be  used  as  text-books  next  session. 
The  following  selections  from  Literature  will  be  used,  some  for 
careful  study  and  some  for  more  rapid  reading :    DeQuincey's 
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The  Flight  of  a  Tartar  Tribe;  Lowell's  The  Vision  of  Sir 
Launfal ;  Shakespeare's  Macbeth ;  Hawthorne's  Great  Stone 
Face ;  Goldsmith's  Deserted  Village ;  Tennyson's  Enoch  Arden ; 
Irving's  Sketch  Book. 

Sophomore  Class — The  Sophomores  will  study  Hart's 
Essentials  of  Prose  Composition  and  then  take  up  a  more 
advanced  work. 

In  the  further  study  of  Literature  the  following  or  equiva- 
lent selections  will  be  used :  Milton's  Minor  Poems ;  Tenny- 
son's Princess;  DeQuincey's  Joan  of  Arc;  Macaulay's  Essay 
on  Samuel  Johnson;  Shakespeare's  As  You  Like  It;  Scott's 
Woodstock. 

In  the  Sophomore  Class,  as  in  the  Freshman,  Literature  and 
Composition  will  be  taught  in  close  connection  with  each  other, 
and  much  importance  will  be  attached  to  written  work. 

Junior  Class — 1.  First  half  of  the  year:  Shakespeare's 
English  Histories ;  Warner's  English  History  in  Shakespeare's 
plays ;  Bradley's  The  Making  of  English. 

Second  half  of  the  year:  A  study  of  English  prose  as 
seen  in  the  writings  of  representative  essayists  and  orators : — 
Irving,  Macaulay,  Carlyle,  DeOuincey,  Arnold,  Burke,  and 
Webster.  This  study  is  intended  especially  to  give  an  acquain- 
tance with  the  best  prose  style. 

Course  1  is  required  of  A.B.  students  two  hours  a  week. 
It  is  open  as  an  elective  to  B.S.  students. 

2.  A  course  in  the  English  novel.  In  this  course  a  study 
will  be  made  of  several  of  the  best  novels  of  the  nineteenth 
century.  Bliss  Perry's  Prose  Fiction  will  be  used  as  a  text- 
book, together  with  at  least  one  novel  from  each  of  the  authors, 
Scott,  Dickens,  George  Eliot,  and  Thackeray. 

'ibis  course  is  open  as  an  elective,  two  hours  a  week,  to 
both  A.B.  and  B.S.  students. 

3.  A  course  in  the  English  Language.  Old  English,  Mid- 
dle English,  and  the  history  of  the  language.  While  this 
course  will  be  mainly  of  a  linguistic  character,  it  will  include 
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a  study  of  some  of  Chaucer's  works  from  a  literary  standpoint. 
Open  to  both  A.B.  and  B.S.  students. 

For  the  coming  year  only  one  of  the  courses  marked  "2" 
and  "3"  can  be  given. 

Senior  Class — 1.  (a).  Some  of  Shakespeare's  comedies 
and  tragedies;  Milton's  Paradise  Lost;  Winchester's  Literary 
Criticism. 

(b).  The  Rise  and  Growth  of  the  Romantic  Movement, 
including  the  work  of  Wordsworth ;  Moody  and  Lovett's  His- 
tory of  English  Literature.    Required  in  A.B.  course. 

2.  Nineteenth  Century  Literature.  In  this  course  special 
attention  will  be  given  to  the  works  of  Tennyson  and  Browning. 
One  term  will  be  given  to  the  study  of  Lanier  or  Timrod. 
Elective  courses  for  both  A.B.  and  B.S.  students. 

In  some  cases  Seniors  may  elect  Junior  work  that  they  have 
not  already  taken.  Students  in  the  A.M.  course  may  elect 
either  Junior  or  Senior  work  that  they  did  not  take  for  the  A.B. 
degree.

Owing  to  the  scarcity  of  preparatory  schools  in  which  is 
offered  a  course  of  study  in  direct  line  to  the  curricula  of  our 
colleges  and  suitable  to  the  requirements  of  admission  to  the 
same,  we  have  long  felt  the  need  and  realized  the  importance 
of  providing  for  the  needs  of  the  sub-collegiate  classes. 

To  provide  for  an  extension  of  the  College  curriculum  to 
cover  this  need,  the  Fitting  School  was  established  and  made  a 
part  of  the  College,  the  instructor  being  a  member  of  the  Col- 
lege Faculty.  Thus  this  department  is  directly  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Faculty,  and  thereby  enjoys  the  training  and 
discipline  which  must  follow  from  this  close  relation. 
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Bipenses 

The  students  of  the  Fitting  School  may  secure  rooms  and 
board  at  the  College  Home,  where  expenses  have  been  reduced 
to  the  lowest  possible  figure  consistent  with  health  and  com- 
fort. Tuition  and  other  dues  are  very  reasonable.  For  terms 
apply  to  the  Principal  or  President.  Rules  governing  the  pay- 
ment of  dues  are  the  same  as  those  of  the  College. 

dftanagement 

In  dealing  with  students  of  this  department  we  try  to  put 
their  mental,  moral  and  physical  requirements  before  us  as 
our  guide,  and  with  this  end  in  view  inspire  within  them  a 
high  moral  tone,  diligence,  and  perseverance,  at  the  same  time 
encouraging  them  in  the  participation  in  healthy  exercises. 

The  discipline  is  kind  but  firm,  and  each  student  is  required 
to  take  as  much  work  as  he  can  do  thoroughly  and  in  keeping 
with  good  health. 

All  students  failing  to  stand  their  June  examinations  will 
be  required,  on  their  return  in  September,  to  stand  the  regular 
entrance  examination. 

Only  in  exceptional  cases  will  the  above  rule  be  departed 
from,  and  that  when  the  class  standing  is  above  the  average. 

Ipveparaton?  Course 

In  this  course  students  are  prepared  for  the  Freshman  Class 
in  College.    This  course  will  cover  two  years. 

junior  Glass 

For  entrance  into  this  class  the  student  must  have  some 
knowledge  of  English  Grammar  and  Geography,  and  must  be 
well  grounded  in  the  general  principles  of  Arithmetic. 

English — A  thorough  drill  in  sentences  and  parts  of  speech, 
analysis  and  synthesis  of  sentences ;  daily  exercises  in  sen- 
tence-building and  Composition  work. 

Text-Books — Wheeler's  Graded  Lessons  in  English ;  Bueh- 
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ler's  Modern  English  Grammar;  Stebbins'  Progressive  Course 
in  English  for  Secondary  Schools — First  Year  Book.  Litera- 
ture :  Irving's  Rip  Van  Winkle  and  Legend  of  Sleepy  Hollow ; 
Lancelot  and  Elaine ;  Scott's  Ivanhoe. 

Mathematics — Arithmetic  Complete. 

Text-Book — Wells'  Academic  Arithmetic. 

History — Text-Book :  Adam  and  Trent's  History  of  the 
United  States. 

Latin— Thorough  drill  in  Accidence,  with  simple  rules  of 
syntax,  in  connection  with  daily  exercises  in  the  translation  of 
English  into  Latin,  thus  giving  practice  along  with  theory. 

Text-Books — Collar  and  Daniell's  First  Latin  Book ;  Second 
Year  Latin.    Exercises  based  on  the  Text. 
.Bible — The  study  of  Bible  covers  two  years. 

Text-Book — His  Life. 

Senior  Class 

For  entrance  into  this  class  the  applicant  will  be  required 
to  pass  satisfactory  examinations  on  the  studies  of  the  Junior 
Class,  or  their  equivalent. 

English — The  work  for  this  year  will  be  devoted  to  the 
Analysis  and  Synthesis  of  Sentences;  Composition  work; 
Literature  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Freshman  Class. 

Text-Books — Buehler's  Modern  English  Grammar;  Dal- 
gleish's  Grammatical  Analysis ;  Stebbins'  Progressive  Course 
in  English  for  Secondary  Schools — Second  Year  Book. 
Literature :  Coleridge's  Ancient  Mariner ;  George  Eliot's  Silas 
Marner;  Webster's  First  Bunker  Hill  Oration;  Shakespeare's 
Merchant  of  Venice  and  Julius  Caesar. 

Mythology — Gayley's  Classic  Myths. 

Mathematics — Alegebra  complete  through  Quadratics. 

Text-Book — Wentworth's  Complete  Algebra. 

Latin — Continued  study  of  Accidence ;  the  study  of  the 
rules  of  Syntax;  Practice  in  forms  and  in  the  application  of 
rules. 
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Text-Books — Bennet's  Latin  Grammar;  Csesar,  Books  I 
and  IV ;  Sallust  Catiline.    Exercises  based  on  the  Texts. 

Greek — Study  of  Accidence  and  the  simple  rules  of  Syntax, 
with  daily  exercises  illustrating-  the  same.

The  government  of  the  College  is  mild  and  parental. 
Severe  acts  of  discipline  are  avoided  as  much  as  possible. 
Appeals  are  made  to  the  honor,  self-respect  or  sense  of  duty 
of  the  students,  or  to  the  regard  which  they  have  for  their 
character  and  the  wishes  of  parents  and  friends.  Information 
is  lodged  with  parents  and  guardians  against  the  idle  and  the 
wayward. 

A  strict  attention  to  the  exercises  of  the  recitation  room 
is  required,  and  every  student  is  promptly  called  to  account 
for  his  absence. 

All  students  in  the  regular  College  classes  are  required  to 
join  one  or  the  other  of  the  three  Literary  Societies,  and,  dur- 
ing their  whole  connection  with  the  College,  to  take  part  in  all 
Society  duties,  unless  the  Faculty  otherwise  direct. 

The  religious  exercises  of  the  College  consist  in  the  daily 
reading  of  the  Scriptures  and  prayer  in  the  Chapel;  Bible 
class  exercises  on  Sabbath  morning,  together  with  the  oppor- 
tunity of  attending  the  Associate  Reformed  church  or  other 
places  of  worship  in  the  village  during  the  day. 


Chapter  I. 

ADMISSION 

i.  No  one  may  be  admitted  as  a  student  into  any  of  tiie 
College  classes  but  by  an  examination  before  the  Faculty,  or 
on  satisfactory  evidence  of  fitness. 
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2.  Anyone  applying  for  admission  shall  be  required  to 
furnish  a  certificate  of  good  moral  character,  and,  if  from  an- 
other college  or  school,  of  his  good  standing  from  his  instruc- 
tors. 

3.  If  anyone  enters  College  during  the  progress  of  a  term 
he  will  pay  the  same  fees  as  if  he  had  entered  at  the  beginning 
of  that  term. 

Chapter  II. 

RECITATION    AND    HOURS    OF"    STUDY 

1.  Every  student  shall  have  at  least  three  recitations  daily 
on  every  week  day  except  Saturday. 

2.  During  the  hours  of  study  all  students  are  required  to 
abstain  from  all  conduct  which  will  disturb  the  quiet  and  com- 
posure necessary  to  study. 

Chapter  III. 

DEVOTIONAL  EXERCISES 

1.  Every  student  is  required  to  attend  the  religious  exer- 
cises in  the  Chapel  every  morning,  and  on  the  Sabbath  to  at- 
tend a  Bible  recitation  in  the  College,  and  services  in  the  vil- 
lage church,  except  in  cases  where  permission  may  have  been 
obtained  to  attend  other  places  of  worship. 

2.  All  students  are  required  to  sanctify  the  Sabbath,  to 
abstain  from  their  usual  employments  or  recreations,  and  from 
all  conduct  inconsistent  with  the  sacredness  of  that  day. 

Chapter  IV. 

DEPORTMENT 

1.  Every  student  shall  at  all  times  demean  himself  with 
due  respect  towards  the  persons  and  the  authority  of  the  Fac- 
ulty. 

2.  Every  student  defacing  or  injuring,  in  any  way,  the  Col- 
lege building,  or  any  other  College  property,  shall  be  punished 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty. 
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3.  No  student  may  keep,  buy  or  use  intoxicating  liquors. 

4.  No  student  may  play  cards,  dice,  or  any  game  of  chance. 

5.  No  student  may  bet  on  drafts,  chess,  or  any  other  game. 

6.  No  student  shall  appear  in  any  public  exhibition  con- 
nected with  the  College  without  having  his  exercises  reviewed 
and  approved  by  some  member  of  the  Faculty.  All  programs 
must  be  submitted  to  the  President  for  approval  or  revision. 

7.  An  offense  against  the  laws  and  regulations  of  the  vil- 
lage corporation  shall  be  considered  an  offense  against  the  Col- 
lege. 

8.  Every  student  is  responsible  for  good  order  in  his  own 
room. 

9.  Every  student  is  required  to  remain  in  his  own  room 
from  the  close  of  study  hours  during  the  remainder  of  the 
night. 

10.  No  assembly  or  meeting  of  the  students  is  lawful  with- 
out the  consent  of  some  member  of  the  Faculty.  This  regula- 
tion does  not  apply  to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Literary 
Societies. 

11.  No  society  shall  be  organized  or  have  an  existence  in 
the  College  without  the  permission  and  consent  of  the  Faculty. 

Chapter  V. 

1.  The  punishment  of  the  College  shall  be  admonition, 
suspension,  dismission,  and  expulsion.  The  Faculty  may,  when 
in  their  judgment  there  is  sufficient  cause,  request  a  parent 
or  guardian  to  remove  a  student  from  College,  and  for  defi- 
ciency in  scholarship  may  degrade  one  from  a  higher  to  a 
lower  class. 

2.  The  Faculty  is  empowered  to  make  such  other  regu- 
lations as  they  may  consider  necessary  to  good  order  and  pro- 
priety of  conduct. 
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The  name  of  any  student  whose  mark  in  any  room  is  such 
as  to  put  him  in  what  is  called  "Classi,"  will  be  placed  as  dis- 
tinguished in  that  room.  Those  who  belong  to  "Class  2"  will 
be  regarded  as  excellent,  and  their  names  will  also  be  placed 
on  the  Roll  of  Honor.

LOCATION 

ERSKINE  College  is  situated  at  Due  West,  Abbeville 
County,  South  Carolina,  four  miles  from  Donalds,  on  the 
Southern  Railway,  on  the  line  from  Greenville  to  Columbia, 
being  forty  miles  distant  from  the  former  and  one  hundred 
miles  from  the  latter.  The  train  from  Due  West  meets  all 
passenger  trains  on  the  Southern  Railroad  at  Donalds,  S.  C. 

In  healthfulness  the  location  is  exceptional.  The  ground 
is  high  and  rolling,  with  good  natural  drainage,  and  with  an 
elevation  of  nearly  eight  hundred  feet  above  sea  level.  The 
campus  in  which  the  college  buildings  are  placed  comprises 
about  twenty-four  acres,  set  with  a  natural  grove  of  oaks  and 
pines. 

Due  West  is  a  quiet  college  town,  where  all  of  the  influences 
are  highly  favorable  to  study,  and  where  the  excitements  and 
distractions  always  found  in  larger  towns  and  cities,  are  hap- 
pily absent.  Mails  are  received  four  times  a  day,  and  there  is 
telephone  connection  with  telegraph  lines  and  with  all  sur- 
rounding towns.  Here  also  are  located  two  other  educational 
institutions,  viz :  the  Due  West  Female  College  and  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Church 

HISTORY 

Erskine  College  has  a  history  extending  over  seventy 
years,  being  organized  in  1837.  At  the  time  of  its  organi- 
zation there  was  not  a  single  institution  in  this  or  in  adjoining 
States  that  offered  the  advantages  of  a  college  training  under 
Christian  influences.  Students  from  this  section  were  com- 
pelled to  seek  such  an  education  in  northern  colleges.     This 
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institution  enjoys  the  enviable  distinction  of  having  been  a 
pioneer  in  the  field  of  Christian  education  in  the  South. 

Erskine  College  is  the  property  of  the  Associate  Reformed 
Presbyterian  Synod  of  the  South,  and  is  under  the  direction 
and  control  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  appointed  by  the  Synod. 
The  first  President  was  Rev.  E.  E.  Pressly,  D.D.,  and  asso- 
ciated with  him  was  the  following  corps  of  teachers:  Mr. 
N.  M.  Gordon,  Rev.  J.  N.  Young,  and  Rev.  J.  P.  Pressly,  D.D. 
As  the  patronage  and  means  of  the  College  increased,  addi- 
tional professors  were  employed  until  the  plans  of  the  founders 
were  in  a  measure  realized.  It  has  had  the  following  gentle- 
men as  Presidents :  Rev.  E.  E.  Pressly,  D.D.,  Rev.  R.  C.  Grier, 
D.D.  (two  terms,  1847  to  l858  and  l865  to  1871),  Rev.  E.  L. 
Patton,  LL.D.,  Rev.  W.  M.  Grier,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  Rev.  F.  Y. 
Pressly,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  Rev.  J.  S.  Moffat,  D.D. 

The  first  faculties  were  drawn  mostly  from  northern  col- 
leges, such  as  Jefferson,  Pa.,  and  Miami  University,  Ohio.  In 
later  years  they  have  been  taken  from  graduates  of  colleges 
in  the  South — such  as  the  University  of  Georgia,  South  Caro- 
lina, and  Erskine  College.  Several  of  them  have  taken  courses 
of  special  study  in  Yale,  Johns  Hopkins  University,  Princeton, 
Amherst,  etc. 

In  its  earlier  years  the  College  offered  but  one  course  of 
study.  Effort  was  concentrated  on  the  classical  course  of 
study,  and  the  one  aim  was  to  attain  to  a  high  standard  of 
excellence  in  Language,  Literature,  Mathematics,  History  and 
Philosophy.  And  while  the  culture  studies  still  occupy  a  promi- 
nent place  in  the  curriculum,  the  College  has  endeavored  to 
keep  pace  with  the  demands  of  the  age,  and  the  courses  of 
instruction  have  been  broadened  as  far  as  the  limits  of  a  faculty 
of  the  ordinary  number  will  permit.  The  College  does  not 
attempt  to  do  the  work  of  a  university,  believing  that  it  can 
render  more  useful  service  by  doing  thoroughly  the  work  in 
its  own  chosen  field.  A  detailed  statement  of  the  course 
offered  will  be  found  in  another  place. 
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ENDOWMENTS 

Previous  to  1853  the  College  relied  on  tuition  fees  and  the 
interest  of  a  few  donations  and  bequests  to  defray  expenses. 
In  that  year,  the  plan  of  endowing  the  College  by  the  sale  of 
scholarships  was  adopted,  and  a  vigorous  attempt  made  to 
carry  out  the  scheme. 

Money  was  scarce  and  crops  not  abundant,  but  by  making 
liberal  offers  in  the  way  of  tuition  more  than  $50,000  was 
raised  toward  the  endowment  of  the  College.  This,  m  con- 
nection with  funds  previously  received  from  Capt.  Blair  and 
others,  and  more  recently  from  Christopher  Strong,  Esq.,  of 
Tennessee,  and  Col.  Wm.  Wright,  of  Yorkville,  S.  C,  raised 
the  endowment  to  about  $70,000. 

The  result  of  the  Civil  war  swept  away  all  of  this  endow- 
ment excepting  about  $13,000.  Having  tried  some  tempo- 
rary expedients,  the  Synod,  in  1871,  entered  on  a  second  effort 
to  secure  a  permanent  endowment.  The  plan  was  similar  to 
the  one  of  1853,  except  that  the  price  of  scholarships  was  raised 
to  $20  each,  and  the  term  of  the  College's  obligation  limited 
to  1895.  Though  the  friends  of  the  College  were  impoverished 
and  discouraged  by  the  disasters  of  the  war,  this  effort  met 
a  liberal  response,  and  the  sale  of  scholarships,  together  with 
a  few  additional  donations  and  bequests,  raised  the  endowment 
to  about  $80,000. 

The  largest  donation  was  $15,000  by  Mrs.  Ann  Wallace,  of 
Kentucky,  and  the  largest  bequest  the  College  has  received 
was  by  the  will  of  the  late  Dr.  Hearst,  of  Abbeville,  S.  C.  He 
left  two-thirds  of  his  estate  to  the  College.  About  $11,000 
was  realized  on  it.  More  recently  liberal  contributions  to  this 
fund  have  been  made  by  Joseph  Wylie  and  R.  N.  Hemphill, 
both  of  Chester,  S.  C. 

BUILDINGS 

The  first  College  building  was  burned  in  January,  1892. 
Before  this,  active  measures  had  been  taken  for  the  erection 
of  a  new  building.     This  building  was  formally  dedicated  in 
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June,  1893.  ^  is  °*  modern  style  and  one  of  the  handsomest 
college  buildings  in  the  State.  The  rooms  are  large  and  well 
ventilated  and  admirably  suited  for  recitation  and  lecture 
rooms.     The  cost  was  about  $40,000. 

THE  LIBRARY  AND  READING  ROOM 

The  various  libraries  accessible  to  the  students  contain, 
all  told,  about  nine  thousand  volumes,  about  one  thousand  vol- 
umes of  choice  books  having  been  added  last  year  by  the  gen- 
erosity of  Synod.  In  order  to  increase  the  use  of  these  volumes 
the  faculty  and  members  of  the  literary  societies  decided  a  short 
time  ago  to  put  all  the  books  in  the  library  room  of  the  College. 
A  librarian  has  been  employed  to  take  charge  of  the  room 
and  keep  it  and  the  reading  room  open  several  hours  a  day. 
Citizens  of  the  town  who  may  wish  to  use  the  books  and  maga- 
zines belonging  to  the  library  will  be  permitted  to  use  them 
on  payment  of  the  regular  fee. 

We  should  like  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Alumni  and 
friends  of  the  College  to  what  we  consider  an  important  move- 
ment towards  making  the  libraries  more  useful.  The  useful- 
ness of  any  books  that  these  Alumni  or  friends  may  give  us 
will  be  so  much  greater  than  heretofore  that  we  trust  the  num- 
ber of  our  volumes  may  be  rapidly  increased.  We  are  very 
grateful  to  those  who  have  already  contributed  books  either 
directly  to  the  College  or  to  the  literary  societies. 

During  the  coming  session,  the  College  reading  room  will 
be  run  in  connection  with  the  library.  It  will  be  opened  up  at 
the  beginning  of  the  session  and  will  be  kept  open  six  hours 
each  day.  Here  are  to  be  found  twenty  to  thirty  of  the  leading 
magazines  and  weekly  periodicals,  together  with  several  of  the 
daily  papers  that  may  be  of  local  interest  to  students.  An 
annual  fee  of  $1.50  is  collected  from  each  student  to  cover  the 
expenses  of  the  library  and  reading  room. 
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THE  COMMENCEMENT  HALL 

The  Commencement  Hall  is  on  the  first  floor,  and  will 
comfortably  seat  twelve  hundred  persons.  It  is  fitted  with 
elegant  assembly  chairs. 

OBSERVATORY 

The  architect  took  special  pains  to  build  an  observatory  in 
every  way  suited  to  the  purpose  of  astronomical  study.  It 
contains  a  large  equatorial  telescope,  which  is  a  valuable  help 
to  teacher  and  pupil. 

L ABORATO  RY 

The  Chemical  Laboratory  is  a  commodious  room  designed 
especially  for  the  purpose.  It  is  well  supplied  with  apparatus 
for  conducting  experiments  to  illustrate  the  course  in  Chemis- 
try as  outlined  under  the  Departments.  Each  laboratory  stu- 
dent is  given  a  separate  desk  with  drawer  and  locker  for  the 
safe  deposit  of  his  apparatus,  which  is  furnished  him  from  the 
general  stock.  A  deposit  of  $2.50  is  required  to  cover  break- 
age of  apparatus. 

Also  a  fee  of  $5.00  is  charged  each  student  for  chemicals 
consumed  in  his  work. 

"WYLIE    HOME" 

In  1898  Mr.  Joseph  Wylie,  of  Chester,  S.  C,  gave  the  sum 
of  $15,000  for  the  erection  of  a  "Home"  for  young  ladies  who 
may  wish  to  attend  Erskine  College.  A  handsome  and  com- 
modious brick  building  was  erected  on  the  campus  and  fur- 
nished with  such  conveniences  as  are  needed  for  the  comfort  of 
the  inmates.  The  cost  of  the  buildings  and  furnishings  was 
about  $9,000.  The  remainder  of  the  fund  will  be  used  in 
enlarging  the  house  when  there  is  a  demand  for  more  room. 
The  present  capacity  of  the  Home  is  twenty-two  boarders ;  the 
rates  for  board  are  $100.00  per  school  year,  including  fuel  and 
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lights.    A  cut  of  the  building  is  presented  on  another  page  of 
the  catalogue. 

Young  ladies  intending  to  enter  the  "Wylie  Home"  should 
apply,  not  later  than  September  ist,  to  Mrs.  Rebecca  Agnew 
for  cards  which,  if  attached  to  baggage,  will  insure  a  speedy 
delivery. 

WYLIE    EDUCATIONAL    FUND 

It  may  be  stated  in  this  connection  that  Mr.  Wylie 
bequeathed  $10,000  to  be  known  as  the  " Wylie  Educational 
Fund  for  Girls,"  the  interest  of  which  is  to  be  used  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  in  paying  the  tuition  of  such  young  ladies  as 
may  be  selected.  Application  for  aid  from  this  fund  should  be 
made  to  the  President  of  the  College  by  August  15th. 

COLLEGE    HOME 

This  is  a  beautiful  structure,  three  stories  high,  and  capable 
of  accommodating  about  seventy  boarders.  The  building  is 
heated  throughout  by  the  hot  water  system.  There  are  bath 
rooms,  with  cold  and  hot  water  in  each.  Application  for  rooms 
in  the  College  Home  must  be  made  by  August  10th  of  each 
year  and  must  be  accompanied  with  $2.00.  If  the  student 
occupies  the  room,  this  amount  will  be  credited  on  his  room 
rent.     If  he  fails  to  come  it  will  be  forfeited. 

ATHLETIC    ASSOCIATION 

This  is  a  student  organization  for  the  encouragement  and 
direction  of  athletic  sports.  It  holds  membership  in  the  inter- 
collegiate association  of  the  State.  There  are  three  tennis 
courts  on  the  campus,  and  an  athletic  field,  conveniently  located, 
is  provided  by  the  College.  The  Board  of  Trustees  make  a 
liberal  appropriation  each  year  to  the  association.  Students 
are  earnestly  advised  to  take  some  form  of  out-of-door  exer- 
cise each  day. 

A  healthy  body  is  essential  to  the  best  mental  culture. 
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YOUNG  MEN'S  CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATION 

The  students  have  a  strong  and  active  Association.  A  large 
and  beautiful  hall,  neatly  and  comfortably  furnished,  has  been 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Association.  The  members  have 
a  prayer  meeting  every  Sabbath  evening  and  a  business  meet- 
ing on  the  first  Saturday  night  of  evejy  month. 

YOUNG  WOMEN'S  CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATION 

This  is  an  organization  of  the  young  women  of  the  College. 
Weekly  meetings  are  held  in  the  library  of  "Wylie  Home." 
These  meetings  are  largely  devotional,  with  occasional  lec- 
tures by  persons  invited  by  the  Association. 

LITERARY    SOCIETIES 

There  are  three  of  these  societies  in  the  College — the  Euphe- 
mian,  the  Philomathean  and  the  Calliopean.  All  students 
are  required  to  connect  themselves  with  one  of  these.  The 
first  two  mentioned  have  attractive  and  well-furnished  halls 
on  the  campus. 

The  College  regards  these  societies  as  most  valuable  fac- 
tors in  the  work  of  education  inasmuch  as  they  supplement 
by  the  training  they  give,  the  instruction  of  the  class-room. 
The  generous  rivalry  between  them  acts  as  a  wholesome  stimu- 
lus to  effort.  In  no  other  way  could  the  student  gain  the 
same  experience  in  declamation,  essay  writing  and  disputation. 
Many  have  confessed  in  after  life  their  indebtedness  to  the 
practice  of  these  arts  which  these  societies  afforded. 

Two  sessions  are  held  each  week — on  Friday  afternoon  and 
night.  The  afternoon  meetings  are  devoted  largely  to  essay 
reading  and  declamation,  the  evening  session  to  debate.  These 
contests  afford  splendid  training  in  quick,  logical  thinking  and 
the  ready  expression  of  thought.  Medals  are  given  for  excel- 
lence in  declamation,  oratory,  essay  writing  and  debating. 
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The  exercises  are  conducted  in  parliamentary  order,  and 
give  valuable  training  to  the  members  in  self-government  and 
in  the  orderly  management  of  public  assemblies. 

THE    ERSKINIAN 

Another  important  feature  is  the  magazine  published  by  the 
students.  The  two  Literary  Societies  are  pledged  to  its  sup- 
port, and  it  is  thus  made  a  permanent  journal.  It  offers  a  fine 
field  for  the  cultivation  of  essay  writing;  original  contribu- 
tions are  solicited  from  all  the  students.  A  gold  medal  is 
offered  by  the  editorial  staff  for  the  best  contribution,  and 
proves  very  beneficial  in  stimulating  all  to  excel  in  original 
composition. 

The  Faculty  cordially  endorse  college  journalism  as  an 
important  factor  in  promoting  a  higher  interest  in  essay  writ- 
ing, a  more  elegant  style,  and  a  greater  general  excellence  in 
authorship.  We  should  like  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Alumni 
to  the  fact  that  its  usefulness  would  be  greatly  increased  if 
they  would  respond  more  generally  to  its  support.  The  price 
is  $1.00  per  year. 

SECRET    FRATERNITIES 

These  are  positively  prohibited  in  Erskine  College.  The 
Board  of  Trustees  in  the  year  1892  took  the  following  action 
in  reference  to  the  matter : 

Whereas,  Secret  Fraternities  in  colleges  breed  strife  and 
contention  among  the  students,  decrease  the  efficiency  of  Lit- 
erary Societies,  work  injury  even  to  the  religious  associations 
among  them,  and  are  evil  in  their  tendencies. 

Resolved,  1st.  That  the  judgment  of  the  Board  is  against 
them. 

2nd.  That  the  Board  respectfully  requests  the  Fraternities 
of  Erskine  College  to  disband  and  give  up  their  charters,  and 
that  the  Faculty  of  the  College  be  authorized  to  use  their  best 
efforts  to  induce  these  Fraternities  to  disband. 

3rd.  That  parents  are  hereby  affectionately  urged  to  dis- 
suade their  sons  from  connection  with  said  organizations.

The  College  Home  will  be  conducted  on  the  co-operative 
plan,  under  the  supervision  and  control  of  a  committee 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  A  committee  of  students 
will  attend  to  the  purchasing  of  supplies,  collecting  dues,  etc. 

A  rental  of  $1.50  per  month  will  be  charged  each  occupant 
of  a  room.  Students  occupying  a  room  alone  from  choice  will 
be  charged  $2.00  per  month.  No  assignment  of  rooms  to 
single  occupants  shall  be  made  until  all  applicants  have  been 
supplied. 

The  cost  of  board  will  be  apportioned  at  the  end  of  each 
month.  It  is  confidently  believed  that  by  careful  and  economi- 
cal management  the  cost  will  not  exceed  $8.00  per  month. 

The  occupants  of  the  Home  will  adopt  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  shall  secure  good  order,  and  failure  to  obey  these 
shall  be  punished  by  expulsion.

Each  boarder  in  the  Home  is  expected  to  supply  himself 
with  the  following  articles:

Towels. 
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STUDENTS    FROM    A    DISTANCE 

Students  coming  from  a  distance  of  300  miles  or  more  will 
be  allowed  a  reduction  of  one-half  of  Tuition  Fee,  the  total 
cost  to  students  from  a  distance  being  thus  $17.50  less. 

The  above  may  be  sufficient  to  satisfy  inquiries  which  are 
frequently  made  in  respect  to  the  necessary  expenses  of  a  stu- 
dent. 

Everyone  knows  that  clothing,  pocket  money,  and  all  mat- 
ters of  this  sort  depend  entirely  upon  the  indulgence  of  parents 
and  the  habits  of  their  sons. 

The  Contingent  Fee  of  $5.00  and  one-half  Tuition  must  be 
paid  in  full  before  the  student  is  admitted  to  recitation.  The 
other  half  must  be  paid  February  15th. 

SPECIAL    ENDOWMENTS 

Joseph  Wylie  Professorship  of  Mental  and  Moral  Phil- 
osophy.— By  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  any  person 
contributing  the  sum  of  $5,000  to  the  Endowment  Fund  shall 
have  the  right  of  naming  the  chair  to  which  it  shall  go.  Mr. 
Joseph  Wylie,  of  Chester,  S.  C,  having  given  the  sum  of 
$8,000,  the  Board  directed  that  it  should  go  to  the  Chair  of 
Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy  and  that  the  chair  should  be 
known  hereafter  as  the  "JosePn  Wylie  Professorship  of  Men- 
tal and  Moral  Sciences." 

To  this  fund  the  lamented  R.  N.  Hemphill,  of  Chester 
county,  contributed  the  sum  of  $4,000. 

Other  Gifts. — In  addition  to  the  persons  already  named, 
William  Johnson,  of  Alabama,  Dr.  G.  W.  Pressly  and  Dr. 
James  Norwood,  both  of  Abbeville  County,  S.  C,  have  con- 
tributed largely  to  the  funds  of  the  College.  We  cherish  their 
memories  among  her  benefactors. 
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SCHOLARSHIPS    AND    AIDS 

Duane  Mower  Scholarship. — In  almost  every  community 
may  be  found  worthy  young  men  who  earnestly  desire  to 
secure  an  education  in  order  that  they  may  attain  to  a  higher 
plane  of  usefulness;  but  lack  of  means  makes  the  laudable 
ambition  seem  impossible  of  realization.  A  small  sum  added 
to  their  own  resources  will  often  secure  the  end.  There  are 
few  forms  of  investment  open  to  persons  of  means  that  prom- 
ise larger  or  more  substantial  returns  than  help  given  to  young 
men  of  this  character. 

The  Duane  Mower  Scholarship  was  endowed  by  friends  of 
the  College  for  the  benefit  of  deserving  young  men  who  are 
unable  to  bear  the  cost  of  a  college  course.  The  largest  con- 
tributor to  this  fund  was  Mrs.  Cynthia  S.  Mower,  Newberry, 
S.  C,  and  the  scholarship  was  made  a  memorial  of  her  deceased 
husband.  The  income  of  this  scholarship  amounts  to  $150.00 
per  annum,  and  is  disbursed  by  a  committee  of  the  Board  for 
the  benefit  of  deserving  young  men.  Applications  for  aid 
from  this  fund  must  be  made  to  the  President  of  the  College. 

McMillan  Fund. — Dr.  Robert  McMillan,  San  Francisco, 
Cal.,  bequeathed  to  his  executors  certain  real  estate,  the  pro- 
ceeds from  the  sale  of  which  were  to  be  paid  "to  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Erskine  Theological  Seminary,  to  be  by  them 
invested,  and  the  income  thereof  to  be  devoted  to  the  educa- 
tion and  maintenance  of  young  men  for  the  ministry  of  the 
Gospel  at  or  in  the  Seminary  aforesaid,  or  in  their  preparation 
of  entering  said  Seminary."  From  the  sale  of  this  property 
the  sum  of  $13,000  was  realized.  The  interest  of  this  fund  is 
devoted  to  the  benefit  of  young  men  of  approved  character  to 
aid  in  a  course  of  preparation  for  the  Gospel  ministry,  both  in 
the  College  and  Seminary.  Applications,  accompanied  by  cer- 
tificates from  pastors  or  clerks  of  Presbyteries,  should  be  made 
to  Prof.  G.  G.  Parkinson. 

The  Johnson  Fund. — Another  Scholarship  Fund  of  the 
value  of  $2,000  has  been  donated  by  Mrs.  B.  J.  Johnson,  of 
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Louisville,  Georgia.  The  interest  from  this  fund  is  used  in 
aiding  young  men  who  are  unable  to  provide  for  the  expenses 
of  a  college  education.  The  beneficiaries  of  this  generous  gift 
are  selected  by  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees. Application  should  be  made  to  the  President  of  the 
College. 

The  Watt  Bequest. — Mrs.  Mary  A.  Watt,  in  her  will 
made  March  14,  1887,  left  the  residue  of  her  estate  to  Erskine 
College.  The  interest  upon  said  residue  to  be  applied  toward 
the  education  of  indigent  students  of  said  College.  This  residue 
amounted  to  about  $1,000.  Applications  for  aid  from  this  fund 
should  be  made  to  the  President  of  the  College. 

ALUMNI    ASSOCIATION 

The  Alumni  Association  is  an  active  organization.  It  meets 
annually,  and  thus  seeks  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  graduates 
who  have  gone  out  from  the  institution.  The  President  is  Dr. 
F.  Y.  Pressly. 


Requirements  for  Entering  Freshman  Glass 

UNIT    SYSTEM 

For  the  information  of  prospective  students  we  insert  the 
following  report  on  the  "unit  system"  which  has  been  recom- 
mended to  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  accredited  public 
high  schools : 

1.  That  they  adopt  what  may  be  called  the  unit  system 
in  placing  a  valuation  upon  the  work  of  such  schools. 

2.  That  the  unit  adopted  be,  in  each  subject,  recitation 
work  for  five  weekly  periods  of  not  less  than  forty  minutes 
each  for  thirty-six  weeks. 

3.  That  no  school  be  accredited  as  a  whole,  but  each 
school  be  accredited  in  each  subject  according  to  the  number 
of  units  of  the  work  done. 

4.  That  the  contents  of  the  units,  for  which  work  is  to 
be  selected  for  high  schools,  be  as  follows: 
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English — Rhetoric  and  Composition,  I  unit;  American  Literature 
and  Prescribed  Readings,  I ;  English  Literature  and  Prescribed 
Readings,  i. 

Mathematics — Algebra  to  Quadratics,  I ;  Algebra,  Quadratics  and 
beyond,  i ;  Plane  Geometry,  i. 

Latin — Forms  and  Prose  Composition,  I ;  Four  Books  Caesar,  or 
equivalent,  i;  Six  Orations  Cicero,  or  equivalent,  i;  Four  Books  Vir- 
gil, or  equivalent,  i. 

History — Greek  and  Roman  History,  i ;  Mediaeval  and  Modern  His- 
tory, i ;  English  History,  i ;  American  History  and  Civics,  I. 

Science — Physiography,  i;  Agriculture,  i;  Physics,  i;  Chemistry, 
i;  Botany,  y2)  Physiology,  %. 

Greek — 2. 

Modern  Langauge — 2. 

Bookkeeping — 1. 

Under  this  system,  Erskine  College  will  require  12  units 
for  entrance  into  the  Freshman  class.

REQUIREMENTS  FURTHER  OUTLINED 

Mathematics — A  satisfactory  examination  on  Arithmetic,  complete, 
and  on  subjects  in  Algebra  as  far  as  quadratic  equations  and  three 
books  of  Plane  Geometry. 

Latin — Four  books  of  Caesar,  Sallust's  Conspiracy  of  Catiline,  and 
six  orations  of  Cicero  required.  The  applicant  must  have  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  inflections  of  nouns,  pronouns,  adjectives,  and  verbs; 
a  fair  knowledge  of  the  rules  of  syntax,  especially  for  the  construction 
of  the  noun  and  the  ordinary  uses  of  the  moods  and  tenses. 

Greek — A  correct  understanding  of  the  forms  and  inflections  of 
the  parts  of  speech;  a  knowledge  of  the  ordinary  rules  of  syntax;  a 
familiar  acquaintance  with  the  first  book  of  the  Anabasis  or  other 
simple  prose. 
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Physical  Science — A  thorough  knowledge  of  Political  Geography, 
and  Maury's  Physical  Geography,  or  its  equivalent. 

English  Grammar — Buehler's  Modern  English  Grammar  is  rec- 
ommended as  a  text-book. 

Composition — Scott  &  Denney's  Elementary  English  Composition 
or  Lewis'  First  Book  in  Writing  English  recommended. 

Literature — As  a  minimum,  Irving's  Rip  Van  Winkle  and  Legend 
of  Sleepy  Hollow;  Brown's  Rab  and  His  Friends;  Goldsmith's  Vicar 
of  Wakefield;  Coleridge's  Ancient  Mariner;  George  Eliot's  Silas  Mar- 
ner;  Webster's  First  Bunker  Hill  Oration;  Shakespeare's  Merchant 
of  Venice  and  Julius  Caesar. 

History — A  fair  knowledge  of  History  as  outlined  in  the  following 
text-books :     Robinson's   Western   Europe ;   Myer's   General   History. 

Equivalents  of  the  books  named  above  will  be  accepted. 

Applicants  for  classes  higher  than  the  Freshman  must 
undergo  an  examination  on  the  work  prescribed  for  classes 
below  the  one  they  propose  to  enter.  For  the  work  of  various 
classes  see  the  statements  made  under  the  different  depart- 
ments. 
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THERE  are  two  courses  of  study,  each  extending  over  four 
years.  One  of  these  leads  to  the  degree  of  A.B.,  the 
other  to  that  of  B.S.  Students  in  the  Scientific  Department  are 
not  required  to  study  Greek. 

No  change  in  a  course  of  study  begun  may  be  made  except 
by  special  permission  of  the  Faculty. 

The  following  is  an  outline  of  each  of  the  courses.  Instead 
of  reciting  the  given  number  of  hours  throughout  the  entire 
session,  a  class  may  have  to  recite  more  frequently  and  thus 
finish  a  study  in  a  shorter  time.

SPECIAL    COURSES 

Under  exceptional  circumstances  students  may  be  permitted 
to  select  special  courses  of  one  or  two  studies  not  leading  to  a 
degree.  They  shall,  however,  be  required  to  undergo  such  an 
examination  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  ascertain  their 
fitness  to  pursue  the  course  proposed ;  and  when  admitted  they 
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shall  be  subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regulations  as  other 
undergraduates.  When  they  have  completed  the  work  satis- 
factorily, testimonials  of  proficiency  will  be  given. 

Those  who  complete  three  departments  of  the  College  will 
receive  a  certificate  signed  by  the  full  Faculty. 


GRADUATE    COURSES 

Degrees  of  A.M.  and  M.S. 

The  giving  of  A.M.  as  an  honorary  degree  has  been  discon- 
tinued, and  the  degree  of  A.M.  and  that  of  M.S.  are  now  con- 
ferred as  a  reward  of  work  done  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Faculty.  Any  A.B.  of  this  College,  or  any  other  person  who 
can  furnish  evidence  of  satisfactory  attainments,  may  obtain 
the  degree  A.M.  on  the  following  conditions:  (a)  The  appli- 
cant must  pursue  for  one  year  a  course  of  advanced  study  in 
at  least  two  subjects  of  the  Department  of  Arts;  (b)  he  must 
present  a  satisfactory  thesis  on  some  subject  connected  with 
his  principal  study,  and  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  on  all 
his  work;  (c)  a  fee  of  $15.00  must  be  paid  before  the  degree 
will  be  conferred. 

The  terms  for  the  degree  of  M.S.  are  the  same  as  for  A.M., 
except  that  the  candidate  must  have  the  degree  of  B.S.,  or  fur- 
nish evidence  of  satisfactory  attainments,  and  must  pursue 
studies  in  the  Department  of  Science. 

These  courses  do  not  require  resident  study,  but  the  exami- 
nations will  be  held  at  the  College. 

The  President  and  Professor  McCain  constitute  a  com- 
mittee to  whom  those  who  desire  to  take  either  of  the  courses 
named  above  may  write  for  further  information. 

Young  graduates  will  find  it  helpful  to  them  to  take  a 
special  course,  as  direction  and  definiteness  will  thus  be  given 
to  their  studies  for  at  least  one  year. 
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Systematic  Bible  Study 

It  is  expected  that  next  year  each  class  will  have  two  recita- 
tions a  week  in  the  Bible  besides  the  Sabbath  recitation.  A 
beginning  in  the  Bible  as  a  part  of  the  regular  week-day  studies 
was  made  this  college  year.  Dr.  Moffatt  gave  a  course  in  the 
Old  Testament ;  Professor  McCain  a  course  in  the  New  Testa- 
ment. Much  interest  has  been  taken  in  the  work,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  by  the  arrangement  contemplated  for  next  session, 
still  more  interest  may  be  aroused  and  still  larger  results 
secured. 

Session  and  Vacation 

The  College  session  begins  on  the  second  Wednesday  of 
September  and  closes  the  first  Tuesday  in  June.  The  session 
is  divided,  without  intermediate  vacation,  into  three  terms  of 
three  months  each. 

It  is  very  important  that  students  should  enter  or  return  to 
College  at  the  beginning  of  the  session,  since  an  absence  of  a 
few  days  at  a  time  when  a  new  branch  of  study  is  begun  sel- 
dom fails  to  embarrass  the  whole  course,  and  some  are  unable 
to  make  up  the  loss.  Students  failing  to  return  promptly 
after  the  holiday  vacation,  unless  detained  by  sickness,  will 
forfeit  their  matriculation  fee. 

Examinations  and  Reports 

At  the  end  of  each  term  examinations  are  held  on  the  work 
of  the  various  departments,  and  reports  showing  the  class 
standing  of  students  are  sent  to  parents  or  guardians.  The 
reports  are  based  both  on  the  daily  recitations  and  on  the 
examinations.  If  a  student  fails  during  any  term  to  obtain  the 
required  mark,  he  will  ordinarily  be  asked  to  take  again  in  the 
class-room  the  work  in  which  he  is  deficient.  If,  however,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  professor  the  deficiency  is  such  that  it 
may  be  made  up  by  examinations  alone,  the  student  may  be 
allowed  to  make  it  up  without  recitations.

Honor  Roll 

The  names  of  all  students  making  an  average  grade  of  95 
in  any  department  will  be  placed  on  the  Honor  Roll  of  the  Col- 
lege under  what  is  termed  "Class  1 ;"  those  with  an  average 
of  90  to  95  are  put  in  "Class  2."  This  Honor  Roll  is  announced 
at  Commencement  and  also  published  in  the  College  Catalogue. 

When  a  student  has  made  special  attainments  in  scholar- 
ship the  fact  will  be  indicated  on  his  diploma  by  the  phrase, 
"Cum  laude,"  "Magna  cum  laude,"  or  "Summa  cum  laude," 
according  to  the  degree  of  attainment  made. 
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Wylie  Professorship  of  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy 

PR£SID£NT  MOFFATT,  PROFESSORS  GAIX0WAY  AND  LONG 

This  department  embraces  Logic,  theoretical  and  practical 
Ethics,  History,  Political  Economy  and  Psychology.  The  text- 
book method  of  instruction  is  used  generally,  but  free  use  is 
made  of  knowledge  that  can  be  gained  from  other  sources. 

History — Sophomore  required — Two  hours  a  week  throughout  the 
session.  An  attempt  is  made  to  construct  a  good  outline  of  ancient, 
mediaeval  and  modern  history  as  full  as  time  will  allow.  This  accom- 
plished, attention  is  directed  to  the  more  important  periods  and  events. 

Logic — Junior  required — Two  hours  a  week  for  the  first  term.  Special 
attention  given  to  logical  methods,  inductive  and  deductive.  Elective 
for  B.S.  students. 

Ethics — Junior  required — Two  hours  a  week  for  second  term.  The 
course  aims  to  outline  the  psychological  basis  of  Ethics,  and  the  nature 
of  moral  ideas.    The  study  is  an  elective  for  B.S.  students. 

Political  Economy — Required  for  Junior  B.S.,  elective  for  Junior 
A.B.  Two  hours  a  week  for  entire  session.  It  is  proposed  to  make  a 
careful  study  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  science  and  of  the 
more  important  economic  theories.  Special  attention  given  to  the 
questions  that  are  vital  issues  of  the  day,  such  as  Finance  and  Tariff. 

Psychology — Required  in  Senior  A.B.,  elective  in  B.S.  Two  hours 
a  week  throughout  the  session.  A  study  of  the  faculties  of  the  human 
soul  and  the  laws  that  govern  them.  Use  is  made  of  the  discoveries 
of  experimental  psychology  in-so-far  as  is  practicable. 
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Latin  and  French 

PROFESSORS  CALDWEXL  AND  LONG 

The  study  of  Latin  is  prescribed  in  Freshman  and  Sopho- 
more A.B.  and  B.S.  courses. 

Freshman  Class — Four  hours  weekly.  For  successful  work  thorough 
preparation  is  necessary.  Three  years  preparatory  study  is  necessary, 
or  three  units  according  to  entrance  requirements  as  elsewhere  ex- 
plained;— knowledge  of  forms  (nouns,  pronouns,  adjectives  and  verbs), 
rules  of  syntax,  construction  of  clauses ;  reading  of  four  books  of  Csesar, 
Conspiracy  of  Catiline,  Sallust,  and  six  orations  of  Cicero ;  composition 
work  according  to  reading. 

Text  read  in  this  class  will  be :  Selections  of  Ovid,  Ljvy,  and  Cicero's 
Old  Age.  This  class  will  also  give  attention  to  Roman  History  and 
Mythology. 

Sophomore  Class — Three  hours  weekly.  Horace  will  be  the  main 
reading  with  this  class.  Roman  Literature  will  be  studied  more  fully, 
and  in  this  connection  the  earlier  writers  will  be  studied,  if  time  is 
found,  as  also  writers  later  than  the  Augustan  period.  The  study  of 
Prosody  will  be  given  attention,  especially  in  reading  Horace. 

French — Prescribed  in  both  A.B.  and  B.S.  courses  in  Junior  class, 
four  hours  a  week.  The  language  is  not  spoken,  but  effort  is  made 
to  prepare  to  read  French  texts  with  ease.  Reading  is  taken  up  as 
soon  as  possible.  The  Grammar  is  studied  with  care ;  the  rules  illus- 
trated by  translation  of  French  into  English,  and  English  into  French. 

While  the  language  is  not  spoken,  careful  attention  is  given  to  pro- 
nunciation. 

Such  text-books,  both  Grammar  and  readings,  are  selected  as  are 
suitable  to  the  end  sought. 

Senior  Class — Elective,  two  hours  weekly.  This  year  is  devoted  to 
reading  mainly. 
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Greek  and  German 

PROFESSOR    PRF,SSI,Y 

The  course  of  study  in  the  Department  of  Greek  extends 
through  a  period  of  four  years. 

Beginning  with  the  simplest  elements,  the  aim  is  to  instruct 
the  pupil  thoroughly  in  the  inflections  and  syntax  of  the  lan- 
guage. The  foundation  must  be  broad  and  solid,  or  else  the 
superstructure  will  be  faulty  and  insecure.  This  accom- 
plished, an  effort  is  made  to  familiarize  the  student  with  the 
masterpieces  of  Hellenic  genius,  and  to  guide  him  into  an  intel- 
ligent appreciation  of  their  incomparable  excellencies.  The 
study  of  Greek  is  more  than  a  mental  drill ;  it  is  the  study  of 
language,  literature  and  philosophy.  It  may  be  made  a  valua- 
ble auxiliary  in  enriching  the  vocabulary  and  forming  the 
style  of  the  students  of  English. 

Freshman  Class — The  class  reads  second,  third  and  fourth  books 
of  Anabasis  and  also  the  Orations  of  L,ysias,  or  other  Greek  prose  of 
similar  character.  Besides  frequent  reviews  of  the  topics  previously 
studied,  continued  instruction  is  given  in  the  more  difficult  inflections, 
especially  in  the  verb  and  in  the  principles  of  syntax.  Work  in  prose 
composition  is  continued,  based  on  the  text  read.  Four  recitations  a 
week. 

Sophomore  Class — This  class  reads  Homer's  Iliad,  Orations  of 
Demosthenes  or  Selections  from  Herodotus.  Grammar  study  and  com- 
position drill  are  continued,  special  attention  being  given  to  the  peculiar- 
ities of  the  Homeric  dialect  and  Grecian  Mythology.  The  requirements 
of  a  good  working  vocabulary  are  steadily  kept  in  view,  that  the  student 
may  be  able  to  translate  into  idiomatic  English  with  correctness  and 
ease. 

In  the  study  of  History  Botsford's  History  of  Greece  is  the  text-book 
used.     Three  recitations  a  week. 

Junior  Class — The  reading  of  this  year  is  Plato's  Apology  and  Crito, 
Sophocles'  Antigone,  special  attention  being  given  to  the  literary  and 
philosophical  features  of  the  works  read.  Repeated  drill  is  had  in  the 
syntax  of  the  moods  and  tenses  of  the  verb.  The  last  session  of  the 
year  is  given  to  the  study  of  Fowler's  History  of  Greek  Literature.  Two 
recitations  a  week. 
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Senior  Class — Greek  is  elective  in  this  class.  A  course  in  Greek 
Literature  is  offered,  but  other  work  may  be  substituted  if  desired, 
especially  by  those  who  propose  to  enter  the  ministry. 

German 

The  study  of  German  is  prescribed  in  the  Senior  Class,  in 
both  the  A.B.  and  B.S.  courses.  The  course  is  intended  to 
furnish  the  student  with  a  knowledge  of  the  grammar  of  the 
language  and  to  enable  him  to  read  German  text  with  facility 
and  correctness.  Comparatively  little  effort  is  made  to  acquire 
the  spoken  language,  and  yet  the  inductive  and  natural  methods 
are  combined  in  class-room  work.  Harris'  First  Lessons  and 
Joynes-Meissner  Grammar  are  the  text-books  used.  The 
course  of  reading  is  varied  from  year  to  year  as  the  needs  and 
attainments  of  the  class  may  suggest. 

Mathematics 

PROFESSOR  GRIER  AND  PROFESSOR  LONG 

To  enter  the  Freshman  Class  in  Mathematics  requires 
familiarity  in  Arithmetic  and  Elementary  Algebra  through 
Quadratic  Equations,  or  to  Ratio  and  Proportion,  and  three 
books  of  Plane  Geometry,  or  three  units  as  explained  in 
requirements.  The  following  are  some  of  the  subjects  in  Alge- 
bra studied  during  the  present  year : 

The  Theory  of  Limits,  Ratio  and  Proportion,  Variation,  Arithmet- 
ical and  Geometrical  Progression,  Binominal  Theorem,  the  Theorem  of 
Undetermined  Coefficients,  etc. 

Text-Book— Wells'   Higher  Algebra. 

The  second  session  of  the  Freshman  year  is  devoted  to  the  study 
of  Plane  Geometry. 

Text-Book— Phillips  &  Fisher. 

Sophomore  Class — To  enter  the  Sophomore  Class  requires  familiar- 
ity with  Algebra  and  Plane  Geometry. 

First    session :     Solid    Geometry. 

Text-Book— Phillips  &  Fisher, 
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Second  session:  Plane  and  Spherical  Trigonometry  and  Survey- 
ing. In  surveying  the  class  will  have  the  use  of  a  transit  instrument, 
and  will  do  as  much  field  work  as  the  time  will  permit. 

Text-Book — Wentworth's    Trigonometry    and    Surveying. 

Junior  Class — This  class  takes  up  the  study  of  Natural  Philosophy, 
including  Mechanics,   Sound,   Light,   Heat,  and  Electricity. 

Text-Books — Olmstead's  Natural  Philosophy.  The  course  in  Math- 
ematics for  this  year  is  Analytic  Geometry.  Both  of  these  studies  are 
prescribed  in  B.S.  course;  the  latter  is  elective  in  the  A.B.  course. 

Text-Book — Nichols'  Analytic  Geometry. 

Senior  Class — The  Senior  Class  studies  Astronomy.  The  heavenly 
bodies  are  considered  in  detail.  The  sun,  planets  and  stars  are  studied 
in  their  relation  to  each  other  and  to  the  earth.  The  vastness  and 
sublimity  of  this  science  render  it  a  fit  ending  to  the  series  of  Mathe- 
matical studies  that  precede  it.  The  use  of  good  Achromatic  Refracting 
Telescope  contributes  to  the  interest  of  this  study.  This  study  is 
prescribed   in   both   A.B.    and   B.S.    courses. 

Text-Book — Young's  General  Astronomy. 

Chemistry 

PROFESSOR  RE)ID  AND  DR.   B£Uy 

Chemistry  is  taught  by  recitations,  oral  instruction  and 
laboratory  work.  It  is  prescribed  in  the  Junior  Class.  The 
course  is  arranged  with  a  view  to  giving  the  student  as  broad 
a  conception  of  the  principles  of  the  science  as  possible  in  the 
time  allowed  for  its  study,  as  well  as  to  making  him  master  of 
a  large  number  of  details.  The  attempt  is  made  to  keep  in 
view  two  primary  objects — the  study  of  Chemistry  to  get  a  bet- 
ter insight  into  Nature  and  her  laws,  and  the  study  of  Chemis- 
try in  relation  to  the  arts  and  industries.  The  laboratory  is 
well  fitted  up  with  the  necessary  apparatus  and  chemicals,  and 
each  student  is  expected  to  perform  experiments  illustrating 
points  considered  in  the  recitations. 

Junior  Class — The  study  of  Chemistry  is  begun  in  this  class,  three 
hours  a  week  being  given  to  recitations  and  three  hours  a  week  to 
laboratory.  The  study  of  inorganic  Chemistry,  based  on  Remsen's 
Briefer  Course,  occupies  the  attention  of  the  class  during  this  year. 
Remsen's  Advanced  Course  is  used  as   a  book  of  reference.     In  the 
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laboratory  the  student  performs,  with  a  very  few  exceptions,  the  205 
experiments  given  in  the  Briefer  Course  to  illustrate  the  facts  taught 
in  the  text.  He  is  led  to  make  his  own  observations,  draw  his  own  con- 
clusions, and  is  required  to  take  careful  notes  of  his  work  and  submit 
them,  from  time  to  time,  for  inspection  and  criticism.  The  professor 
personally   supervises   the   laboratory   work. 

Senior  Class — Organic  Chemistry,  two  hours  a  week  for  the  year. 
This  course  is  elective  for  both  A.B.  and  B.S.  students.  The  purpose 
kept  in  view  is  to  familiarize  the  student  with  the  general  principles 
underlying  this  branch  of  Chemistry  and  to  lead  him  to  see  the 
beauty  and  simplicity  of  the  relations  which  exist  between  different 
classes  of  carbon  compounds.  The  laboratory  work  for  the  year  will 
be  devoted  to  qualitative  analysis  and  preparation  of  some  of  the 
simpler  organic  compounds.  This  course  is  recommended  to  those 
especially  who  have  in  view  medicine  or  pharmacy. 


Geology  and  Physical  Geography 

PROFESSOR  REID 

Geology — Three  hours  a  week  for  the  year.  Prescribed  in  the 
Senior  Class  in  both  A.B.  and  B.S.  courses.  The  general  features  of 
Dynamical,  Structural  and  Historical  Geology  are  considered.  Special 
attention  is  given  to  the  Geology  of  America.  The  text-book  work  is 
supplemented  by  the  study  of  a  fine  collection  of  rock  specimens  brought 
together  from  all  parts  of  the  United  States  by'  the  United  States 
Geological  Survey  and  generously  donated  to  the  College.  Essays 
on  related  topics  are  required  from  time  to  time. 

Text-book — LeConte's  Elements  of  Geology,  revised.  For  refer- 
ence :  Scott's  Introduction  to  Geology,  Dana's  Manual  and  Geikie's 
Text-Book  of  Geology. 

Physical  Geography — Freshman  Class — Three  hours  a  week  from 
beginning  of  year  to  end  of  March.  Prescribed  in  B.S.  course.  No 
student  who  has  not  a  good  knowledge  of  Geography  will  be  admitted 
to  this  class,  and  this  course  is  not  recommended  to  those  who  want 
something  to  "fill  in"  instead  of  Greek.  The  study  of  Physical  Geog- 
raphy is  of  acknowledged  educational  value  and  is  well  calculated  to 
give  habits  of  careful  observation  and  scientific  modes  of  thought 
to  those  beginning  the  study  of  science.  Hence  a  great  deal  of  impor- 
tance   is    attached    to    this    study. 

Text-Book — Gilbert  &  Brigham's  Physical  Geography. 
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Physiology — The  spring  term  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  Physiology, 
based  on  Martin's  Human  Body  (Briefer  Course).  The  subject  is 
illustrated  by  portions  of  a  human  skeleton  and  by  an  elegant  phy- 
siological  and   anatomical   chart. 


English  Literature  and  Languages 

PROFESSORS    M'CAIN    AND    LONG 

Admission. — After  the  opening  in  the  fall  of  1908  the 
requirements  for  admission,  until  further  notice  is  given,  will 
be  at  least  three  units  of  work  in  English.  A  unit,  as  else- 
where explained,  means  one  year  of  high  school  work  with 
five  recitations  a  week,  each  recitation  not  less  than  forty 
minutes  long.  The  work  of  preparation  should  be  divided 
between  composition  and  literature,  and  these  two  subjects 
should  be  taught  in  close  connection  with  each  other  and  with 
life. 

To  secure  more  definite  results,  something  definite  should 
be  the  aim  of  each  year's  work.  As  narration  is  the  simplest 
form  of  composition,  it  should  be  emphasized  the  first  year. 
Of  course,  it  is  not  meant  that  attention  should  be  confined 
exclusively  to  narration.  It  is  meant,  however,  that  during 
the  first  year  the  pupil  should  learn  thoroughly  the  most 
important  principles  of  narration,  and  should  acquire  some 
facility  in  telling  or  writing  a  simple  narrative.  The  pupil's 
own  interest  in  life  will  furnish  a  fine  opportunity  for  him  to 
illustrate  the  principles  of  narration  from  his  own  experience. 
Hunting,  fishing,  farming,  animal  life,  bird  life,  meetings  of 
various  kinds,  experiences  as  salesman,  agent,  mountain 
climber,  or  any  other  of  the  hundred  experiences  that  may 
interest  a  boy  or  girl,  will  furnish  abundant  material  directly 
from  life. 

Along  with  the  study  of  the  text-book  and  of  subjects 
taken  directly  from  life,  should  go  the  study  of  models  in 
literature. 

The  following  selections  offer  a  variety  of  models,  all 
excellent  in  themselves,  as  well  as  for  the  object  in  view: 
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Hawthorne's  Wakefield,  Gray  Champion,  and  Great  Stone  Face; 
Brown's  Rab  and  His  Friends;  Lowell's  Vision  of  Sir  Launfal;  Shakes- 
peare's Merchant  of  Venice  or  Julius  Caesar — both  if  possible;  Scott's 
Lady  of  the  Lake;   Stevenson's  Treasure  Island. 

During  the  second  year  emphasize  description.  As  in  the  preceding 
year,  draw  subjects  directly  from  observation  and  experience.  Have 
the  pupils  describe  dozens  of  things  that  they  have  actually  seen.  If 
they  have  not  learned  to  observe,  send  them  into  the  woods  and  fields 
with  paper  and  pencil  in  hand  to  see  and  describe  something  at  first 
hand.  Along  with  this  study,  take  such  literature  as  the  following. 
While  studying  description  more  particularly,  do  not  forget  what  has 
been  learned  about  narration:  Milton's  L' Allegro  and  II  Penseroso; 
Selections  from  Irving's  Sketch  Book;  Macaulay's  Samuel  Johnson; 
George  Eliot's  Silas  Marner;  Shakespeare's  As  You  Like  It,  or  Mid- 
summer Night's  Dream;  Scott's  Ivanhoe  or  Cooper's  Last  of  the  Mohi- 
cans. 

The  third  year  should  emphasize  the  more  difficult  forms  of  com- 
position, exposition  and  argumentation.  Here  again,  the  subject  should 
be  closely  connected  with  life.  Exposition  is  explanation,  and  there 
is  abundant  opportunity  for  the  pupil  to  explain  terms,  actions,  con- 
duct, character,  machines,  processes  of  farming,  manufacturing,  and 
various  other  things.  Argumentation  may  draw  subjects  from  ques- 
tions of  the  day  in  school  life,  political  life,  social  life — in  fact,  from  all 
questions  that  may  be  debated.  The  following  selections  are  suitable 
for  use  in  the  study  of  exposition  and  argumentation :  The  Sermon 
on  the  Mount,  and  many  other  portions  of  the  Bible;  DeQuincey's 
Joan  of  Arc;  Selections  from  Goldsmith  and  Wordsworth;  Shakes- 
peare's Macbeth;  Macaulay's  Essay  on  Pilgrim's  Progress;  Tennyson's 
Gareth  and  Lynette,  and  Lancelot  and  Elaine;  Shakespeare's  Tempest; 
Dickens'  Tale  of  Two  Cities. 

Books  helpful  to  teachers :  Scott  and  Denny's  Composition-Litera- 
ture (Allyn  and  Bacon)  ;  McMurry's  Special  Method  in  the  Reading 
of  English  Classics  (Macmillan)  ;  Chubb's  The  Teaching  of  English 
(Macmillan).  This  last  book  is  specially  helpful;  all  teachers  of  Eng- 
lish should  read  it. 

FRESHMAN       CLASS 

The  Freshman  study  Rhetoric  and  Literature  and  write  composi- 
tions. Much  emphasis  is  laid  on  written  work.  Themes  are  required 
in  illustration  of  all  the  principles  discussed  in  the  Rhetoric,  and 
Literature  is  taught  in  close  connection  with  composition.  Espen- 
shade's  Composition  and  Rhetoric  and  Woolley's  Hand-Book  of  Com- 
position, together  with  suitable  selections  from  literature,  will  be 
studied  next  year. 
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SOPHOMORE       CLASS 

The  Sophomores  will  study  Scott  and  Denney's  Composition- 
Literature  and  some  book  (not  yet  selected)  on  exposition  and  argu- 
mentation. In  the  Sophomore  Class,  as  in  the  Freshman,  Literature 
and  Composition  will  be  taught  in  close  connection  with  each  other, 
and  much  importance  will  be  attached  to  written  work. 

JUNIOR       CLASS 

1.  First  half  of  the  year:  Shakespeare's  English  Histories;  War- 
ner's English  History  in  Shakespeare's  plays ;  Bradley's  The  Making 
of  English. 

Second  half  of  the  year :  A  study  of  English  prose  as  seen  in  the 
writings  of  representative  essayists.  This  study  is  intended  to  give  an 
acquaintance  with  the  best  prose  style. 

Course  I  is  required  of  A.B.  students  two  hours  a  week.  It  is 
open  as  an  elective  to  B.S.  students. 

2.  A  course  in  the  English  novel.  In  this  course  a  study  will  be 
made  of  several  of  the  best  novels  of  the  nineteenth  century.  Bliss 
Perry's  Prose  Fiction  will  be  used  as  a  text-book,  together  with  at 
least  one  novel  from  each  of  the  authors,  Scott,  Dickens,  George  Eliot, 
and  Thackeray.  This  course  is  open  as  an  elective  two  hours  a  week 
to  both  A.B.  and  B.S.  students. 

3.  A  course  in  the  English  Language.  Old  English,  Middle  Eng- 
lish, and  the  history  of  the  language.  While  this  course  will  be  mainly 
of  a  linguistic  character,  it  will  include  a  study  of  some  of  Chaucer's 
works  from  a  literary  standpoint.    Open  to  both  A.B.  and  B.S.  students. 

For  the  coming  year  only  one  of  the  courses  marked  "2"  and  "3" 
can  be  given. 

SENIOR   CLASS 

1.  (a).  The  works  of  Shakespeare  and  Milton;  Winchester's  Lit- 
erary Criticism  or  some  other  book  on  criticism.  (b).  The  Rise 
and  Growth  of  the  Romantic  Movement,  including  the  work  of  Words- 
worth; Crawshaw's  Making  of  English  Literature.  Required  in  A.B. 
course. 

2.  Nineteenth  Century  Literature.  In  this  course  special  attention 
will  be  given  to  the  works  of  Tennyson  and  Browning.  One  term  will 
be  given  to  the  study  of  Lanier  or  Timrod.  Elective  for  both  A.B.  and 
B.  S.  students. 

In  some  cases  Seniors  may  elect  Junior  work  that  they  have  not 
already  taken.  Students  in  the  A.M.  course  may  elect  either  Junior 
or  Senior  work  that  they  did  not  take  for  the  A.B.  degree. 
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General  Remarks 

The  Fitting  School  has  been  considerably  strengthened 
and  made  equal  to  the  courses  offered  by  the  best  High  Schools 
in  the  country.  The  aim  is  to  make  the  work  of  the  Fitting 
School  courses  of  sufficiently  high  character  and  scope  to 
prepare  students  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  class  of 
Erskine  or  any  of  the  colleges  of  the  State.  The  work  has 
been  raised  a  full  year.  There  are  two  courses,  one  prepara- 
tory to  the  classical  course  of  the  college,  the  other  to  the 
scientific  course.  The  essential  difference  between  these 
courses  is  the  substitution  of  Science  for  Greek.  Thorough- 
ness is  the  supreme  aim  of  the  department. 

This  department  is  directly  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Faculty,  and  thereby  enjoys  the  training  and  discipline  which 
must  follow   from  this  close  relation. 

Expenses 

The  students  of  the  Fitting  School  may  secure  rooms  and 
board  at  the  College  Home,  where  expenses  have  been  reduced 
to  the  lowest  possible  figure  consistent  with  health  and  com- 
fort. Tuition  and  other  dues  are  very  reasonable.  For  terms 
apply  to  the  Principal  or  President.  Rules  governing  the  pay- 
ment of  dues  are  the  same  as  those  of  the  College. 

Management 

In  dealing  with  the  students  of  this  department  we  try  to 
put  their  mental,  moral  and  physical  requirements  before  us  as 
our  guide,  and  with  this  end  in  view,  inspire  within  them  a 
high  moral  tone,  diligence,  and  perseverance,  at  the  same  time 
encouraging  them  in  the  participation  in  healthy  exercises. 
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The  discipline  is  kind  but  firm,  and  each  student  is  required 
to  take  as  much  work  as  he  can  do  thoroughly  and  in  keeping 
with  good  health. 

All  students  failing  to  stand  their  June  examinations  will 
be  required,  on  their  return  in  September,  to  stand  the  regular 
entrance  examination. 

Only  in  exceptional  cases  will  the  above  rule  be  departed 
from,  and  that  when  the  class  standing  is  above  the  average. 

JUNIOR      CLASS 

For  entrance  into  this  class  the  applicant  must  have  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  Arithmetic;  United  States  History;  Beginner's  Latin 
and  Rolfe's  Viri  Romae.  English  Grammar  and  the  following  litera- 
ture should  be  used  as  a  basis  for  composition  work :  Hawthorne's 
Wakefield,  Gray  Champion,  and  Great  Stone  Face;  Brown's  Rab  and 
His  Friends;  Lowell's  Vision  of  Sir  Launfal ;  Shakespeare's  Merchant 
of  Venice,  or  Julius  Caesar ;  Scott's  Lady  of  the  Lake ;  Stevenson's 
Treasure  Island.  Special  attention  should  be  paid  to  narration  in 
theme  work. 

English — English  Grammar  reviewed ;  Description  in  composition 
work  emphasized;  Literature  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Senior 
Class. 

Text-Books — Kimball's  English  Sentence;  Stebbin's  Progressive 
Course  in  English  for  Secondary  Schools.  First  Year  Book.  Litera- 
ture:  Milton's  L' Allegro  and  II  Penseroso;  Selections  from  Irving's 
Sketch  Book;  Macaulay's  Samuel  Johnson;  George  Eliot's  Silas  Mar- 
ner;  Shakespeare's  As  You  Like  It,  or  Midsummer  Night's  Dream; 
Scott's  Ivanhoe  or  Cooper's  Last  of  the  Mohicans 

Mathematics — Algebra  through  Fractional  Equations. 

Text-Book — Wentworth's    New    School    Algebra. 

Latin — Continued  study  of  Accidence ;  Rules  of  Syntax ;  Practice  in 
forms  and  the  application  of  the  rules.     Roman  pronunciation  is  used. 

Text-Books — Bennett's  Latin  Grammar ;  Caesar,  Books  I  to  IV ; 
Sallust   Catiline ;    Composition  based  on  the  text. 

Geography — Maury's   Manual. 

History — Robinson's  History  of  Western  Europe. 

Bible— Text-Book  :    Life  of  Christ. 
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SENIOR      CLASS 

For  entrance  into  this  class  the  applicant  will  be  required  to  pass 
satisfactory  examinations  on  the  studies  of  the  Junior  Class,  or  their 
equivalent. 

English — The  work  of  this  year  will  be  devoted  to  the  more  difficult 
forms  of  composition,  exposition  and  argumentation. 

Text-Books — Stebbin's  Progressive  Course  in  English  for  Second- 
ary schools,  Second  Year  Book.  The  following  literature  will  be

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Government 


The  government  of  the  College  is  mild  and  parental. 
Severe  acts  of  discipline  are  avoided  as  much  as  possible. 
Appeals  are  made  to  the  honor,  self-respect  or  sense  of  duty 
of  the  students,  or  to  the  regard  which  they  have  for  their 
character  and  the  wishes  of  parents  and  friends.  Information 
is  lodged  with  parents  and  guardians  against  the  idle  and  the 
wayward. 

A  strict  attention  to  the  exercises  of  the  recitation  room 
is  required,  and  every  student  is  promptly  called  to  account 
for  his  absence. 

All  students  in  the  regular  College  classes  are  required  to 
join  one  or  the  other  of  the  three  Literary  Societies,  and,  dur- 
ing their  whole  connection  with  the  College,  to  take  part  in  all 
Society  duties,  unless  the  Faculty  otherwise  direct. 

The  religious  exercises  of  the  College  consist  in  the  daily 
reading  of  the  Scriptures  and  prayer  in  the  Chapel;  Bible 
class  exercises  on  Sabbath  morning,  together  with  the  oppor- 
tunity of  attending  the  Associate  Reformed  church  or  other 
places  of  worship  in  the  village  during  the  day,  and  the  College 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  on  Sabbath  evening. 


Rules  and  Regulations 

Chapter  I. 

ADMISSION 

I.  No  one  may  be  admitted  as  a  student  into  any  of  the 
College  classes  but  by  examination  before  the  Faculty,  or 
on  satisfactory  evidence  of  fitness. 
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2.  Anyone  applying  for  admission  shall  be  required  to 
furnish  a  certificate  of  good  moral  character,  and,  if  from 
another  college  or  school,  of  his  good  standing  from  his  instruc- 
tors. 

3.  If  anyone  enters  College  during  the  progress  of  a  term 
he  will  pay  the  same  fees  as  if  he  had  entered  at  the  beginning 
of  that  term. 

Chapter  II. 

RECITATION  AND  HOURS  OP  STUDY 

1.  Every  student  shall  have  at  least  three  recitations  daily 
on  every  week  day  except  Saturday. 

2.  During  the  hours  of  study  all  students  are  required  to 
abstain  from  all  conduct  which  will  disturb  the  quiet  and  com- 
posure necessary  to  study. 

Chapter  III. 

DEVOTIONAL  EXERCISES 

1.  Every  student  is  required  to  attend  the  religious  exer- 
cises in  the  Chapel  every  morning,  and  on  the  Sabbath  to 
attend  a  Bible  recitation  in  the  College,  and  services  in  the 
village  church,  except  in  cases  where  permission  may  have 
been  obtained  to  attend  other  places  of  worship. 

2.  All  students  are  required  to  sanctify  the  Sabbath,  to 
abstain  from  their  usual  employments  or  recreations,  and  from 
all  conduct  inconsistent  with  the  sacredness  of  that  day. 

Chapter  IV. 

DEPORTMENT 

1.  Every  student  shall  at  all  times  demean  himself  with 
due  respect  towards  the  persons  and  the  authority  of  the  Fac- 
ulty. 
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2.  Every  student  defacing  or  injuring,  in  any  way,  the  Col- 
lege building,  or  any  other  College  property,  shall  be  punished 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty. 

3.  No  student  may  keep,  buy  or  use  intoxicating  liquors. 

4.  No  student  may  play  cards,  dice,  or  any  game  of  chance. 

5.  No  student  may  bet  on  drafts,  chess,  or  any  other  game. 

6.  No  student  shall  appear  in  any  public  exhibition  con- 
nected with  the  College  without  having  his  exercises  reviewed 
and  approved  by  some  member  of  the  Faculty.  All  programs 
must  be  submitted  to  the  President  for  approval  or  revision. 

7.  An  offense  against  the  laws  and  regulations  of  the  vil- 
lage corporation  shall  be  considered  an  offense  against  the  Col- 
lege. 

8.  Every  student  is  responsible  for  good  order  in  his  own 
room. 

9.  Every  student  is  required  to  remain  in  his  own  room 
from  the  close  of  study  hours  during  the  remainder  of  the 
night. 

10.  No  assembly  or  meeting  of  the  students  is  lawful  with- 
out the  consent  of  some  member  of  the  Faculty.  This  regula- 
tion does  not  apply  to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Literary 
Societies. 

11.  No  society  shall  be  organized  or  have  an  existence  in 
the  College  without  the  permission  and  consent  of  the  Faculty. 

Chapter  V. 

1.  The  punishment  of  the  College  shall  be  admonition, 
suspension,  dismission,  and  expulsion.  The  Faculty  may,  when 
in  their  judgment  there  is  sufficient  cause,  request  a  parent 
or  guardian  to  remove  a  student  from  College,  and  for  defi- 
ciency in  scholarship  may  degrade  one  from  a  higher  to  a 
lower  class. 

2.  The  Faculty  is  empowered  to  make  such  other  regula- 
tions as  they  may  consider  necessary  to  good  order  and  pro- 
priety of  conduct.

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General  Information 


Location 

€RSKINE    College  is  situated  at  Due  West,  Abbeville 
County,  South  Carolina,  being  forty  miles  distant  from 
Greenville  and  one  hundred  miles  from  Columbia.   The 
train  from  Due  West  meets  all  passenger  trains  on  the  South- 
ern Railroad  at  Donalds,  S.  C. 

In  healthfulness  the  location  is  exceptional.  The  ground 
is  high  and  rolling,  with  good  natural  drainage,  and  with  an 
elevation  of  nearly  eight  hundred  feet  above  sea  level.  The 
campus  in  which  the  college  buildings  are  placed  comprises 
about  twenty-four  acres,  set  with  a  natural  grove  of  oaks  and 
pines. 

Due  West  is  a  quiet  college  town,  where  all  of  the  influences 
are  highly  favorable  to  study,  and  where  the  excitements  and 
distractions  always  found  in  larger  towns  and  cities,  are  hap- 
pily absent.  Mails  are  received  four  times  a  day,  and  there  is 
telephone  connection  with  telegraph  lines  and  with  all  sur- 
rounding towns.  Here  also  are  located  two  other  educational 
institutions,  viz:  the  Due  West  Female  College  and  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Church. 

History 

Erskine  College  has  a  history  extending  over  seventy-one 
years,  being  organized  in  1837.  At  the  time  of  its  organi- 
zation there  was  not  a  single  institution  in  this  or  in  adjoining 
States  that  offered  the  advantages  of  a  college  training  under 
Christian  influences.  Students  from  this  section  were  com- 
pelled to  seek  such  an  education  in  northern  colleges.     This 
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institution  enjoys  the  enviable  distinction  of  having  been  a 
pioneer  in  the  field  of  Christian  education  in  the  South. 

Erskine  College  is  the  property  of  the  Associate  Reformed 
Presbyterian  Synod  of  the  South,  and  is  under  the  direction 
and  control  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  appointed  by  the  Synod. 
The  first  President  was  Rev.  E.  E.  Pressly,  D.D.,  and  asso- 
ciated with  him  was  the  following  corps  of  teachers:  Mr. 
N.  M.  Gordon,  Rev.  J.  N.  Young,  and  Rev.  J.  P.  Pressly,  D.D. 
As  the  patronage  and  means  of  the  College  increased,  addi- 
tional professors  were  employed  until  the  plans  of  the  founders 
were  in  a  measure  realized.  It  has  had  the  following  gentle- 
men as  Presidents :  Rev.  E.  E.  Pressly,  D.D.,  Rev.  R.  C.  Grier, 
D.D.  (two  terms,  1847  to  1858  and  1865  to  1871),  Rev.  E.  L. 
Patton,  LL.D.,  Rev.  W.  M.  Grier,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  Rev.  F.  Y. 
Pressly,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  Rev.  J.  S.  Moffat,  D.D. 

The  first  faculties  were  drawn  mostly  from  northern  col- 
leges, such  as  Jefferson,  Pa.,  and  Miami  University,  Ohio.  In 
later  years  they  have  been  taken  from  graduates  of  colleges 
in  the  South — such  as  the  University  of  Georgia,  South  Caro- 
lina, and  Erskine  College.  Several  of  them  have  taken  courses 
of  special  study  in  Yale,  Johns  Hopkins  University,  Princeton, 
Amherst,  etc. 

In  its  earlier  years  the  College  offered  but  one  course  of 
study.  Effort  was  concentrated  on  the  classical  course  of 
study,  and  the  one  aim  was  to  attain  to  a  high  standard  of 
excellence  in  Language,  Literature,  Mathematics,  History  and 
Philosophy.  And  while  the  culture  studies  still  occupy  a  promi- 
nent place  in  the  curriculum,  the  College  has  endeavored  to 
keep  pace  with  the  demands  of  the  age,  and  the  courses  of 
instruction  have  been  broadened  as  far  as  the  limits  of  a  faculty 
of  the  ordinary  number  will  permit.  The  College  does  not 
attempt  to  do  the  work  of  a  university,  believing  that  it  can 
render  more  useful  service  by  doing  thoroughly  the  work  in 
its  own  chosen  field.  A  detailed  statement  of  the  course 
offered  will  be  found  in  another  place. 
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Endowments 

Previous  to  1853  the  College  relied  on  tuition  fees  and  the 
interest  of  a  few  donations  and  bequests  to  defray  expenses. 
In  that  year,  the  plan  of  endowing  the  College  by  the  sale  of 
scholarships  was  adopted,  and  a  vigorous  attempt  made  to 
carry  out  the  scheme. 

Money  was  scare  and  crops  not  abundant,  but  by  making 
liberal  offers  in  the  way  of  tuition  more  than  $50,000  was 
raised  toward  the  endowment  of  the  College.  This,  in  con- 
nection with  funds  previously  received  from  Capt.  Blair  and 
others,  and  more  recently  from  Christopher  Strong,  Esq.,  of 
Tennessee,  and  Col.  Wm.  Wright,  of  Yorkville,  S.  C,  raised 
the  endowment  to  about  $70,000. 

The  result  of  the  Civil  war  swept  away  all  of  this  endow- 
ment excepting  about  $13,000.  Having  tried  some  tempo- 
rary expedients,  the  Synod,  in  1871,  entered  on  a  second  effort 
to  secure  a  permanent  endowment.  The  plan  was  similar  to 
the  one  of  1853,  excepting  that  the  price  of  scholarships  was 
raised  to  $20  each,  and  the  term  of  the  College's  obligation 
limited  to  1895.  Though  the  friends  of  the  College  were 
impoverished  and  discouraged  by  the  disasters  of  the  war,  this 
effort  met  a  liberal  response,  and  the  sale  of  scholarships, 
together  with  a  few  additional  donations  and  bequests,  raised 
the  endowment  to  about  $80,000. 

The  largest  donation  was  $15,000  by  Mrs.  Ann  Wallace,  of 
Kentucky,  and  the  largest  bequest  the  College  has  received 
was  by  the  will  of  the  late  Doctor  Harst,  of  Abbeville,  S.  C. 
He  left  two-thirds  of  his  estate  to  the  College.  About  $11,000 
was  realized  on  it.  More  recently  liberal  contributions  to  this 
fund  have  been  made  by  Joseph  Wylie  and  R.  N.  Hemphill, 
both  of  Chester,  S.  C. 

Buildings 

The  first  College  building  was  burned  in  January,  1892. 
Before  this,  active  measures  had  been  taken  for  the  erection 
of  a  new  building.     This  building  was  formally  dedicated  in 
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June,  1893.  It  is  of  modern  style  and  one  of  the  handsomest 
college  buildings  in  the  State.  The  rooms  are  large  and  well 
ventilated  and  admirably  suited  for  recitation  and  lecture 
rooms.     The  cost  was  about  $40,000. 

The  Library  and  Reading  Room 

The  various  libraries  accessible  to  the  students  contain, 
all  told,  ten  (10)  thousand  volumes.  A  recent  appropriation 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  will  make  possible  the  addition  of 
about  1,000  volumes  during  the  year  1909.  In  order  to 
increase  the  use  of  these  volumes  the  faculty  and  members 
of  the  literary  societies  decided  a  short  time  ago  to  put  all 
the  books  in  the  library  room  of  the  College.  A  librarian  has 
been  employed  to  take  charge  of  the  room  and  keep  it  and 
the  reading  room  open  several  hours  a  day.  Citizens  of  the 
town  who  may  wish  to  use  the  books  and  magazines  belonging 
tc  the  library  will  be  permitted  to  use  them  on  payment  of 
the  regular  fee. 

We  should  like  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Alumni  and 
friends  of  the  College  to  what  we  consider  an  important  move- 
ment towards  making  the  libraries  more  useful.  The  useful- 
ness of  any  books  that  these  Alumni  or  friends  may  give  us 
will  be  so  much  greater  than  heretofore  that  we  trust  the  num- 
ber of  our  volumes  may  be  rapidly  increased.  We  are  very 
grateful  to  those  who  have  already  contributed  books  either 
directly  to  the  College  or  to  the  literary  societies. 

During  the  coming  session,  the  College  reading  room  will 
be  run  in  connection  with  the  library.  It  will  be  opened  up  at 
the  beginning  of  the  session  and  will  be  kept  open  six  hours 
each  day.  Here  are  to  be  found  twenty  to  thirty  of  the  leading 
magazines  and  weekly  periodicals,  together  with  several  of  the 
daily  papers  that  may  be  of  local  interest  to  students.  An 
annual  fee  of  $1.50  is  collected  from  each  student  to  cover  the 
expenses  of  the  library  and  reading  room. 
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The  Commencement  Hall 

The  Commencement  Hall  is  on  the  first  floor,  and  will 
comfortably  seat  twelve  hundred  persons.  It  is  fitted  with 
elegant  assembly  chairs. 

Observatory 

The  architect  took  special  pains  to  build  an  observatory  in 
every  way  suited  to  the  purpose  of  astronomical  study.  It 
contains  a  large  equatorial  telescope,  which  is  a  valuable  help 
to  teacher  and  pupil. 

Laboratory 

The  Chemical  Laboratory  is  a  commodious  room  designed 
especially  for  the  purpose.  It  is  well  supplied  with  apparatus 
for  conducting  experiments  to  illustrate  the  course  in  Chemis- 
try as  outlined  under  the  Departments.  Each  laboratory  stu- 
dent is  given  a  separate  desk  with  drawer  and  locker  for  the 
safe  deposit  of  his  apparatus,  which  is  furnished  him  from  the 
general  stock.  A  deposit  of  $2.50  is  required  to  cover  break- 
age of  apparatus. 

Also  a  fee  of  $5.00  is  charged  each  student  for  chemicals 
consumed  in  his  work. 

"  Wytie  Home  " 

In  1898  Mr.  Joseph  Wylie,  of  Chester,  S.  C,  gave  the  sum 
of  $15,000  for  the  erection  of  a  "Home"  for  young  ladies  who 
may  wish  to  attend  Erskine  College.  A  handsome  and  com- 
modious brick  building  was  erected  on  the  campus  and  fur- 
nished with  such  conveniences  as  are  needed  for  the  comfort  of 
the  inmates.  The  cost  of  the  buildings  and  furnishings  was 
about  $9,000.  The  remainder  of  the  fund  will  be  used  in 
enlarging  the  house  when  there  is  a  demand  for  more  room. 
The  present  capacity  of  the  Home  is  twenty-two  boarders;  the 
rates  for  board  are  $100.00  per  school  year,  including  fuel  and 
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lights.    A  cut  of  the  building  is  presented  on  another  page  of 
the  catalogue. 

Young  ladies  intending  to  enter  the  "Wylie  Home"  should 
apply,  not  later  than  September  i,  to  Mrs.  Rebecca  Agnew 
for  cards  which,  if  attached  to  baggage,  will  insure  a  speedy 
delivery. 

Wylie  Educational  Fund 

It  may  be  stated  in  this  connection  that  Mr.  Wylie 
bequeathed  $10,000  to  be  known  as  the  "Wylie  Educational 
Fund  for  Girls,"  the  interest  of  which  is  to  be  used  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  in  paying  the  tuition  of  such  young  ladies  as 
may  be  selected.  Application  for  aid  from  this  fund  should  be 
made  to  the  President  of  the  College  by  August  15. 

College  Home 

This  is  a  beautiful  structure,  three  stories  high,  and  capable 
of  accommodating  about  seventy  boarders.  The  building  is 
heated  throughout  by  the  hot  water  system.  There  are  bath 
rooms,  with  cold  and  hot  water  in  each.  Application  for  rooms 
in  the  College  Home  must  be  made  by  August  10th  of  each 
year  and  must  be  accompanied  with  $2.00.  If  the  student 
occupies  the  room,  this  amount  will  be  credited  on  his  room 
rent.    If  he  fails  to  come  it  will  be  forfeited. 

Athletic  Association 

This  is  a  student  organization  for  the  entouragement  and 
direction  of  athletic  sports.  It  holds  membership  in  the  inter- 
collegiate association  of  the  State.  There  are  three  tennis 
courts  on  the  campus,  and  an  athletic  field,  conveniently  located, 
is  provided  by  the  College.  The  Board  of  Trustees  make  a 
liberal  appropriation  each  year  to  the  association.  Students 
are  earnestly  advised  to  take  some  form  of  out-of-door  exer- 
cise each  day. 

A  healthy  body  is  essential  to  the  best  mental  culture. 
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Young  Men's  Christian  Association 

The  students  have  a  strong  and  active  Association.  A  large 
and  beautiful  hall,  neatly  and  comfortably  furnished,  has  been 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Association.  The  members  have 
a  prayer  meeting  every  Sabbath  evening  and  a  business  meet- 
ing on  the  first  Saturday  night  of  every  month. 

Young  Women's  Christian  Association 

This  is  an  organization  of  the  young  women  of  the  College. 
Weekly  meetings  are  held  in  the  library  of  "Wylie  Home." 
These  meetings  are  largely  devotional,  with  occasional  lec- 
tures by  persons  invited  by  the  Association. 

Literary  Societies 

There  are  three  of  these  societies  in  the  College — the  Euphe- 
mian,  the  Philomathean  and  the  Calliopean.  All  students 
are  required  to  connect  themselves  with  one  of  these.  The 
first  two  mentioned  have  attractive  and  well-furnished  halls 
on  the  campus. 

The  College  regards  these  societies  as  most  valuable  fac- 
tors in  the  work  of  education  inasmuch  as  they  supplement 
by  the  training  they  give,  the  instruction  of  the  class-room. 
The  generous  rivalry  between  them  acts  as  a  wholesome  stimu- 
lus to  effort.  In  no  other  way  could  the  student  gain  the 
same  experience  in  declamation,  essay  writing  and  disputation. 
Many  have  confessed  in  after  life  their  indebtedness  to  the 
practice  of  these  arts  which  these  societies  afforded. 

Two  sessions  are  held  each  week — on  Friday  afternoon  and 
night.  The  afternoon  meetings  are  devoted  largely  to  essay 
reading  and  declamation,  the  evening  session  to  debate.  These 
contests  afford  splendid  training  in  quick,  logical  thinking  and 
the  ready  expression  of  thought.  Medals  are  given  for  excel- 
lence in  declamation,  oratory,  essay  writing  and  debating. 

The  exercises  are  conducted  in  parliamentary  order,  and 
give  valuable  training  to  the  members  in  self-government  and 
in  the  orderly  management  of  public  assemblies. 
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The  Erskinian 

Another  important  feature  is  the  magazine  published  by  the 
students.  The  two  Literary  Societies  are  pledged  to  its  sup- 
port, and  it  is  thus  made  a  permanent  journal.  It  offers  a  fine 
field  for  the  cultivation  of  essay  writing;  original  contribu- 
tions are  solicited  from  all  the  students.  A  gold  medal  is 
offered  by  the  editorial  staff  for  the  best  contribution,  and 
proves  very  beneficial  in  stimulating  all  to  excel  in  original 
composition. 

The  Faculty  cordially  endorse  college  journalism  as  an 
important  factor  in  promoting  a  higher  interest  in  essay  writing, 
a  more  elegant  style,  and  a  greater  general  excellence  in  author- 
ship. We  should  like  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Alumni  to 
the  fact  that  its  usefulness  would  be  greatly  increased  if  they 
would  respond  more  generally  to  its  support.  The  price  is 
$1.00  per  year. 

Secret  Fraternities 

These  are  positively  prohibited  in  Erskine  College.  The 
Board  of  Trustees  in  the  year  1892  took  the  following  action 
in  reference  to  the  matter : 

Whereas,  Secret  Fraternities  in  colleges  breed  strife  and 
contention  among  the  students,  decrease  the  efficiency  of  Lit- 
erary Societies,  work  injury  even  to  the  religious  associations 
among  them,  and  are  evil  in  their  tendencies. 

Resolved,  1st.  That  the  judgment  of  the  Board  is  against 
them. 

2nd.  That  the  Board  respectfully  requests  the  Fraternities 
of  Erskine  College  to  disband  and  give  up  their  charters,  and 
that  the  Faculty  of  the  College  be  authorized  to  use  their  best 
efforts  to  induce  these  Fraternities  to  disband. 

3rd.  That  parents  are  hereby  affectionately  urged  to  dis- 
suade their  sons  from  connection  with  said  organizations. 
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Expenses

The  College  Home  will  be  conducted  on  the  co-operative 
plan,  under  the  supervision  and  control  of  a  committee 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  A  committee  of  students 
will  attend  to  the  purchasing  of  supplies,  collecting  dues,  etc. 

A  rental  of  $1.50  per  month  will  be  charged  each  occupant 
of  a  room.  Students  occupying  a  room  alone  from  choice  will 
be  charged  $2.00  per  month.  No  assignment  of  rooms  to 
single  occupants  shall  be  made  until  all  applicants  have  been 
supplied. 

The  cost  of  board  will  be  apportioned  at  the  end  of  each 
month.  It  is  confidently  believed  that  by  careful  and  economi- 
cal management  the  cost  will  not  exceed  $8.00  per  month. 

The  occupants  of  the  Home  will  adopt  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  shall  secure  good  order,  and  failure  to  obey  these 
shall  be  punished  by  expulsion. 

Furnishings 

Each  boarder  in  the  Home  is  expected  to  supply  himself 
with  the  following  articles : 

1  pillow. 

2  pair  pillow  cases. 
1  pair  sheets. 

1  pair  blankets  or  quilts. 
Towels. 
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Students  from  a  Distance 

Students  coming  from  a  distance  of  300  miles  or  more  will 
be  allowed  a  reduction  of  one-half  of  Tuition  Fee,  the  total 
cost  to  students  from  a  distance  being  thus  $17,-50  less. 

The  above  may  be  sufficient  to  satisfy  inquiries  which  are 
frequently  made  in  respect  to  the  necessary  expenses  of  a  stu- 
dent. 

Everyone  knows  that  clothing,  pocket  money,  and  all  mat- 
ters of  this  sort  depend  entirely  upon  the  indulgence  of  parents 
and  the  habits  of  their  sons. 

The  Contingent  Fee  of  $5.00  and  one-half  Tuition  must  be 
paid  in  full  before  the  student  is  admitted  to  recitation.  The 
other  half  must  be  paid  February  15th. 

Special  Endowments 

Joseph  Wylie  Professorship  of  Mental  and  Moral  Phil- 
osophy.— By  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  any  person 
contributing  the  sum  of  $5,000  to  the  Endowment  Fund  shall 
have  the  right  of  naming  the  chair  to  which  it  shall  go.  Mr. 
Joseph  Wylie,  of  Chester,  S.  C,  having  given  the  sum  of 
$8,000,  the  Board  directed  that  it  should  go  to  the  Chair  of 
Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy  and  that  the  chair  should  be 
known  hereafter  as  the  "Joseph  Wylie  Professorship  of  Men- 
tal and  Moral  Sciences." 

To  this  fund  the  lamented  R.  N.  Hemphill,  of  Chester 
county,  contributed  the  sum  of  $4,000. 

Other  Gifts. — In  addition  to  the  persons  already  named, 
William  Johnson,  of  Alabama,  Dr.  G.  W,.  Pressly  and  Dr. 
James  Norwood,  both  of  Abbeville  County,  S.  C,  have  con- 
tributed largely  to  the  funds  of  the  College.  We  cherish  their 
memories  among  her  benefactors. 
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Scholarships  and  Aids 

Duane  Mower  Scholarship. — In  almost  every  community 
may  be  found  worthy  young  men  who  earnestly  desire  to 
secure  an  education  in  order  that  they  may  attain  to  a  higher 
plane  of  usefulness;  but  lack  of  means  makes  the  laudable 
ambition  seem  impossible  of  realization.  A  small  sum  added 
to  their  own  resources  will  often  secure  the  end.  There  are 
few  forms  of  investment  open  to  persons  of  means  that  prom- 
ise larger  or  more  substantial  returns  than  help  given  to  young 
men  of  this  character. 

The  Duane  Mower  Scholarship  was  endowed  by  friends  of 
the  College  for  the  benefit  of  deserving  young  men  who  are 
unable  to  bear  the  cost  of  a  college  course.  The  largest  con- 
tributor to  thus  fund  was  Mrs.  Cynthia  S.  Mower,  Newberry, 
S.  C,  and  the  schloarship  was  made  a  memorial  of  her  deceased 
husband.  The  income  of  this  scholarship  amounts  to  $150.00 
per  annum,  and  is  disbursed  by  a  committee  of  the  Board  for 
the  benefit  of  deserving  young  men.  Applications  for  aid 
from  thus  fund  must  be  made  to  the  President  of  the  College. 

McMillan  Fund. — Dr.  Robert  McMillan,  San  Francisco, 
CaL,  bequeathed  to  his  executors  certain  real  estate,  the  pro- 
ceeds from  the  sale  of  which  were  to  be  paid  "to  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Erskine  Theological  Seminary,  to  be  by  them 
invested,  and  the  income  thereof  to  be  devoted  to  the  educa- 
tion and  maintenance  of  young  men  for  the  ministry  of  the 
Gospel  at  or  in  the  Seminary  aforesaid,  or  in  their  preparation 
of  entering  said  Seminary."  From  the  sale  of  this  property 
the  sum  of  $13,000  was  realized.  The  interest  of  this  fund  is 
devoted  to  the  benefit  of  young  men  of  approved  character  to 
aid  in  a  course  of  preparation  for  the  Gospel  ministry,  both  in 
the  College  and  Seminary.  Applications,  accompanied  by  cer- 
tificates from  pastors  or  clerks  of  Presbyteries,  should  be  made 
Uy  Prof.  G.  G.  Parkinson. 

The  Johnson  Fund. — Another  Scholarship  Fund  of  the 
value  of  $2,000  has  been  donated  by  Mrs.  B.  J.  Johnson,  of 
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Louisville,  Georgia.  The  interest  from  this  fund  is  used  in 
aiding  young  men  who  are  unable  to  provide  for  the  expenses 
of  a  college  education.  The  beneficiaries  of  this  generous  gift 
are  selected  by  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees:. Application  should  be  made  to  the  President  of  the 
College. 

The  Watt  Bequest. — Mrs.  Mary  A.  Watt,  in  her  will 
made  March  14,  1887,  left  the  residue  of  her  estate  to  Erskine 
College.  The  interest  upon  said  residue  to  be  applied  toward 
the  education  of  indigent  students  of  said  College.  This  residue 
amounted  to  about  $1,000.  Applications  for  aid  from  this  fund 
should  be  made  to  the  President  of  the  College. 

Alumni  Association 

The  Alumni  Association  is  an  active  organization.  It  meets 
annually,  and  thus  seeks  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  graduates 
who  have  gone  out  from  the  institution.  The  President  is  Dr. 
F.  Y.  Pressly. 


Requirements  for  Entering  Freshman 
Class 

unit  system 

For  the  information  of  prospective  students  we  insert  the 
following  report  on  the  "unit  system"  which  has  been  recom- 
mended to  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  accredited  public 
high  schools: 

1.  That  they  adopt  what  may  be  called  the  unit  system 
in  placing  a  valuation  upon  the  work  of  such  schools. 

2.  That  the  unit  adopted  be,  in  each  subject,  recitation 
work  for  five  weekly  periods  of  not  less  than  forty  minutes 
each  for  thirty-six  weeks. 

3.  That  no  school  be  accredited  as  a  whole,  but  each 
school  be  accredited  in  each  subject  according  to  the  number 
of  units  of  the  work  done. 
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4.     That  the  contents  of  the  units,  for  which  work  is  to 
be  selected  for  high  schools,  be  as  follows : 

English — Rhetoric  and  Composition,  1  unit;  American  Literature 
and  Prescribed  Readings,  1 ;  English  Literature  and  Prescribed 
Readings,  1. 

Mathematics — Algebra  to  Quadratics,  1 ;  Algebra,  Quadratics  and 
beyond,  1 ;   Plane  Geometry,   1. 

Latin — Forms  and  Prose  Composition,  1 ;  Four  Books  Caesar,  or 
equivalent,  1 ;  Six  Orations  Cicero,  or  equivalent,  1 ;  Four  Books  Vir- 
gil, or  equivalent,  1. 

History — Greek  and  Roman  History,  1 ;  Mediaeval  and  Modern  His- 
tory, 1 ;  English  History,  1 ;  American  History  and  Civics,  1. 

Science— Physiography,  1 ;  Agriculture,  1 ;  Physics,  1 ;  Chemistry, 
1 ;  Botany,  y2 ;  Physiology,  j4. 

Greek — 2. 

Modern  Language — 2. 

Bookkeeping — 1. 

Under  this  system,  Erskine  College  will  require  12  units 
for  entrance  into  the  Freshman  class. 

A.  COURSE 

English,  3;  Latin,  3;  Mathematics,  3;  Greek,  2;  History,  1. 

B.  COURSE 

English,  3 ;  Latin,  3 ;  Mathematics,  3 ;  Science,  1 ;  History,  2. 

Requirements  Further  Outlined 

Mathematics — A  satisfactory  examination  on  Arithmetic,  complete, 
and  on  subjects  in  Algebra  as  far  as  quadratic  equations  and  three 
books  of  Plane  Geometry. 

Latin — Four  books  of  Caesar,  Sallust's  Conspiracy  of  Catiline,  and 
six  orations  of  Cicero  required.  The  applicant  must  have  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  inflections  of  nouns,  pronouns,  adjectives,  and  verbs; 
a  fair  knowledge  of  the  rules  of  syntax,  especially  for  the  construction 
of  the  noun  and  the  ordinary  uses  of  the  moods  and  tenses. 

Greek — A  correct  understanding  of  the  forms  and  inflections  of 
the  parts  of  speech ;  a  knowledge  of  the  ordinary  rules  of  syntax ;  a 
familiar  acquaintance  with  the  first  book  of  the  Anabasis  or  other 
simple  prose. 
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Physical  Science — A  thorough  knowledge  of  Political  Geography, 
and  Maury's  Physical  Geography,  or  its  equivalent. 

English  Grammar — Buehler's  Modern  English  Grammar  is  rec- 
ommended as  a  text-book. 

Composition — Scott  &  Denny's  Elementary  English  Composition 
or  Lewis'  First  Book  in  Writing  English  recommended. 

Literature — As  a  minimum,  Irving's  Rip  Van  Winkle  and  Legend 
of  Sleepy  Hollow;  Brown's  Rab  and  His  Friends;  Goldsmith's  Vicar 
of  Wakefield;  Coleridge's  Ancient  Mariner;  George  Eliot's  Silas  Mar- 
ner ;  Webster's  First  Bunker  Hill  Oration ;  Shakespeare's  Merchant 
of  Venice  and  Julius  Csesar.

Applicants  for  classes  higher  than  the  Freshman  must 
undergo  an  examination  on  the  work  prescribed  for  classes 
below  the  one  they  propose  to  enter.  For  the  work  of  various 
classes  see  the  statements  made  under  the  different  depart- 
ments. 
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HERE  are  two  courses  of  study,  each  extending  over 
four  years.    Both  of  these  lead  to  the  degree  of  A.B. 
No  change  in  a  course  of  study  begun  may  be  made  except 
by  special  permission  of  the  Faculty. 

The  following  is  an  outline  of  each  of  the  courses.    Instead 

of  reciting  the  given  number  of  hours  throughout  the  entire 
session,  a  class  may  have  to  recite  more  frequently  and  thus 
finish  a  study  in  a  shorter  time.

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Remarks — It  may  be  added  that  while  the  courses  here 
outlined  will  be  followed  in  the  main,  there  may  be  some 
departures  from  them. 

No  professors  will  be  required  to  form  a  class  in  an  elective 
study  unless  as  many  as  four  students  wish  to  enter  the  class. 

Special  Courses 

Under  exceptional  circumstances  students  may  be  permitted 
to  select  special  courses  of  one  or  two  studies  not  leading  to  a 
degree.  They  shall,  however,  be  required  to  undergo  such  an 
examination  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  ascertain  their 
fitness  to  pursue  the  course  proposed ;  and  when  admitted  they 
shall  be  subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regulations  as  other 
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undergraduates.     When  they  have  completed  the  work  satis^ 
factorily,  testimonials  of  proficiency  will  be  given. 

Those  who  complete  three  departments  of  the  College  will 
receive  a  certificate  signed  by  the  full  Faculty. 


Graduate  Courses 

DEGREES  OF  A.M. 

The  giving  of  A.M.  as  an  honorary  degree  has  been  discon- 
tinued, and  the  degree  of  A.M.  is  now  conferred  as  a  reward 
of  work  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Faculty.  Any  A.B. 
of  this  College,  or  any  other  person  who  can  furnish  evidence 
of  satisfactory  attainments,  may  obtain  the  degree  A.M.  on 
the  following  conditions:  (a)  The  applicant  must  pursue 
for  one  year  a  course  of  advanced  resident  study  in  at  least 
two  subjects  of  the  Departments  of  Arts;  (b)  he  must  present 
a  satisfactory  thesis  on  some  subject  connected  with  his 
principal  study,  and  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  on  all 
his  work;  (c)  a  fee  of  $15.00  must  be  paid  before  the  degree 
will  be  conferred. 

The  President  and  Professor  McCain  constitute  a  com- 
mittee to  whom  those  who  desire  to  take  the  course  named 
above  may  write  for  further  information. 

Young  graduates  will  find  it  helpful  to  them  to  take  a 
special  course,  as  direction  and  definiteness  will  thus  be  given 
to  their  studies  for  at  least  one  year. 

Systematic  Bible  Study 

By  the  act  of  the  trustees  the  Bible  is  now  a  part  of  the 
regular  College  course.  It  is  required  two  hours  a  week  in 
the  Freshman  and  Sophmore  classes,  and  is  elective  three 
hours  a  week  in  the  Junior  class.  For  the  present  it  is 
arranged  that  instruction  be  given  in  the  Bible  by  Professor 
McCain,  a  part  of  his  work  in  English  being  done  by  Professor 
Long. 
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In  the  course  the  Bible  itself  is  the  text-book,  and  a  careful 
study  of  it  is  required.  The  Professor  endeavors  to  impress  on 
the  students  the  importance  of  the  Bible  as  the  indispensable 
equipment  for  right  thinking  and  right  living.  History, 
prophecy,  gospels,  and  epistles  are  all  studied  as  carefully  and 
as  fully  as  the  time  set  apart  for  the  work  will  allow.  It  is 
believed  that  no  course  in  the  college  will  yield  richer  results 
than  the  Bible  course. 

Session  and  Vacation 

The  College  session  begins  on  the  second  Wednesday  of 
September  and  closes  the  first  Tuesday  in  June.  The  session 
i?  divided,  without  intermediate  vacation,  into  two  terms  of 
four  and  one-half  months  each. 

It  is  very  important  that  students  should  enter  or  return  to 
College  at  the  beginning  of  the  session,  since  an  absence  of  a 
few  days  at  a  time  when  a  new  branch  of  study  is  begun  sel- 
dom fails  to  embarrass  the  whole  course,  and  some  are  unable 
to  make  up  the  loss.  Students  failing  to  return  promptly 
after  the  holiday  vacation,  unless  detained  by  sickness,  will 
forfeit  their  matriculation  fee. 

Examinations  and  Reports 

During  the  year  two  examinations  are  held  on  the  work 
of  the  various  departments,  one  before  the  Christmas  holidays 
and  the  other  before  Commencement.  Following  these  exam- 
inations reports  showing  the  class  standing  are  sent  to  parents 
or  guardians.  The  reports  are  based  both  on  the  daily  reci- 
tations and  on  the  examinations,  and  embrace  the  deport- 
ment and  punctuality  of  students,  as  well  as  their  grade  in 
scholarship.  If  a  student  fails  during  any  term  to  obtain  the 
required  mark,  he  will  ordinarily  be  asked  to  take  again  in  the 
class-room  the  work  in  which  he  is  deficient.  If,  however,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  professor  the  deficiency  is  such  that  it 
may  be  made  up  by  examinations  alone,  the  student  may  be 
allowed  to  make  it  up  without  recitations. 
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Honor  Roll 

The  names  of  all  students  making  an  average  grade  of  95 
in  any  department  will  be  placed  on  the  Honor  Roll  of  the  Col- 
lege under  what  is  termed  "Class  1 ;"  those  with  an  average 
of  90  to  95  are  put  in  "Class  2."  This  Honor  Roll  is  announced 
at  Commencement  and  also  published  in  the  College  Catalogue. 

When  a  student  has  made  special  attainments  in  scholar- 
ship the  fact  will  be  indicated  on  his  diploma  by  the  phrase, 
"Cum  laude,"  "Magna  cum  laude,"  or  "Summa  cum  laude," 
according  to  the  degree  of  attainment  made. 
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The  Departments 


Wylie  Professorship  of  Mental  and  Moral 
Philosophy 

PRESIDENT  MOFFATT  AND  PROFESSOR  LONG 

This  department  embraces  Logic,  theoretical  and  practical 
Ethics  and  Psychology,.  The  text-book  method  of  instruction 
is  used  generally,  but  free  use  is  made  of  knowledge  that 
can  be  gained  from  other  sources. 

Logic — Elective — Three  hours  a  week  for  the  first  term.  Special 
attention  given  to  logical  methods,  inductive  and  deductive. 

Ethics — Elective — Three  hours  a  week  for  second  term.  The  course 
aims  to  outline  the  psychological  basis  of  Ethics,  and  the  nature  of 
moral  ideas. 

Psychology — Required  in  Senior  Class,  B.  Course,  and  elective  in 
A  Course.  Three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  session.  A  study 
of  the  faculties  of  the  human  soul  and  the  laws  that  govern  them. 
Use  is  made  of  the  discoveries  of  experimental  psychology  in-so-far 
as  is  practicable. 

History  and  Economics 

PROFESSOR  GALLOWAY 

For  entrance  into  the  Freshman  Class  in  History  the 
applicant  will  be  required  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination 
on  Myer's  General  History  or  its  equivalent.  History  is 
required  in  both  courses  in  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore 
Classes. 

Freshman  Class — Two  hours  a  week.  This  course  is  designed  to  give 
a  knowledge  of  the  essential  facts  of  European  history  as  well  as  to 
train  students  in  the  general  principles  and  methods  of  historical  study. 
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It  covers  the  history  of  the  Middle  Ages,  the  Renaissance,  the  Reforma- 
tion, and  the  religious  wars.  Special  attention  is  given  to  social,  intel- 
lectual and  economic  conditions,  as  well  as  to  religious  and  political 
questions.  Instruction  is  based  on  text-books,  supplemented  by  dis- 
cussions, outlines,  and  oral  and  written  reports  on  assigned  topics. 

Text-books — Emerton's  Introduction  to  the  Middle  Ages,  Creigh- 
ton's  age  of  Elizabeth,  Gardiner's  Puritan  Revolution,  West's  Modern 
History. 

Sophomore  Class — Two  hours  a  week.  This  course  extends  through- 
out the  Sophomore  year  and  is  required  of  all  students  in  both  courses. 
The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  give  an  outline  of  the  development 
of  the  history  of  Europe  during  the  eighteenth  and  nineteenth  cen- 
turies, including  not  only  the  internal  history  of  the  principal  states, 
but  also  the  larger  social  and  intellectual  movements  and  the  problems 
of  Colonial  expansion.  A  reasonable  amount  of  parallel  readings  will 
be  required. 

Text-books — Schwill's  Modern  Europe,  Fournier's  Napoleon  I,  Mat- 
thew's French  Revolution. 

Economics 

The  study  of  Economics  is  prescribed  in  the  Sophomore 
Class  in  Course  B.  Two  and  one-half  hours  a  week.  The 
design  of  this  course  is  to  study  the  value  of  material  things; 
of  human  services,  and  the  social  aspect  of  value.  An  intro- 
ductory outline  of  the  history  of  economic  theory  will  be  fol- 
lowed by  a  careful  study  of  the  general  principles  of  Economics. 
Special  attention  will  be  given  to  the  questions  that  are  vital 
issues  of  the  day.  Such  as  Finance,  Tariff,  Trusts,  Trades- 
Unions  and  Governmental  Regulation  and  Control  of  Public 
Utilities. 

Latin  and  French 

PROFESSOR  CAIvDWEU, 

The  study  of  Latin  is  prescribed  in  Freshman,  Sophomore 
and  Junior  A.  and  B.  Courses. 

Freshman  Class — Four  hours  weekly.  For  successful  work  thorough 
preparation  is  necessary.     Three  years  preparatory  study  is  necessary, 
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or  three  units  according  to  entrance  requirements  as  elsewhere 
explained — knowledge  of  forms  (nouns,  pronouns,  adjectives  and  verbs) > 
rules  of  syntax,  construction  of  clauses ;  reading  of  four  books  of  Caesar, 
Conspiracy  of  Catiline,  Sallust,  and  six  orations  of  Cicero ;  composition 
work  according  to  reading. 

Text  read  in  this  class  will  be :  Selections  of  Ovid,  Livy,  and  Cicero's 
Old  Age.  This  class  will  also  give  attention  to  Roman  History  and 
Mythology. 

Sophomore  Class — Three  hours  weekly.  Horace  will  be  the  main 
reading  with  this  class.  Roman  Literature  will  be  studied  more  fully, 
and  in  this  connection  the  earlier  writers  will  be  studied,  if  time  is 
found,  as  also  writers  later  than  the  Augustan  period.  The  study  of 
Prosody  will  be  given  attention,  especially  in  reading  Horace. 

French — Prescribed  in  both  A.  and  B.  Courses  in  Junior  Class, 
four  hours  a  week.  The  language  is  not  spoken,  but  effort  is  made 
to  prepare  to  read  French  texts  with  ease.  Reading  is  taken  up  as 
soon  as  possible.  The  Grammar  is  studied  with  care;  the  rules  illus- 
trated by  translation  of  French  into  English,  and  English  into  French. 

While  the  language  is  not  spoken,  careful  attention  is  given  to  pro- 
nunciation. 

Such  text-books,  both  Grammar  and  readings,  are  selected  as  are 
suitable  to  the  end  sought. 

Senior  Class — Elective,  two  hours  weekly.  This  year  is  devoted  to 
reading  mainly. 

Greek  and  German 

PROFESSOR    PRESSIvY 

The  course  of  study  in  the  Department  of  Greek  extends 
through  a  period  of  three  years. 

Beginning  with  the  simplest  elements,  the  aim  is  to  instruct 
the  pupil  thoroughly  in  the  inflections  and  syntax  of  the  lan- 
guage. The  foundation  must  be  broad  and  solid,  or  else  the 
superstructure  will  be  faulty  and  insecure.  This  accom- 
plished, an  effort  is  made  to  familiarize  the  student  with  the 
masterpieces  of  Hellenic  genius,  and  to  guide  him  into  an  intel- 
ligent appreciation  of  their  incomparable  excellencies.  The 
study  of  Greek  is  more  than  a  mental  drill ;  it  is  the  study  of 
language,  literature  and  philosophy.     It  may  be  made  a  valu- 
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able  auxiliary  in  enriching  the  vocabulary  and   forming  the 
style  of  the  students  of  English. 

Freshman  Class — The  class  reads  second,  third  and  fourth  books 
of  Anabasis  and  also  the  Orations  of  Lysias,  or  other  Greek  prose  of 
similar  character.  Besides  frequent  reviews  of  the  topics  previously 
studied,  continued  instruction  is  given  in  the  more  difficult  inflections, 
especially  in  the  verb  and  in  the  principles  of  syntax.  Work  in  prose 
composition  is  continued,  based  on  the  text  read.  Three  recitations 
a  week. 

Sophomore  Class — This  class  reads  Homer's  Iliad,  Orations  of 
Demosthenes  or  Selections  from  Herodotus.  Grammar  study  and  com- 
position drill  are  continued,  special  attention  being  given  to  the  peculiar- 
ities of  the  Homeric  dialect  and  Grecian  Mythology.  The  requirements 
of  a  good  working  vocabulary  are  steadily  kept  in  view,  that  the  student 
may  be  able  to  translate  into  idiomatic  English  with  correctness  and 
ease. 

In  the  study  of  History  Botford's  History  of  Greece  is  the  text-book 
used.    Three  recitations  a  week. 

Junior  Class — The  reading  of  this  year  is  Plato's  Apology  and  Crito, 
Sophocles'  Antigone,  special  attention  being  given  to  the  literary  and 
philosophical  features  of  the  works  read.  Repeated  drill  is  had  in  the 
syntax  of  the  moods  and  tenses  of  the  verb.    Two  recitations  a  week. 

German 

The  study  of  German  is  elective  in  the  A.  Course  and  is 
required  in  the  B.  Course  in  the  Junior  Class,  and  required 
in  both  courses  in  Senior  Class.  The  course  is  intended  to 
furnish  a  student  with  a  full,  clear  and  exact  knowledge  of 
the  language,  and  to  teach  him  to  read  German  texts  easily 
and  correctly.  The  Grammar  is  studied  carefully  and  thor- 
oughly.   Reading  is  begun  as  soon  as  possible. 

Text-Books— 

Grammars — Kayser  &  Monteser — Joynes  &  Wesselhoeft. 

Reading — The  course  in  reading  is  varied  from  year  to  year  as  the 
needs  and  attainments  of  the  class  may  suggest. 
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Mathematics 

PROFESSOR  GRIER 

To  enter  the  Freshman  Class  in  Mathematics  requires 
familiarity  in  Arithmetic  and  Elementary  Algebra  through 
Quadratic  Equations,  or  to  Ratio  and  Proportion,  and  three 
books  of  Plane  Geometry,  or  three  units  as  explained  in 
requirements.  The  following  are  some  of  the  subjects  in  Alge- 
bra studied  during  the  present  year : 

The  Theory  of  Limits,  Ratio  and  Proportion,  Variation,  Arithmet- 
ical and  Geometrical  Progression,  Binominal  Theorem,  the  Theorem  of 
Undetermined  Coefficients,  etc. 

Text-Book— Wells'  Higher  Algebra. 

The  second  session  of  the  Freshman  year  is  devoted  to  the  study  of 
Plane  Geometry. 

Text-Book— Phillips  &  Fisher. 

Sophomore  Class — To  enter  the  Sophomore  Class  requires  familiar- 
ity with  Algebra  and  Plane  Geometry. 

First  session:     Solid  Geometry. 

Text-Book— Phillips  &  Fisher. 

Second  session:  Plane  and  Spherical  Trigonometry  and  Survey- 
ing. In  surveying  the  class  will  have  the  use  of  a  transit  instrument, 
and  will  do  as  much  field  work  as  the  time  will  permit. 

Text-Book — Wentworth's   Trigonometry  and   Surveying. 

Senior  Class — The  Senior  Class  studies  Astronomy.  The  heavenly 
bodies  are  considered  in  detail.  The  sun,  planets  and  stars  are  studied 
in  their  relation  to  each  other  and  to  the  earth.  The  vastness  and 
sublimity  of  this  science  render  it  a  fit  ending  to  the  series  of  Mathe- 
matical studies  that  precede  it.  The  use  of  good  Achromatic  Refracting 
Telescope  contributes  to  the  interest  of  this  study.  The  study  is 
prescribed  in  both  A.  and  B.  Courses. 

Text- Book — Young's  General  Astronomy. 

Chemistry 

PROFESSOR  REID  AND  DR.   BELL 

Chemistry  is  taught  by  recitations,  oral  instruction,  and 
laboratory  work.  It  is  prescribed  in  the  Junior  Class.  The 
course  is  arranged  with  a  view  to  giving  the  student  as  broad 
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a  conception  of  the  principles  of  the  science  as  possible  in  the 
time  allowed  for  its  study,  as  well  as  to  making  him  master  of 
a  large  number  of  details.  The  attempt  is  made  to  keep  in 
view  two  primary  objects — the  study  of  Chemistry  to  get  a  bet- 
ter insight  into  Nature  and  her  laws,  and  the  study  of  Chemis- 
try in  relation  to  the  arts  and  industries.  The  laboratory  is 
well  fitted  up  with  the  necessary  apparatus  and  chemicals,  and 
each  student  is  expected  to  perform  experiments  illustrating 
points  considered  in  the  recitations. 

Junior  Class — The  study  of  Chemistry  is  begun  in  this  class,  three 
hours  a  week  being  given  to  recitations  and  three  hours  a  week  to 
laboratory.  The  study  of  inorganic  Chemistry,  based  on  Remsen's 
Briefer  Course,  occupies  the  attention  of  the  class  during  this  year. 
Remsen's  Advanced  Course  is  used  as  a  book  of  reference.  In  the 
laboratory  the  student  performs,  with  a  very  few  exceptions,  the  205 
experiments  given  in  the  Briefer  Course  to  illustrate  the  facts  taught 
in  the  text.  He  is  led  to  make  his  own  observations,  draw  his  own 
conclusions,  and  is  required  to  take  careful  notes  of  his  work  and 
submit  them,  from  time  to  time,  for  inspection  and  criticism.  The 
professor  personally  supervises  the  laboratory  work. 

Senior  Class — Organic  Chemistry,  two  hours  a  week  for  the  year. 
This  course  is  elective.  The  purpose  is  kept  in  view  to  familiarize  the 
student  with  the  general  principles  underlying  this  branch  of  Chemistry 
and  to  lead  him  to  see  the  beauty  and  simplicity  of  the  relations 
which  exist  between  different  classes  of  carbon  compounds.  The 
laboratory  work  for  the  year  will  be  devoted  to  qualitative  analysis  and 
preparation  of  some  of  the  simpler  organic  compounds.  This  course 
is  recommended  to  those  especially  who  have  in  view  medicine  or  phar- 
macy. 

Geology  and  Physical  Geography 

PROFESSOR   REID 

Geology — Three  hours  a  week  for  the  year.  Prescribed  in  the 
Senior  Class  in  both  A.  and  B.  Courses.  The  general  features  of 
Dynamical,  Structural  and  Historical  Geology  are  considered.  Special 
attention  is  given  to  the  Geology  of  America.  The  text-book  work  is 
supplemented  by  the  study  of  a  fine  collection  of  rock  specimens  brought 
together  from  all  parts  of  the  United  States  by  the  United  States 
Geological  Survey  and  generously  donated  to  the  College.  Essays 
on  related  topics  are  required  from  time  to  time. 

Text-book — LeConte's   Elements   of   Geology,   revised.     For   refer- 
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ence :     Scott's  Introduction  to   Geology,  Dana's   Manual  and  Geikie's 
Text-Book  of  Geology. 

Physical  Geography — Freshman  Class — Three  hours  a  week  from 
beginning  of  year  to  end  of  March.  Prescribed  in  B.  Course.  No 
student  who  has  not  a  good  knowledge  of  Geography  will  be  admitted 
to  this  class,  and  this  course  is  not  recommended  to  those  who  want 
soemthing  to  "fill  in"  instead  of  Greek.  The  study  of  Physical  Geog- 
raphy is  of  acknowledged  educational  value  and  is  well  calculated  to 
give  habits  of  careful  observation  and  scientific  modes  of  thought 
to  those  beginning  the  study  of  science.  Hence  a  great  deal  of  impor- 
tance is  attached  to  this  study. 

Text-Book — Physiography — R.   D.   Salisbury. 

Physiology — The  second  term  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  Physiology, 
based  on  Martin's  Human  Body  (Briefer  Course).  The  subject  is 
illustrated  by  portions  of  a  human  skeleton  and  by  an  elegant  phy- 
siological and  anatomical  chart. 

English  Literature  and  Languages 

PROFESSORS  M'CAIN  AND  LONG 

Admission. — After  the  opening  in  the  fall  of  1908  the 
requirements  for  admission,  until  further  notice  is  given,  will 
be  at  least  three  units  of  work  in  English.  A  unit,  as  else- 
where explained,  means  one  year  of  high  school  work  with 
five  recitations  a  week,  each  recitation  not  less  than  forty 
minutes  long.  The  work  of  preparation  should  be  divided 
between  composition  and  literature,  and  these  two  subjects 
should  be  taught  in  close  connection  with  each  other  and  with 
life. 

To  secure  more  definite  results,  something  definite  should 
be  the  aim  of  each  year's  work.  As  narration  is  the  simplest 
form  of  composition,  it  should  be  emphasized  the  first  year. 
Of  course,  it  is  not  meant  that  attention  should  be  confined 
exclusively  to  narration.  It  is  meant,  however,  that  during 
the  first  year  the  pupil  should  learn  thoroughly  the  most 
important  principles  of  narration,  and  should  acquire  some 
facility  in  telling  or  writing  a  simple  narrative.  The  pupil's 
own  interest  in  life  will  furnish  a  fine  opportunity  for  him  to 
illustrate  the  principles  of  narration  from  his  own  experience. 
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Hunting,  fishing,  farming,  animal  life,  bird  life,  meetings  of 
various  kinds,  experiences  as  salesman,  agent,  mountain 
climber,  or  any  other  of  the  hundred  experiences  that  may 
interest  a  boy  or  girl,  will  furnish  abundant  material  directly 
from  life. 

Along  with  the  study  of  the  text-book  and  of  subjects 
taken  directly  from  life,  should  go  to  the  study  of  models  in 
literature. 

The  following  selections  offer  a  variety  of  models,  all  ex- 
cellent in  themselves,  as  well  as  for  the  object  in  view: 

Hawthorne's  Wakefield,  Gray  Champion,  and  Great  Stone  Face; 
Brown's  Rab  and  His  Friends ;  Lowell's  Vision  of  Sir  Launfal ;  Shakes- 
peare's Merchant  of  Venice  or  Julius  Caesar — both  if  possible;  Scott's 
Lady  of  the  Lake;  Stevenson's  Treasure  Island. 

During  the  second  year  emphasize  description.  As  in  the  preceding 
year,  draw  subjects  directly  from  observation  and  experience.  Have 
the  pupils  describe  dozens  of  things  that  they  have  actually  seen.  If 
they  have  not  learned  to  observe,  send  them  into  the  woods  and  fields 
with  paper  and  pencil  in  hand  to  see  and  describe  something  at  first 
hand.  Along  with  this  study,  take  such  literature  as  the  following. 
While  studying  description  more  particularly,  do  not  forget  what  has 
been  learned  about  narration:  Milton's  LAllegro  and  II  Penseroso; 
Selections  from  Irving's  Sketch  Book ;  Macaulay's  Samuel  Johnson ; 
George  Eliot's  Silas  Marner ;  Shakespeare's  As  You  Like  It  or  Mid- 
summer Night's  Dream ;  Scott's  Ivanhoe  or  Cooper's  Last  of  the  Mohi- 
cans. 

The  third  year  should  emphasize  the  more  difficult  forms  of  com- 
position, exposition  and  argumentation.  Here,  again,  the  subject  should 
be  closely  connected  with  life.  Exposition  is  explanation,  and  there 
is  abundant  opportunity  for  the  pupil  to  explain  terms,  actions,  con 
duct,  character,  machines,  processes  of  farming,  manufacturing,  and 
various  other  things.  Argumentation  may  draw  subjects  from  ques- 
tions of  the  day  in  school  life,  political  life,  social  life — in  fact,  from  all 
questions  that  may  be  debated.  The  following  selections  are  suitable 
for  use  in  the  study  of  exposition  and  argumentation:  The  Sermon 
on  the  Mount,  and  many  other  portions  of  the  Bible;  DeQuincey's 
Joan  of  Arc;  Selections  from  Goldsmith  and  Wordsworth;  Shakes- 
peare's Macbeth;  Macaulay's  Essay  on  Pilgrim's  Progress;  Tennyson's 
Gareth  and  Lynette,  and  Lancelot  and  Elaine;  Shakespeare's  Tempest; 
Dickens'  Tale  of  Two  Cities. 

Books  helpful  to  teachers:  Scott  and  Denny's  Composition-Litera- 
ture  (Allyn  and  Bacon)  ;  McMurry's  Special  Method  in  the  Reading 
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of  English  Classics  (Macmillan)  ;  Chubb' s  The  Teaching  of  English 
(Macmillan).  This  last  book  is  specially  helpful;  all  teachers  of  Eng- 
lish should  read  it. 

FRESHMAN  CLASS 

The  Freshmen  study  Rhetoric  and  Literature  and  write  composi- 
tions. Much  emphasis  is  laid  on  written  work.  Themes  are  required 
in  illustration  of  all  the  principles  discussed  in  the  Rhetoric,  and 
Literature  is  taught  in  close  connection  with  composition.  Thomas  and 
Howe's  Composition  and  Rhetoric  and  Woolley's  Hand-Book  of  Com- 
position, together  with  suitable  selections  from  literature,  will  be 
studied  next  year. 

SOPHOMORE  CLASS 

The  Sophomores  will  continue  the  study  of  Rhetoric,  with  Thomas 
and  Howe's  Composition  and  Rhetoric  as  the  text-book.  In  the 
Sophomore  Class,  as  in  the  Freshman,  literature  and  composition  will 
be  taught  in  close  connection  with  each  other,  and  much  importance 
will  be  attached  to  written  work.  Some  literature  will  be  studied 
carefully  as  part  of  the  class  room  work,  and  some  will  be  read  and 
reported  on.  The  portions  studied  and  read  vary  from  year  to  year, 
according  to  what  the  needs  of  the  class  may  suggest.  Three  recitations 
a  week  throughout  the  year. 

JUNIOR  CLASS 

The  first  half  of  the  Junior  year  will  be  devoted  to  the  study  of 
English  prose  as  represented  in  the  great  essayists — Macaulay, 
Arnold,  Lamb,  etc.  When  the  essays  take  the  form  of  criticism  on  the 
poets,  selections  from  those  poets  will  be  studied  as  part  of  the  course. 

The  second  half  of  the  year  will  be  devoted  to  the  study  of  poetry, 
including  selections  from  Shakespeare,  Milton,  and  some  other  authors. 
Three  recitations  a  week  throughout  the  year. 

SENIOR  CLASS 

The  Seniors  will  do  some  work  in  Shakespeare  and  Milton,  but 
the  most  of  their  time  be  given  to  later  literature.  Attention  will  be 
directed  to  the  development  of  English  literature  from  the  time  of 
Shakespeare  to  that  of  Tennyson  and  Browning,  including  the  growth 
and  the  decline  of  Classicism  and  the  rise  and  influence  of  Roman- 
ticism. 

In  addition  to  the  selections  from  the  authors  whose  works  are 
to  be  studied,  the  students  will  need  Crawshaw's  Making  of  English 
Literature,  Shairp's  Poetic  Interpretation  of  Nature,  and  Winchester's 
Literary  Criticism. 

Frequent  use  is  made  of  the  College  library,  which  is  becoming  more 
and  more  thoroughly  equipped  for  the  scholarly  study  of  literature, 
history,  and  science. 
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PROFESSORS  GALLOWAY  AND  M'DILL 


General  Remarks 

The  Fitting  School  has  been  considerably  strengthened 
and  made  equal  to  the  courses  offered  by  the  best  High  Schools 
in  the  country.  The  aim  is  to  make  the  work  of  the  Fitting 
School  courses  of  sufficiently  high  character  and  scope  to 
prepare  students  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  class  of 
Erskine  or  any  of  the  colleges  of  the  State.  The  work  has 
been  raised  a  full  year.  There  are  two  courses,  one  prepara- 
tory to  the  A.  Course  of  the  college,  the  other  to  the  B.  Course. 
The  essential  difference  between  these  courses  is  the  substitu- 
tion of  Science  for  Greek.  Thoroughness  is  the  supreme  aim 
of  the  department. 

This  department  is  directly  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Faculty,  and  thereby  enjoys  the  training  and  discipline  which 
must  follow  from  this  close  relation. 

Expenses 

The  students  of  the  Fitting  School  may  secure  rooms  and 
board  at  the  College  Home,  where  expenses  have  been  reduced 
to  the  lowest  possible  figure  consistent  with  health  and  com- 
fort. Tuition  and  other  dues  are  very  reasonable.  For  terms 
apply  to  the  Principal  or  President.  Rules  governing  the  pay- 
ment of  dues  are  the  same  as  those  of  the  College. 

Management 

In  dealing  with  the  students  of  this  department  we  try  to 
put  their  mental,  moral  and  physical  requirements  before  us  as 
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our  guide,  and  with  this  end  in  view,  inspire  within  them  a 
high  moral  tone,  diligence,  and  preserverance,  at  the  same  time 
encouraging  them  in  the  participation  in  healthy  exercises. 

The  discipline  is  kind  but  firm,  and  each  student  is  required 
to  take  as  much  work  as  he  can  do  thoroughly  and  in  keeping 
with  good  health. 

All  students  failing  to  stand  their  June  examinations  will 
be  required,  on  their  return  in  September,  to  stand  the  regular 
entrance  examination. 

Only  in  exceptional  cases  will  the  above  rule  be  departed 
from,  and  that  when  the  class  standing  is  above  the  average. 

JUNIOR  CLASS 
For  entrance  into  this  class  the  applicant  must  have  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  Arithmetic;  United  States  History;  Beginner's  Latin 
and  Rolfe's  Viri  Romse.  English  Grammar  and  the  following  litera- 
ture should  be  used  as  a  basis  for  composition  work:  Hawthorne's 
Wakefield,  Gray  Champion,  and  Great  Stone  Face;  Brown's  Rab  and 
His  Friends;  Lowell's  Vision  of  Sir  Launfal;  Shakespeare's  Merchant 
of  Venice,  or  Julius  Caesar;  Scott's  Lady  of  the  Lake;  Stevenson's 
Treasure  Island.  Special  attention  should  be  paid  to  narration  in 
theme  work. 

Bnglish — English  Grammar  reviewed;  Description  in  composition 
work  emphasized;  Literature  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Senior 
Class. 

Text-Books — Kimball's  English  Sentence;  Stebbin's  Progressive 
Course  in  English  for  Secondary  Schools.  First  Year  Book.  Litera- 
ture: Milton's  L' Allegro  and  II  Pensoroso;  Selections  from  Irving's 
Sketch  Book;  Macaulay's  Samuel  Johnson;  George  Eliot's  Silas  Mar- 
ner;  Shakespeare's  As  You  Like  It,  or  Midsummer  Night's  Dream; 
Scott's  Ivanhoe  or  Cooper's  Last  of  the  Mohicans. 

Mathematics — Algebra   through   Fractional   Equations. 
Text-Book — Wentworth's    New    School    Algebra. 

Latin — Continued  study  of  Accidence;  Rules  of  Syntax;  Practice  in 
forms  and  the  application  of  the  rules.     Roman  pronunciation  is  used. 

Text-Books — Bennett's  Latin  Grammar;  Caesar,  Books  I  to  IV; 
Sallust  Catiline;  Composition  based  on  the  text. 

Geography — Maury's  Manual.

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SENIOR  CLASS 


For  entrance  into  this  class  the  applicant  will  be  required  to  pass 
satisfactory  examinations  on  the  studies  of  the  Junior  Class,  or  their 
equivalent. 

English — The  work  of  this  year  will  be  devoted  to  the  more  difficult 
forms  of  composition,  exposition  and  argumentation.

Greek — Study  of  Accidence  and  the  simple  rules  of  Syntax,  with 
daily  exercises  illustrating  the  same. 

Text-Books — White's  First  Greek  Book;  Xenophon's  Anabasis. 

Science — Physical  Geography. 

Text-Book — Maury's  Physical  Geography. 

History — General  History. 
Text-Book — Myer's  General  History. 

Bible — Gilbert's  Student's  Life  of  Christ  with  a  Harmony  of  the 
Gospels. 
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Government 


The  government  of  the  College  is  mild  and  parental. 
Severe  acts  of  discipline  are  avoided  as  much  as  possible. 
Appeals  are  made  to  the  honor,  self-respect  or  sense  of  duty 
of  the  students,  or  to  the  regard  which  they  have  for  their 
character  and  the  wishes  of  parents  and  friends.  Information 
is  lodged  with  parents  and  guardians  against  the  idle  and  the 
wayward. 

A  strict  attention  to  the  exercises  of  the  recitation  room 
is  required,  and  every  student  is  promptly  called  to  account 
for  his  absence. 

All  students  in  the  regular  College  classes  are  required  to 
join  one  or  the  other  of  the  three  Literary  Societies,  and,  dur- 
ing their  whole  connection  with  the  College,  to  take  part  in  all 
Society  duties,  unless  the  Faculty  otherwise  direct. 

The  religious  exercises  of  the  College  consist  in  the  daily 
reading  of  the  Scriptures  and  prayer  in  the  Chapel;  Bible 
class  exercises  on  Sabbath  morning,  together  with  the  oppor- 
tunity of  attending  the  Associate  Reformed  church  or  other 
places  of  worship  in  the  village  during  the  day,  and  the  College 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  on  Sabbath  evening. 

Rules  and  Regulations 

Chapter  I. 

ADMISSION 

1.  No  one  may  be  admitted  as  a  student  into  any  of  the 
College  classes  but  by  examination  before  the  Faculty,  or 
on  satisfactory  evidence  of  fitness. 

2.  Anyone  applying  for  admission  shall  be  required  to 
furnish  a  certificate  of  good  moral  character,  and,  if  from 
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another  college  or  school,  of  his  good  standing  from  his  instruc- 
tors. 

3.  If  anyone  enters  College  during  the  progress  of  a  term 
he  will  pay  the  same  fees  as  if  he  had  entered  at  the  beginning 
of  that  term. 

Chapter  II. 

RECITATION  AND  HOURS  OF  STUDY 

1.  Every  student  shall  have  at  least  three  recitations  daily 
on  every  week  day  except  Saturday. 

2.  During  the  hours  of  study  all  students  are  required  to 
abstain  from  all  conduct  which  will  disturb  the  quiet  and  com- 
posure necessary  to  study. 

Chapter  III. 

DEVOTIONAL    EXERCISES 

1.  Every  student  is  required  to  attend  the  religious  exer- 
cises in  the  Chapel  every  morning,  and  on  the  Sabbath  to 
attend  a  Bible  recitation  in  the  College,  and  services  in  the 
village  church,  except  in  cases  where  permission  may  have 
been  obtained  to  attend  other  places  of  worship. 

2.  All  students  are  required  to  sanctify  the  Sabbath,  to 
abstain  from  their  usual  employments  or  recreations,  and  from 
all  conduct  inconsistent  with  the  sacredness  of  that  day. 

Chapter  IV. 

DEPORTMENT 

1.  Every  student  shall  at  all  times  demean  himself  with 
due  respect  towards  the  persons  and  the  authority  of  the  Fac- 
ulty. 

2.  Every  student  defacing  or  injuring,  in  any  way,  the  Col- 
lege building,  or  any  other  College  property,  shall  be  punished 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty. 

3.  No  student  may  keep,  buy  or  use  intoxicating  liquors. 
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4.  No  student  may  play  cards,  dice,  or  any  game  of  chance. 

5.  No  student  may  bet  on  drafts,  chess,  or  any  other  game. 

6.  No  student  shall  appear  in  any  public  exhibition  con- 
nected with  the  College  without  having  his  exercises  reviewed 
and  approved  by  some  member  of  the  Faculty.  All  programs 
must  be  submitted  to  the  President  for  approval  or  revision. 

7.  An  offense  against  the  laws  and  regulations  of  the  vil- 
lage corporation  shall  be  considered  an  offense  against  the  Col- 
lege. 

8.  Every  student  is  responsible  for  good  order  in  his  own 
room. 

9.  Every  student  is  required  to  remain  in  his  own  room 
from  the  close  of  study  hours  during  the  remainder  of  the 
night. 

10.  No  assembly  or  meeting  of  the  students  is  lawful  with- 
out the  consent  of  some  member  of  the  Faculty.  This  regula- 
tion does  not  apply  to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Literary 
Societies. 

11.  No  society  shall  be  organized  or  have  an  existence  in 
the  College  without  the  permission  and  consent  of  the  Faculty. 

Chapter  V. 

1.  The  punishment  of  the  College  shall  be  admonition, 
suspension,  dismission,  and  expulsion.  The  Faculty  may,  when 
in  their  judgment  there  is  sufficient  cause,  request  a  parent 
or  guardian  to  remove  a  student  from  College,  and  for  defi- 
ciency in  scholarship  may  degrade  one  from  a  higher  to  a 
lower  class. 

2.  The  Faculty  is  empowered  to  make  such  other  regula- 
tions as  they  may  consider  necessary  to  good  order  and  pro- 
priety of  conduct.

General  Information 


Location 

— JpTRSKINE  COLLEGE  is  situated  at  Due  West,  Abbe- 
*Wille  County,  South  Carolina,  being  forty  miles  distant 
from  Greenville  and  one  hundred  miles  from  Columbia.  The 
train  from  Due  West  meets  all  passenger  trains  on  the  South- 
ern Railroad  at  Donalds,  S.  C. 

In  healthfulness  the  location  is  exceptional.  The  ground 
is  high  and  rolling,  with  good  natural  drainage,  and  with  an 
elevation  of  nearly  eight  hundred  feet  above  sea  level.  The 
campus  in  which  the  college  buildings  are  placed  comprises 
about  twenty-four  acres,  set  with  a  natural  grove  of  oaks  and 
pines. 

Due  West  is  quite  a  college  town,  where  all  of  the  influences 
are  highly  favorable  to  study,  and  where  the  excitements  and 
distractions  always  found  in  larger  towns  and  cities,  are  hap- 
pily absent.  Mails  are  received  four  times  a  day,  and  there  is 
telephone  connection  with  telegraph  lines  and  with  all  sur- 
rounding towns.  Here  also  are  located  two  other  educational 
institutions,  viz:  the  Woman's  College  of  Due  West  and  the 
Theological  Seminary  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Church. 

History 

Erskine  College  has  a  history  extending  over  seventy- four 
years,  being  organized  in  1837.  At  the  time  of  its  organi- 
zation there  was  not  a  single  institution  in  this  or  in  adjoining 
States  that  afforded  the  advantages  of  a  collage  training  under 
Christian  influences.  Students  from  this  section  were  com- 
pelled to  seek  such  an  education  in  northern  colleges.  This 
institution  enjoys  the  enviable  distinction  of  having  been  a 
pioneer  in  the  field  of  Christian  education  in  the  South. 

Erskine  College  is  the  property  of  the  Associate  Reformed 
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Presbyterian  Synod  of  the  South,  and  is  under  the  direction 
and  control  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  appointed  by  the  Synod. 
The  first  President  was  Rev.  E.  E.  Pressly,  D.D.,  and  asso- 
ciated with  him  was  the  following  corps  of  teachers  Mr. 
N.  M.  Gordon,  Rev.  J.  N.  Young,  and  Rev.  J.  P.  Pressly,  D.D. 
As  the  patronage  and  means  of  the  college  increased,  addi- 
tional professors  were  employed  until  the  plans  of  the  founders 
were  in  a  measure  realized.  It  has  had  the  following  gentle- 
men as  Presidents :  Rev.  E.  E.  Pressly,  D.D.,  Rev.  R.  C.  Grier, 
D.D.  (two  terms,  1847  to  l858  and  l8o5  to  1871),  Rev.  E.  L. 
Patton,  LL.D.,  Rev.  W.  M.  Grier,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  Rev.  F.  Y. 
Pressly,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  Rev.  J.  S.  Moffatt,  D.D. 

The  first  faculties  were  drawn  mostly  from  northern  col- 
leges, such  as  Jefferson,  Pa.,  and  Miami  University,  Ohio.  In 
later  years  they  have  been  taken  from  graduates  of  colleges 
in  the  South — such  as  the  University  of  Georgia,  South  Caro- 
lina, and  Erskine  College.  Several  of  them  have  taken  courses 
of  special  study  in  Yale,  John  Hopkins  University,  Princeton, 
Amherst,  etc. 

In  its  earlier  years  the  College  offered  but  one  course  of 
study.  Effort  was  concentrated  on  the  classical  course  of 
study,  and  the  one  aim  was  to  attain  to  a  high  standard  of 
excellence  in  Language,  Literature,  Mathematics,  History  and 
Philosophy.  And  while  the  culture  studies  still  occupy  a  prom- 
inent place  in  the  curriculum,  the  College  has  endeavored  to 
keep  pace  with  the  demands  of  the  age,  and  the  courses  of 
instruction  have  been  broadened  as  far  as  the  limits  of  a  facul- 
ty of  the  ordinary  number  will  permit.  The  College  does  not 
attempt  to  do  the  work  of  a  university,  believing  that  it  can 
render  more  useful  service  by  doing  thoroughly  the  work  in 
its  own  chosen  field.  A  detailed  statement  of  the  course 
offered  will  be  found  in  another  place. 

Endowments 

Previous  to  1853  the  College  relied  on  tuition  fees  and  the 
interest  of  a  few  donations  and  bequests  to  defray  expenses.

In  that  year,  the  plan  of  endowing  the  College  by  the  sale  of 
scholarships  was  adopted,  and  a  vigorous  attempt  made  to 
carry  out  the  scheme. 

Money  was  scarce  and  crops  not  abundant,  but  by  making 
liberal  offers  in  the  way  of  tuition  more  than  $50,000  was 
raised  toward  the  endowment  of  the  College.  This,  in  con- 
nection with  funds  previously  received  from  Capt.  Blair  and 
others,  and  more  recently  from  Christopher  Strong,  Esq.,  of 
Tennessee,  and  Col.  Wm.  Wright,  of  Yorkville,  S.  C,  raised 
the  endowment  to  about  $70,000. 

The  result  of  the  Civil  war  swept  away  all  of  this  endow- 
ment excepting  about  $13,000.  Having  tried  some  temporary 
expedients,  the  Synod,  in  1871,  entered  on  a  second  effort  to 
secure  a  permanent  endowment.  The  plan  was  similar  to  the 
one  of  1853,  excepting  that  the  price  of  scholarships  was  raised 
to  $20  each,  and  the  term  of  the  College's  obligation  limited  to 
1895.  Though  the  friends  of  the  College  were  impoverished 
and  discouraged  by  the  disasters  of  the  war,  this  effort  met 
a  liberal  response,  and  the  sale  of  scholarships,  together  with 
a  few  additional  donations  and  bequests,  raised  the  endow- 
ment to  about  $80,000. 

The  largest  donation  was  $15,000  by  Mrs.  Ann  Wallace,  ot 
Kentucky,  and  the  largest  bequest  the  College  has  received 
was  by  the  will  of  the  late  Doctor  Hearst,  of  Abbeville,  S.  C. 
He  left  two-thirds  of  his  estate  to  the  College.  About  $11,000 
was  realized  on  it.  More  recently  liberal  contributions  to  this 
fund  have  been  made  by  Joseph  Wylie  and  R.  N.  Hemphill, 
both  of  Chester,  S.  C. 

Buildings 

The  first  College  building  was  burned  in  January,  1892. 
Before  this,  active  measures  had  been  taken  for  the  erection 
of  a  new  building.  This  building  was  formally  dedicated  in 
June,  1893.  It  is  °f  modern  style  and  one  of  the  handsomest 
college  buildings  in  this  State.  The  rooms  are  large  and  well 
ventilated  and  admirably  suited  for  recitation  and  lecture 
rooms.    The  cost  was  about  $40,000. 
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The  Library  and  Reading  Room 

The  various  libraries  accessible  to  the  students  contain, 
all  told,  ten  (io)  thousand  volumes.  A  recent  appropriation 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  made  possible  the  addition  of 
about  1,000  volumes  during  the  year  1909.  In  order  to  increase 
the  use  of  the  volumes  the  faculty  and  members  of  the  library 
societies  decided  a  short  time  ago  to  put  all  the  books  in  the 
library  room  of  the  College.  A  librarian  has  been  employed 
to  take  charge  of  the  room  and  keep  it  and  the  reading  room 
open  several  hours  a  day.  Citizens  of  the  town  who  may  wish 
to  use  the  books  and  magazines  belonging  to  the  library  will 
be  permittted  to  use  them  on  payment  of  the  regular  fee. 

We  should  like  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Alumni  and 
friends  of  the  College  to  what  we  consider  an  important  move- 
ment towards  making  the  libraries  more  useful.  The  useful- 
ness of  any  books  that  these  Alumni  or  friends  may  give  us 
will  be  so  much  greater  than  heretofore  that  we  trust  the  num- 
ber of  our  volumes  may  be  rapidly  increased.  We  are  very 
grateful  to  those  who  have  already  contributed  books  either 
directly  to  the  College  or  to  the  literary  societies. 

During  the  coming  session,  the  College  reading  room  will 
be  run  in  connection  with  the  library.  It  will  be  opened  up  at 
the  beginning  of  the  session  and  will  be  kept  open  six  hours 
each  day.  Here  are  to  be  found  twenty  to  thirty  of  the  leading 
magazines  and  weekly  periodicals,  together  with  several  of  the 
daily  papers  that  may  be  of  local  interest  to  students.  An  an- 
nual fee  of  $1.50  is  collected  from  each  student  to  cover  the 
expenses  of  the  library  and  reading  room. 

The  Commencement  Hall 

The  Commencement  Hall  is  on  the  first  floor,  and  will  com- 
fortably seat  twelve  hundred  persons.  It  is  fitted  with  elegant 
assembly  chairs. 
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Observatory 

The  architect  took  special  pains  to  build  an  observatory  in 
every  way  suited  to  the  purpose  of  astronomical  study.  It 
contains  a  large  equatorial  telescope,  which  is  a  valuable  help 
to  teacher  and  pupil. 

Laboratory 

The  Chemical  Laboratory  is  a  commodious  room  designed 
especially  for  the  purpose.  It  is  well  supplied  with  apparatus 
for  conducting  experiments  to  illustrate  the  course  in  Chemis- 
try as  outlined  under  the  Departments.  During  the  past  year 
a  complete  gas  plant  has  been  added  to  the  equipment.  Each 
laboratory  student  is  given  a  separate  desk  with  drawer  and 
locker  for  the  safe  deposit  of  his  apparatus,  which  is  furnished 
him  from  the  general  stock.  A  deposit  of  $2.50  is  required  to 
cover  breakage  of  apparatus. 

Also  a  fee  of  $5.00  is  charged  each  student  for  chemicals 
consumed  in  his  work. 

"Wylie  Home * 

In  1898  Mr.  Joseph  Wylie,  of  Chester,  S.  C,  gave  the  sum 
of  $15,000  for  the  erection  of  a  "Home"  for  young  ladies  who 
nay  wish  to  attend  Krskine  College.  A  handsome  and  com- 
modious brick  building  was  erected  on  the  campus  and  fur- 
nished \vith  such  conveniences  as  are  needed  for  the  comfort  of 
the  inmates.  The  rates  for  board  are  $100.00  per  school  year, 
including  fuel  and  lights. 

The  "Wylie  Home"  building  was  destroyed  by  fire  Dec. 
29th,  1909. 

A  new  building  has  been  erected  capable  of  accommodating 
twenty-two  young  ladies.  It  is  heated  by  steam,  lighted  by 
acetylene  and  is  connected  with  the  waterworks  on  the  campus. 
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The  new  building  provides  for  a  home  for  the  President  of 
the  College  so  that  the  young  ladies  in  the  "Wylie  Home"  will 
be  under  his  immediate  care  and  supervision. 

Young  ladies  intending  to  enter  the  "Wylie  Home"  should 
apply,  not  later  than  September  i,  to  J.  S.  Moffatt  for  cards 
which,  if  attached  to  baggage,  will  insure  a  speedy  delivery. 


Wylie  Educational  Fund 

It  may  be  stated  in  this  connection  that  Mr.  Wylie 
bequeathed  $10,000  to  be  known  as  the  "Wylie  Educational 
Fund  for  Girls,"  the  interest  of  which  is  to  be  used  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  in  paying  the  tuition  of  such  young  ladies  as 
may  be  selected.  Application  for  aid  from  this  fund  should  be 
made  to  the  President  of  the  College  by  August  15. 


College   Home 

This  is  a  beautiful  structure,  three  stories  high,  and  capable 
of  accommodating  about  seventy  boarders.  The  building  is 
heated  throughout  by  the  hot  water  system.  There  are  bath 
rooms,  with  cold  and  hot  water  in  each.  Application  for  rooms 
in  the  College  Home  must  be  made  by  August  10th  of  each 
year  and  must  be  accompanied  with  $2.00.  If  the  student 
occupies  the  room,  this  amount  will  be  credited  on  his  room 
rent.     If  he  fails  to  come  it  will  be  forfeited. 


Indemnity  Fund 

Each  student  will  be  required  when  paying  tuition  to  deposit 
$5.00  as  an  indemnity  fund  to  cover  any  damages  that  may 
be  done  to  college  buildings.  Any  balance  from  this  fund  will 
be  returned  to  the  students  at  the  close  of  the  college  year. 


Eb-Skine  CohiMtj  Due  West,  S.  C.  13 

Athletic  Association 

This  is  a  student  organization  for  the  encouragement  and 
direction  of  athletic  sports.  It  holds  membership  in  the  inter- 
collegiate association  of  the  State.  There  are  three  tennis 
courts  on  the  campus,  and  an  athletic  field,  conveniently  located, 
is  provided  by  the  College.  The  Board  of  Trustees  make  a 
liberal  appropriation  each  year  to  the  association.  Students 
are  earnestly  advised  to  take  some  form  of  out-of-door  exer- 
cise each  day. 

A  healthy  body  is  essential  to  the  best  mental  culture. 

Young  Men's  Christian  Association 

The  students  have  a  strong  and  active  Association.  A  large 
and  beautiful  hall,  neatly  and  comfortably  furnished,  has  been 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Association.  The  members  have 
a  prayer  meeting  every  Sabbath  evening  and  a  business  meet- 
ing on  the  first  Saturday  night  of  every  month. 

Young  Women's  Christian  Association 

This  is  an  organization  of  the  young  women  of  the  College, 
Weekly  meetings  are  held  in  the  parlor  of  "Wylie  Home." 
These  meetings  are  largely  devotional,  with  occasional  lec- 
tures by  persons  invited  by  the  Association. 

Literary    Societies 

There  are  three  of  these  societies  in  the  College — the  Euphe- 
main,  the  Philomathean  and  the  Calliopean.  The  first  two 
mentioned  have  attractive  and  well- furnished  halls  on  the  cam- 
pus. 

All  students  of  the  College  are  required  to  become  members 
of  one  of  these  societies  except  those  in  the  Freshman  Class 
and  Fitting  School  and  those  taking  a  partial  course. 

The  College  regards  these  societies  as  most  valuable  fac- 
tors in  the  work  of  education  inasmuch  as  they  supplement 
by  the  training  they  give,  the  instruction  of  the  class-room. 
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The  generous  rivalry  between  them  acts  as  a  wholesome  stimu- 
lus to  effort.  In  no  other  way  could  the  student  gain  the 
same  experience  in  declamation,  essay  writing  and  disputation. 
Many  have  confessed  in  after  life  their  indebtedness  to  the 
practice  of  these  arts  which  these  societies  afforded. 

Two  sessions  are  held  each  week — on  Friday  afternoon  and 
night.  The  afternoon  meetings  are  devoted  largely  to  essay 
reading  and  declamation,  the  evening  session  to  debate.  These 
contests  afford  splendid  training  in  quick,  logical  thinking  and 
the  ready  expression  of  thought.  Medals  are  given  for  excel- 
lence in  declamation,  oratory,  essay  writing  and  debating. 

The  exercises  are  conducted  in  parliamentary  order,  and 
give  valuable  training  to  the  members  in  self-government  and 
in  the  orderly  management  of  public  assemblies. 

The  Erskinian 

An  important  feature  is  the  magazine  published  by  the 
students.  The  two  Literary  Sicieties  are  pledged  to  its  sup- 
port, and  it  is  thus  made  a  permanent  journal.  It  offers  a  fine 
field  for  the  cultivation  of  essay  writing;  original  contributions 
are  solicited  from  all  the  students.  A  gold  medal  is  offered 
by  the  editorial  staff  for  the  best  contribution,  and  proves  very 
beneficial  in  stimulating  all  to  excel  in  original  composition. 

The  Faculty  cordially  endorse  college  journalism  as  an 
important  factor  in  promoting  a  higher  interest  in  essay  writ- 
ing, a  more  elegant  style,  and  a  greater  general  excellence  in 
authorship.  We  should  like  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Alumni 
tc  the  fact  that  its  usefulness  would  be  greatly  increased  if 
they  would  respond  more  generally  to  its  support.  The  price  is 
$1.00  per  year. 

Secret  Fraternities 

These  are  positively  prohibited  in  Erskine  College.  The 
Board  of  Trustees  in  the  year  1892  took  the  following  action 
in  reference  to  the  matter: 

Whereas,  Secret  Fraternities  in  colleges  breed  strife  and  contention 
among  the  students,  decrease  the  efficiency  of  Literary  Societies,  work 
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injury  even  to  the  religious  associations  among  them,  and  are  evil  in 
their  tendencies. 

Resolved,  1st.     That  the  judgment  of  the   Board   is  against  them. 

2nd.  That  the  Board  respectfully  requests  the  Fraternities  of  Ers- 
kine  College  to  disband  and  give  up  their  charters,  and  that  the  Fac- 
ulty of  the  College  be  authorized  to  use  their  best  efforts  to  induce 
these   Fraternities    to    disband. 

3rd.  That  parents  are  hereby  affectionately  urged  to  dissuade  their 
sons  from  connection  with  said  organizations.

The  College  Home  will  be  conducted  on  the  co-operative 
plan,  under  the  supervision  and  control  of  a  committee 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  A  committee  of  students 
will  attend  to  the  purchasing  of  supplies,  collecting  dues,  etc. 

A  rental  of  $1.50  per  month  will  be  charged,  each  occupant 
of  a  room.  Students  occupying  a  room  alone  from  choice  will 
be  charged  $2.00  per  month.  No  assignment  of  rooms  to 
single  occupants  shall  be  made  until  all  applicants  have  been 
supplied. 

The  cost  of  board  will  be  apportioned  at  the  end  of  each 
month.  It  is  confidently  believed  that  by  careful  and  economi- 
cal management  the  cost  will  not  exceed  $9.00  per  month. 

The  occupants  of  the  Home  will  adopt  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  shall  secure  good  order,  and  failure  to  obey  these 
shall  be  punished  by  expulsion. 

Refund  of  Tuition 

No  tuition  will  be  refunded  when  a  student  is  dismissed 
from  College.     But  for  sickness  and  other  causes,  it  may  be 
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refunded  at  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty,  provided  the  time 
lost  is  not  less  than  a  month.

Each  boarder  in  the  home  is  expected  to  supply  himself  with 
the  following  articles:

Students  From  a  Distance 

Students  coming  from  a  distance  of  300  miles  or  more  will 
be  allowed  a  reduction  of  one-half  the  Tuition  Fee,  the  total 
cost  to  students  from  a  distance  being  thus  $25.00  for  the  year. 

The  above  may  be  sufficient  to  satisfy  inquiries  which  are 
frequently  made  in  respect  to  the  necessary  expenses  of  a  stu- 
dent. 

Everyone  knows  that  clothing,  pocket  money,  and  all  mat- 
ters of  this  sort  depend  entirely  upon  the  indulgence  of  parents 
and  the  habits  of  their  sons. 

The  contingent  Fee  of  $5.00  and  one-half  Tuitions  must  be 
paid  in  full  before  the  student  is  admitted  to  recitation.  The 
other  half  must  be  paid  February  the  first. 

Special  Endowments 

Joseph  Wylje  Professorship  of  Mental  and  Moral  Phil- 
osophy.— By  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  any  person 
contributing  the  sum  of  $5,000  to  the  Endowment  Fund  shall 
have  the  right  of  naming  the  chair  to  which  it  shall  go.  Mr. 
Joseph  Wylie,  of  Chester,  S.  C,  having  given  the  sum  of 
$8,000,  the  Board  directed  that  it  should  go  to  the  chair  of 
Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy  and  that  the  chair  should  be 
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known  hereafter  as  the  "Joseph  Wylie  Professorship  of  Men- 
tal and  Moral  Sciences." 

To  this  fund  the  lamented  R.  N.  Hemphill,  of  Chester 
county,  contributed  the  sum  of  $4,000. 

Other  Gifts. — In  addition  to  the  persons  already  named, 
William  Johnson,  of  Alabama,  Dr.  G.  W.  Pressly  and  Dr. 
James  Norwood,  both  of  Abbeville  County,  S.  C,  have  con- 
tributed largely  to  the  funds  of  the  College.  We  cherish  their 
memories  among  her  benefactors. 

Scholarships    and   Aids 

Duane  Mower  Scholarship.— In  almost  every  community 
may  be  found  worthy  young  men  who  earnestly  desire  to 
secure  an  education  in  order  that  they  may  attain  to  a  higher 
plane  of  usefulness ;  but  lack  of  means  makes  the  laudable 
ambition  seem  impossible  of  realization.  A  small  sum  added 
to  their  own  resources  will  often  secure  the  end.  There  are 
few  forms  of  investment  open  to  persons  of  means  that  prom- 
ises larger  or  more  substantial  returns  than  help  given  to  young 
men  of  this  character. 

The  Duane  Mower  Scholarship  was  endowed  by  friends  of 
the  College  for  the  benefit  of  deserving  young  men  who  are 
unable  to  bear  the  cost  of  a  college  course.  The  larger  con- 
tributor to  this  fund  was  Mrs.  Cynthia  S.  Mower,  Newberry, 
S.  C,  and  the  scholarship  was  made  a  memorial  of  her  deceased 
husband.  The  income  of  this  scholarship  amounts  to  $150.00 
per  annum,  and  is  disbursed  by  a  committee  of  the  Board  for 
the  benefit  of  deserving  young  men.  Applications  for  aid  from 
this  fund  must  be  made  to  the  President  of  the  College. 

McMillan  Fund. — Dr.  Robert  McMillan,  San  Francisco, 
Cal.,  bequeathed  to  his  executors  certain  real  estate,  the  pro- 
ceeds from  the  sale  of  which  were  to  be  paid  "to  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  Erskine  Theological  Seminary,  to  be  by  them 
invested,  and  the  income  thereof  to  be  devoted  to  the  education 
and  maintenance  of  young  men  for  the  ministry  of  the  Gos- 
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pel  at  or  in  the  Seminary  aforesaid,  or  in  their  preparation 
of  entering  said  Seminary."  From  the  sale  of  this  property 
the  sum  of  $13,000  was  realized.  The  interest  of  this  fund  is 
devoted  to  the  benefit  of  young  men  of  approved  character  to 
aid  in  a  course  of  preparation  for  the  Gospel  ministry,  both  in 
the  College  and  Seminary.  Applications,  accompanied  by  cer- 
tificates from  pastors  or  clerks  of  Presbyteries,  should  be  made 
to  Prof.  G.  G.  Parkinson. 

The  Johnson  Fund. — Another  Scholarship  Fund  of  the 
value  of  $2,000  has  been  donated  by  Mrs.  B.  J.  Johnson,  of 
Louisville,  Georgia.  The  interest  from  this  fund  is  used  in 
aiding  young  men  who  are  unable  to  provide  for  the  expenses 
of  a  college  education.  The  beneficiaries  of  this  generous  gift 
are  selected  by  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees. Application  should  be  made  to  the  President  of  the  Col- 
lege. 

The  Watt  Bequest. — Mrs.  Mary  A.  Watt,  in  her  will 
made  March  14,  1887,  left  the  residue  of  her  estate  to  Erskine 
College.  The  interest  upon  said  residue  to  be  applied  toward 
the  education  of  indigent  students  of  said  College.  This  residue 
amounted  to  about  $1,000.  Applications  for  aid  from  this  fund 
should  be  made  to  the  President  of  the  College, 

Alumni    Association 

The  Alumni  Association  is  an  active  organization.  It  meets 
annually,  and  thus  seeks  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  graduates 
who  have  gone  out  from  the  institution,  The  President  is  Dr.

UNIT    SYSTEM 

For  the  information  of  prospective  students  we  insert  the 
following  report  on  the  ''unit  system"  which  has  been  recom- 
mended to  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  accredited  public 
high  schools: 

1.  That  they  adopt  what  may  be  called  the  unit  system 
in  placing  a  valuation  upon  the  work  of  such  schools. 

2.  That  the  unit  adopted  be,  in  each  subject,  recitation 
work  for  five  weekly  periods  of  not  less  than  forty  minutes 
each  for  thirty-six  weeks. 

3.  That  no  school  be  accredited  as  a  whole,  but  each  school 
be  accredited  in  each  subject  according  to  the  number  of 
units  of  the  work  done. 

4.  That  the  contents  of  the  units,  for  which  work  is  to  be 
selected  for  high  schools,  be  as  follows : 

English — Rhetoric  and  Composition,  1  unit ;  American  Literature  and 
Prescribed  Readings,  1 ;  English  Literature  and  Prescribed  Readings,  1. 
Readings,  1. 

Mathematics — Algebra  to  Quadratics,  1 ;  Algebra,  Quadratics  and 
beyond,  1 ;  Plane  Geometry,  1. 

Latin — Forms  and  Prose  Composition,  1 ;  Four  Books  Caesar,  or 
equivalent,  1 ;  Six  Orations,  Cicero,  or  equivalent,  1 ;  Four  Books  Vir- 
gil, or  equivalent,  1. 

History — Greek  and  Roman  History,  1 ;  Mediaeval  and  Modern  His- 
tory, 1 ;   English  History,   1 ;   American  History  and  Civics,   1.

Remarks — It  may  be  added  that  while  the  courses  here  out- 
lined will  be  followed  in  the  main,  there  may  be  some  depart- 
ures from  them. 

No  professors  will  be  required  to  form  a  class  in  an  elective 
study  unless  as  many  as  four  students  wish  to  enter  the  class. 

Special  Courses 

Under  exceptional  circumstances  students  may  be  permitted 
to  select  special  courses  of  one  or  two  studies  not  leading  to  a 
degree.  They  shall,  however,  be  required  to  undergo  such  an 
examination  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  ascertain  their 
fitness  to  pursue  the  course  proposed ;  and  when  admitted  they 
shall  be  subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regulations  as  other 
undergraduates.  When  they  have  completed  the  work  satis- 
factorily, testimonials  of  proficiency  will  be  given. 

After  the  year  iCjio-'n  (by  recent  change),  the  granting  of 
official  certificates  by  the  Faculty  upon  completion  of  three  de- 
partments of  the  college  course  will  be  discontinued. 

Graduate    Courses 

DEGREES  OF  A.    M. 

The  giving  of  A.M.  as  an  honorary  degree  has  been  discon- 
tinued, and  the  degree  of  A.M.  is  now  conferred  as  a  reward 
of  work  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Faculty.  Any  A.B. 
of  this  College,  or  any  other  person  who  can  furnish  evidence 
of  satisfactory  attainments,  may  obtain  the  degree  A.M.  on 
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the  following  conditions :  (a)  The  applicant  must  pursue  for 
one  year  a  course  of  advanced  resident  study  in  at  least  two 
subjects  of  the  Department  of  Arts;  (b)  he  must  present  a 
satisfactory  thesis  on  some  subject  connected  with  his  princi- 
pal study,  and  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  on  all  his  work; 
(c)  a  fee  of  $15.00  must  be  paid  before  the  degree  will  be  con- 
ferred. 

The  President  and  Professor  McCain  constitute  a  com- 
mittee to  whom  those  who  desire  to  take  the  course  named 
above  may  write  for  further  information. 

Young  graduates  will  find  it  helpful  to  them  to  take  a  special 
course,  as  direction  and  definiteness  will  thus  be  given  to  their 
studies  for  at  least  one  year. 

Systematic  Bible  Study 

By  the  act  of  the  trustees  the  Bible  is  now  a  part  of  the 
regular  College  course.  It  is  required  two  hours  a  week  in  the 
Freshman  and  Sophomore  Classes,  and  is  elective  three  hours 
a  week  in  the  Junior  Class.  For  the  present  it  has  been 
arranged  that  instruction  in  Bible  be  given  by  Professor  Mc- 
Cain, a  part  of  his  work  in  English  being  done  by  Professor 
Long. 

In  the  course  the  Bible  itself  is  the  text-book,  and  a  careful 
study  of  it  is  required.  The  Professor  endeavors  to  impress  on 
the  students  the  importance  of  the  Bible  as  the  indispensable 
equipment  for  right  thinking  and  right  living.  History, 
prophecy,  gospels,  and  epistles  are  all  studied  as  carefully  and 
as  fully  as  the  time  set  apart  for  the  work  will  allow.  It  is 
believed  that  no  course  in  the  College  will  yield  richer  results 
than  the  Bible  course. 

Session  and  Vacation 

The  College  session  begins  on  the  second  Wednesday  of 
September  and  closes  the  first  Tuesday  in  June.     The  session 
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is  divided,  without  intermediate  vacation,  into  two  terms  of 
four  and  one-half  months  each. 

It  is  very  important  that  students  should  enter  or  return  to 
College  at  the  beginning  of  the  session,  since  an  absence  of  a 
few  days  at  a  time  when  a  new  branch  of  study  is  begun  sel- 
dom fails  to  embarrass  the  whole  course,  and  some  are  unable 
to  make  up  the  loss.  Students  failing  to  be  present  for  recita- 
tion on  the  day  of  opening  after  the  holiday  vacation,  unless 
detained  by  sickness,  will  forfeit  their  matriculation  fee. 

Examinations  and  Reports 

During  the  year  two  examinations  are  held  on  the  work  of 
the  various  departments,  one  before  the  Christmas  holidays 
and  the  other  before  Commencement.  Following  these  exam- 
inations, reports  showing  the  class  standing  are  sent  to  parents 
or  guardians.  The  reports  are  based  both  on  the  daily  reci- 
tations and  on  the  examinations,  and  embrace  the  deportment 
and  punctuality  of  students,  as  well  as  their  grade  in  scholar- 
ship. If  a  student  fails  during  any  term  to  obtain  the  required 
mark,  he  will  ordinarily  be  asked  to  take  again  in  the  class- 
room the  work  in  which  he  is  deficient.  If,  however,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  professor  the  deficiency  is  such  that  it  may 
be  made  up  by  examinations  alone,  the  students  may  be  al- 
lowed to  make  it  up  without  recitations. 

Honor  Roll 

The  names  of  all  students  making  an  average  grade  of  95 
in  any  department  will  be  placed  on  the  Honor  Roll  of  the  Col- 
lege under  what  is  termed  "Class  1 ;"  those  with  an  average 
of  90  to  95  are  put  in  "Class  2."  This  Honor  Roll  is  announced 
at  Commencement  and  also  published  in  the  College  Catalogue. 

When  a  student  has  made  special  attainments  in  scholarship 
the  fact  will  be  indicated  on  his  diploma  by  the  phrase,  "Cum 
laude,"  "Magna  cum  laude,"  or  "Summa  cum  laude,"  accord- 
ing to  the  degree  of  attainment  made. 
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The  Departments 

Wylie  Professorship  of  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy 

PRESIDENT    MOFFATT 

This  department  embraces  Logic,  theoretical  and  practical 
Ethics  and  Psychology.  The  text-book  method  of  instruction 
is  used  generally,  but  free  use  is  made  of  knowledge  that  can 
be  gained  from  other  sources. 

Logic — Elective — Three  hours  a  week  for  the  first  term.  Special 
attention  given  to  logical  methods,  inductive  and  deductive- 

Ethics — Elective — Three  hours  a  week  for  second  term.  The  course 
aims  to  outline  the  theistic  and  psychological  basis  of  Ethics,  and  the 
nature  of  moral  ideas. 

Psychology — Required  in  Senior  Class,  B.  Course,  and  elective  in 
A.  Course.  Three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  session.  A  study  of 
the  development  of  the  human  mind,  and  the  conditions  and  laws  that 
govern  this  development.  Frequent  reference  is  made  to  the  discov- 
eries of  experimental  psychology. 

For  a  portion  of  the  school  year  one  hour  a  week  will  be  devoted 
to  Philosophy. 

History  and  Economics 

PROFESSOR  GALLOWAY 

For  entrance  into  the  Freshman  Class  in  History  the  appli- 
cant will  be  required  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  on 
Robinson's  History  of  Western  Europe  and  Montgomery's 
Student's  History  of  England,  or  their  equivalents.  History  is 
required  in  both  courses  in  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore 
Classes. 


_  Freshman  Class— Two  hours  a  week.  This  course  is  designed  to 
give  a  knowledge  of  the  essential  facts  of  European  history  as  well  as 
to  train  students  in  the  general  principles  and  methods  of  historical 
study.  It  covers  the  history  of  the  Middle  Ages,  the  Renaissance,  the 
Reformation,  and  the  religious  wars.  Special  attention  is  given  to 
social,  intellectual  and  economic  conditions,  as  well  as  to  religious  and

political  questions.     Instruction  is  based  on  text-books,  supplemented 
by  discussions,  outlines,  and  written  reports  on  assigned  topics. 

Text-books — Emerton's  Introduction  to  the  Middle  Ages,  Creighton's 
Age  of  Elizabeth,  Gardiner's  Puritan  Revolution,  Hollings  Renaissance 
and  Reformation. 

Sophomore  Class — Two  hours  a  week.  This  course  extends  through- 
out the  Sophomore  year  and  is  required  of  all  students  in  both  courses. 
The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  give  an  outline  of  the  development  of 
the  history  of  Europe  during  the  eighteenth  and  nineteenth  centuries, 
including  not  only  the  internal  history  of  the  principal  states,  but  also 
the  larger  social  and  intellectual  movements  and  the  problems  of  Col- 
onial expansion.  A  reasonable  amount  of  parallel  readings  will  be  re- 
quired. 

Text-books — Schwill's  Modern  Europe,  Fournier's  Napoleon  I,  Mat- 
thew's French  Revolution. 

Economics 

The  study  of  Economics  is  prescribed  in  the  Sophomore 
Class  in  Course  B.  Two  and  one-half  hours  a  week.  The 
design  of  this  course  is  to  study  the  value  of  material  things, 
of  human  services,  and  the  social  aspect  of  value.  An  intro- 
ductory outline  of  the  history  of  economic  theory  will  be  fol- 
lowed by  a  careful  study  of  the  general  principles  of  Econ- 
omics. Special  attention  will  be  given  to  the  questions  that  are 
vital  issues  of  the  day.  Such  as  Finance,  Tariff,  Trusts, 
and  Trades-Unions. 

Latin  and  French 

PROFESSOR  RANDOLPH 

The  study  of  Latin  through  the  Junior  year  is  required  of 
all  candidates  for  degrees.  The  preparatory  course  should 
give  the  student  a  comprehensive  knowledge  of  Latin  Gram- 
mar and  Syntax.  The  student  is  expected  during  the  three 
years  to  attain  fluency  and  accuracy  in  the  language.  Inten- 
sive work  is  required  throughout  the  course  in  the  syntactical 
and  rhetorical  structure  of  the  language,  in  prosody,  in  ety- 
mology, and  in  comparative  philology.  The  Junior  year  is 
devoted  to  the  study  of  Latin  Literature,  the  influences  of 
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Latin  on  the  English  language,  and  the  place  of  Latin  among 
the  Teutonic  dialects. 

Three  units  are  required  for  admission  to  the  Freshman 
class.  Besides  a  practical  knowledge  of  Latin  grammar,  the 
candidate  should  have  translated  four  books  of  Csesar;  Sallust, 
the  Conspiracy  of  Cataline;  and  six  Orations  of  Cicero  or 
three  books  of  Virgil's  Aenead  or  their  equivalents. 

Freshman  Class — Cicero,  De  Amicitia ;  Catullus ;  Selections  from 
Propertius,  Tibullus,  and  Ovid ;  Grammar  and  Composition. 

Sophomore  Class — Horace,  Odes  and  Satires;  Plautus,  Captivi; 
Pliny,  Letters ;  Selections  from  Valerius  Maximus ;  Lectures  on  Roman 
Life  and  History;   Grammar  and  Composition. 

Junior  Class — Tacitus,  Agricola ;  Terence,  Phormio ;  Juvenal,  Sa- 
tires ;  Martial,  Epigrams ;  Latin  Inscriptions ;  Selections  from  the  Latin 
Fathers  for  sight  reading;  Mythology;  Lectures  on  Roman  Literature 
and  Philology. 

FRENCH 

The  first  course  in  French  is  required  of  the  members  of  the  Senior 
Class  who  are  candidates  for  the  B.  S.  Degree.  Candidates  for  the 
A.  B.  Degree  begin  the  study  of  French  in  the  Junior  year  and  continue 
it  through  the  Senior  year. 

Course  I — Grammar,  History,  Composition;  Halvey,  L'Abbe  Con- 
stantin;   Fortier,   Sept  Grands  Auteurs;    sight  reading. 

Course  II. — Selected  Plays ;  Duval,  Histoire  de  la  Litterature  Fran- 
caise ;  Special  study  on  the  literature  of  the  Seventeenth,  Eighteenth 
and  Nineteenth  centuries ;  Selections  representing  the  different  periods 
of  French  literature.  Conversational  work  is  an  important  feature  of 
the  Senior  year's  course. 

Greek  and  German 

PROFESSOR    PRESSLY 

The  course  of  study  in  the  department  of  Greek  extends 
through  a  period  of  three  years. 

Beginning  with  the  simplest  elements,  the  aim  is  to  instruct 
the  pupil  thoroughly  in  the  inflections  and  syntax  of  the  lan- 
guage. The  foundation  must  be  broad  and  solid,  or  else  the 
superstructure  will  be  faulty  and  insecure.  This  accomplished, 
an  effort  is  made  to  familiarize  the  student  with  the  master- 
pieces of  Hellenic  genius,  and  to  guide  him  into  an  intelligent 
appreciation  of   their   incomparable   excellencies.     The    study 
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of  Greek  is  more  than  a  mental  drill;  it  is  the  study  of  lan- 
guage, literature  and  philosophy.  It  may  be  made  a  valuable 
auxiliary  in  enriching  the  vocabulary  and  forming  the  style 
of  the  students  of  English. 

Applicants  for  the  Freshman  class  must  have  a  correct  un- 
derstanding of  the  forms  and  inflections  of  the  parts  of  speech  ; 
a  knowledge  of  the  ordinary  rules  of  syntax;  a  familiar  ac- 
quaintance with  the  first  book  of  the  Anabasis  or  other  simple 
prose. 

Freshman  Class — The  class  reads  second,  third  and  fourth  books  of 
Anabasis  and  also  the  Orations  of  Lysias,  or  other  Greek  prose  of 
similar  character.  Besides  frequent  reviews  of  the  topics  previously 
studied,  continued  instruction  is  given  in  the  more  difficult  inflections, 
especially  in  the  verb  and  in  the  principles  of  syntax.  Work  in  prose 
composition  is  continued,  based  on  the  text  read.  Three  recitations  a 
week. 

Sophomore  Class — This  class  reads  Homer's  Iliad,  Orations  of 
Demosthenes  or  Selections  from  Herodious.  Grammar  study  and  com- 
posttion  drill  are  continued,  special  attention  being  given  to  the  pecul- 
iarities of  the  Homeric  dialect  and  Grecian  Mythology.  The  require- 
ments of  a  good  working  vocabulary  are  steadily  kept  in  view,  that  the 
student  may  be  able  to  translate  into  idiomatic  English  with  correctness 
and   ease. 

In  the  study  of  History  Botsford's  History  of  Greece  is  the  text-book 
used.  Three  recitations  a  week. 

Junior  Class — The  reading  of  this  year  is  Plato's  Apology  and  Crito, 
Sophocles'  Antigone,  special  attention  being  given  to  the  literary  and 
philosophical  features  of  the  works  read.  Repeated  drill  is  had  in  the 
syntax  of  moods  and  tenses  of  the  verb.     Two  recitations  a  week. 

German 

The  study  of  German  is  elective  in  the  A.  Course  and  is  re- 
quired is  the  B.  Course  in  the  Junior  Class,  and  required  in 
both  courses  in  Senior  Class.  The  course  is  intended  to  fur- 
nish a  student  with  a  full,  clear  and  exact  knowledge  of  the 
language,  and  to  teach  him  to  read  German  texts  easily  and 
correctly.  The  Grammar  is  studied  carefully  and  thoroughly. 
Reading  is  begun  as  soon  as  possible. 

Text-books — 

Grammars — Kayser  &  Monteser — Joynes  &  Wesselhoeft. 
Reading — The  course  in  reading  is  varied  from  year  to  year  as  the 
needs  and  attainments  of  the  class  may  suggest. 
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Mathematics 

PROFESSOR  GRIER 

To  enter  the  Freshman  Class  in  Mathematics  requires  famil- 
iarity in  Arithmetic  and  Elementary  Algebra  through  Quad- 
ratic Equations,  or  to  Ration  and  Proportion,  and  three  books 
of  Plane  Geometry,  or  three  units  as  explained  in  requirements. 
The  following  are  some  of  the  subjects  in  Algebra  studied 
during  the  present  year : 

The  Theory  of  Limits,  Ratio  and  Proportion,  Variation,  Arithmet- 
ical and  Geometrical  Progression,  Binominal  Theorem,  the  Theorem  of 
Undetermined  Coefficients,  etc. 

Text-book— Well's  Higher  Algebra. 

The  second  session  of  the  Freshman  year  is  devoted  to  the  study  of 
Plane    Geometry. 

Text-Book— Phillips  &  Fisher. 

Sophomore  Class — To  enter  the  Sophomore  Class  requires  familiar- 
ity with  Algebra  and  Plane  Geometry. 

First  session:     Solid  Geometry. 

Text-Book— Phillips  &  Fisher. 

Second  session:  Plane  and  Spherical  Trigonometry  and  Survey- 
ing. In  surveying  the  class  will  have  the  use  of  a  transit  instrument, 
and  will  do  as  much  field  work  as  the  time    will  permit. 

Text-Book — Wentworth's  Trigonometry  and   Surveying. 

Senior  Class — The  Senior  Class  studies  Astronomy.  The  heavenly 
bodies  are  considered  in  detail.  The  sun,  planets  and  stars  are  studied 
in  their  relation  to  each  other  and  to  the  earth.  The  vastness  and 
sublimity  of  this  science  render  it  a  fit  ending  to  the  series  of  Mathe- 
matical studies  that  precede  it.  The  use  of  good  Achromatic  Refracting 
Telescope  contributes  to  the  interest  of  this  study.  The  study  is  pre- 
scribed in  both  A.  and  B.  Courses. 

Text-Book — Young's  General  Astronomy. 

Chemistry 

PROFESSOR  REID  AI\TD  PROFESSOR   M'DILL 

Chemistry  is  taught  by  recitations,  oral  instruction,  and  lab- 
oratory work.  It  is  prescribed  in  the  Junior  Class.  The  course 
is  arranged  with  a  view  to  giving  the  student  as  broad  a  con- 
ception of  the  principles  of  the  science  as  possible  in  the  time 
allowed  for  its  study,  as  well  as  to  making  him  master  of  a 
large  number  of  details.    The  attempt  is  made- to  keep  in  view 
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two  primary  objects — the  study  of  Chemistry  to  get  a  better 
insight  into  Nature  and  her  laws,  and  the  study  of  Chemistry 
in  relation  to  arts  and  industries.  The  laboratory  is  well- 
fitted  up  with  the  necessary  apparatus  and  chemicals,  and  each 
student  is  expected  to  perform  experiments  illustrating  points 
considered  in  the  recitations. 


Junior  Class — The  study  of  Chemistry  is  begun  in  this  class,  three 
hours  a  week  being  given  to  recitations  and  three  hours  a  week  to 
laboratory.  The  study  of  inorganic  Chemistry,  based  on  Remsen's 
Briefer  Course,  occupies  the  attention  of  the  class  during  this  year. 
Remsen's  Advanced  Course  is  used  as  a  book  of  reference.  In  the  lab- 
oratory the  student  performs  with  a  very  few  exceptions,  the  205 
experiments  given  in  the  Briefer  Course  to  illustrate  the  facts  taught 
in  the  text.  He  is  led  to  make  his  own  observations,  draw  his  own 
conclusions,  and  is  required  to  take  careful  notes  of  his  work  and 
submit  them,  from  time  to  time,  for  inspection  and  criticism.  The 
professor  personally  supervises  the  laboratory  work. 

Senior  Class — Organic  Chemistry,  three  hours  a  week  for  the  year. 
This  course  is  elective.  The  purpose  is  kept  in  view  to  familiarize  the 
student  with  the  general  principles  underlying  this  branch  of  Chemistry 
and  to  lead  him  to  see  the  beauty  and  simplicity  of  the  relations 
which  exist  between  different  classes  of  carbon  compounds.  The  lab- 
oratory work  for  the  year  will  be  devoted  to  qualitative  analysis  and 
preparation  of  some  of  the  simpler  organic  compounds.  This  course 
is  recommended  to  those  especially  who  have  in  view  medicine  or  phar- 
macy. 

Geology  and  Physical  Geography 

PROFESSOR    REID 

Geology — Three  hours  a  week  for  the  year.  Prescribed  in  the  Senior 
Class  in  both  A.  and  B.  Courses.  The  general  features  of  Dynamical, 
Structural  and  Historical  Geology  are  considered.  Special  attention  is 
given  to  the  Geology  of  America.  The  text-book  work  is  supplemented 
by  the  study  of  a  fine  collection  of  rock  specimens  brought  together 
from  all  parts  of  the  United  States  by  the  United  States  Geological 
Survey  and  generously  donated  to  the  College.  Essays  in  related 
topics  are  required  from  time  to  time. 

Text-Books — LeConte's  Elements  of  Geology,  revised.  For  reference : 
Scott's  Introduction  to  Geology,  Dana's  Manual,  and  Geikiee's  Text- 
Book  of  Geology. 

Physical  Geography — Freshman  Class — Three  hours  a  week  from 
beginning  of  year  to  end  of  March.  Prescribed  in  B.  Course.  No 
student  who  has  not  a  good  knowledge  of  Political  Geography,  and 
Maury's  Physical  Geography  or  its  equivalent  will  be  admitted  to  this 
class,  and  this  course  is  not  recommended  to  those  who  want  some- 
thing to  "fill  in"  instead  of  Greek.     The  study  of  Phyical  Geography 
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is  of  acknowledged  educational  value  and  is  well  calculated  to  give 
habits  of  careful  observation  and  scientific  modes  of  thought  to  those 
beginning  the  study  of  science.  Hence  a  great  deal  of  importance  is 
attached  to  this  study. 

Text-Book — Physiography — R.  D.  Salisbury. 

Physiology — The  second  term  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  Physiology, 
based  on  Martin's  Human  Body  (Briefer  Course).  The  subject  is 
illustrated  by  portions  of  a  human  skeleton  and  by  an  elegant  phy- 
siological and  anatomical  chart. 

English  Literature  and  Language 

PROFESSORS  M'CAIN  AND  LONG 
REQUIREMENTS    FOR    ADMISSION 

Three  units  of  work  are  required  for  admission  to  the  Fresh- 
man Class.  For  explanation  of  the  unit  system  see  elsewhere 
in  the  catalogue.  As  a  general  rule  it  is  scarcely  worth  while 
for  a  student  to  apply  for  admission  to  the  class  unless  he  has 
had  the  equivalent  of  three  years  of  instruction  in  the  high 
school  besides  the  elementary  instruction  received  in  the  lower 
grades. 

The  list  of  studies  put  down  under  the  head  of  Fitting  School 
will  give  some  idea  of  the  work  done  during  the  last  two  years 
of  such  a  high  school  course  as  will  fit  a  student  for  entering 
the  Freshman  Class  satisfactorily. 

FRESHMAN  CLASS 

Text-Books — Thomas  and  Howe's  Composition  and  Rhetoric, 
Woolley's  Handbook  of  Composition,  DeQuincey's  Joan  of  Arc,  and 
other  selections  from  DeQuincey,  Macaulay's  Essay  on  Samuel  John- 
son and  Essay  on  Warren  Hastings,  Matthew  Arnold,  selections  from 
Culture  and  Anarchy,  Scott's  The  Lady  of  the  Lake,  Tennyson's  The 
Idylls  of  the  King,  Dickens'  A  Tale  of  Two  Cities,  Shakespeare's  Julius 
Caesar,  together  with  Plutarch's  Life  of  Julius  Caesar. 

Composition  work  throughout  year,  with  emphasis  on  written  work 
in  class-room. 

SOPHOMORE  CLASS 

Thomas  and  Howe's  Rhetoric  continued  in  its  second  part.  Woolley 
continued.  Lewis's  Specimen  Forms  of  Prose  Discourse,  Poe's  Prose 
Tales,  Thackeray's  Henry  Esmond,  Scott's  Woodstock  and  Scott's  Ken- 
ilworth,  Selections  from,  Lamb's,  Macaulay,'s,  Stevenson's  essays 
Burke's  Speech  on  Conciliation,  Curtih's  The  Public  Duty  of  Educated

Men,  Shakespeare's  As  You  Like  It,  Twelfth  Night,  Current  Issues  of 
the  Atlantic  Monthly,  illustrating  forms  of  prose  discourse. 

In  composition  work  attention  is  paid  to  all  the  forms  of  discourse, 
with  emphasis  on  exposition  and  argumentation. 

ENGLISH 

JUNIOR  CLASS 

The  Junior  year  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  English  prose.  The  ob- 
ject of  the  course  is  to  give  the  students  a  knowledge  of  the  best 
thoughts  of  some  of  our  best  prose  writers,  and  also  to  help  in  the 
formation  of  a  good  style.  Macaulay,  Arnold,  Lamb,  and  Ruskin  were 
studied  during  the  session  of  1910-1911,  and  will  be  studied  next  ses- 
sion. When  the  essays  take  the  form  of  criticisms  on  the  poets,  selec- 
tions from  those  poets  are  studied  as  part  of  the  course. 

SENIOR  CLASS 

The  Senior  year  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  poetry  from  Shakespeare 
to  Tennyson.  Representative  authors  of  different  periods  are  studied, 
more  attention  of  course  being  given  to  the  greater  writers.  In  order 
to  get  the  background  of  the  literature  some  study  is  made  of  the  forces 
at  work  during  each  period.  As  a  guide  in  this  part  of  the  Course 
Crawshaw's  Introduction  to  English  Literature  is  used  as  a  text-book, 
supplemented  by  informal  discussions  from  the  instructor  and  informa- 
tion obtained  from  books  in  the  library. 

In  addition  to  selections  from  the  various  authors  studied  in  the 
course,  the  students  will  need  Crawshaw's  Introduction  as  suggested 
above,  Shairp's  Poetic  Interpretation  of  Nature,  and  Alden's  Introduc- 
to  Poetry. 

The  library  is  well  equipped  for  the  study  of  literature,  and  students 
are  encouraged  to  use  it  as  much  as  possible  in  order  that  they  may 
make  lasting  friendships  with  the  best  authors.  The  intructor  is  glad 
to  advise  with  students  about  collateral  or  independent  courses  of 
reading. 
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Fitting  School 


PROFESSORS  GALLOWAY  AND  M  DILL 


General  Remarks 

The  Fitting  School  has  been  considerably  strengthened  and 
made  equal  to  the  courses  offered  by  the  best  High  Schools  in 
the  country.  The  aim  is  to  make  the  work  of  the  Fitting  School 
courses  of  sufficiently  high  character  and  scope  to  prepare  stu- 
dents for  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class  of  Erskine  or  any 
of  the  colleges  of  the  State.  The  work  has  been  raised  a  full 
year.  There  are  two  courses,  one  preparatory  to  the  A.  Course 
of  the  College,  the  other  to  the  B.  Course.  The  essential  dif- 
ference between  these  courses  is  the  substitution  of  Science  for 
Greek.     Thoroughness  is  the  supreme    aim  of  the  department. 

This  department  is  directly  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Faculty,  and  thereby  enjoys  the  training  and  discipline  which 
must  follow  from  this  close  relation. 

Expenses 

The  students  of  the  Fitting  School  may  secure  rooms  and 
board  at  the  College  Home,  where  expenses  have  been  reduced 
to  the  lowest  possible  figure  consistent  with  health  and  com- 
fort. Tuition  and  other  dues  are  very  reasonable.  For  terms 
apply  to  the  Principal  or  President.  Rules  governing  the  pay- 
ment of  dues  are  the  same  as  those  of  the  College. 

Management 

In  dealing  with  the  students  of  this  department  we  try  to 
put  their  mental,  moral  and  physical  requirements  before  us  as 
our  guide,  and  with  this  end  in  view,  inspire  within  them  a 
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high  moral  tone,  diligence,  and  perseverance,  at  the  same  time 
encouraging  them  in  the  participation  in  healthy  exercises. 

The  discipline  is  kind  but  firm,  and  each  student  is  required 
to  take  as  much  work  as  he  can  do  thoroughly  and  in  keeping 
with  good  health. 

All  students  failing  to  stand  their  June  examinations  will 
be  required,  on  their  return  in  September,  to  stand  the  regular 
entrance  examination. 

Only  in  exceptional  cases  will  the  above  rule  be  departed 
from,  and  that  when  the  class  standing  is  above  the  average. 

SENIOR  CLASS 

For  entrance  into  this  class  the  applicant  must  have  a  good 
knowledge  of  Algebra  through  Fractional  Equations:  Myre's 
History  of  Rome  or  its  equivalent ;  the  first  four 
books  of  Caesar  and  one  year  of  Latin  Composition ; 
Maury's  Manual  of  Geography;  Kimball's  English  Sentence; 
Stebbin's  Progressive  Course  in  English  for  Secondary  Schools, 
First  Year  Book;  and  the  following  selections  from  literature, 
or  their  equivalents:  Milton's  L' Allegro  II  Penseroso;  Selec- 
tions from  Irvings  Sketch  Book;  Goldsmith's  The  Deserted 
Village  and  the  Traveller ;  Gray's  Elegy  Written  in  a  Country 
Churchyard;  Burns  Cotter's  Saturday  Night;  Shakespeare's 
The  Merchant  of  Venice ;  Dicken's  David  Copperfield  or  Scott's 
Ivanhoe. 

No  student  will  be  considered  in  good  standing  who  is  defi- 
cient in  English  Grammar. 

English 

The  work  for  this  class  will  be  a  study  of  the  fundamentals  of 
rhetoric  and  composition,  together  with  a  study  of  classic  models  of 
style.  Oral  composition  will  be  taught  with  a  view  to  having  the  stu- 
dent express  his  ideas  freely. 

Text-Books :  Stebbin's  Progressive  Course  in  English  For  Second- 
ary Schools,  Second  Year  Book.  Selections  from  Literature :  Haw- 
thorne's The  House  of  the  Seven  Gables;  Selections  from  Goldsmith,

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Government 


The  government  of  the  College  is  mild  and  parental.  Severe 
acts  of  discipline  are  avoided  as  much  as  possible.  Appeals 
are  made  to  the  honor,  self-respect  or  sense  of  qluty  of  the  stu- 
dents, or  to  the  regard  which  they  have  for  their  character  and 
the  wishes  of  parents  and  friends.  Information  is  lodged  with 
parents  and  guardains  against  the  idle  and  the  wayward. 

A  strict  attention  to  the  exercises  of  the  recitation  room  is 
required,  and  every  student  is  promptly  called  to  account  for 
his  absence. 

The  religious  exercises  of  the  College  consist  in  the  daily 
reading  of  the  Scriptures  and  prayer  is  the  Chapel ;  Bible  class 
exercises  on  Sabbath  morning,  together  with  the  opportunity 
of  attending  the  Associate  Reformed  church  or  other  places 
of  worship  in  the  village  during  the  day,  and  the  College 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  on  Sabbath  evening. 

Rules   and  Regulations 

Chapter  I. 

admission 

i.  No  one  may  be  admitted  as  a  student  into  any  of  the 
College  classes  but  by  examination  before  the  Faculty,  or  on 
satisfactory  evidence  of  fitness. 

2.  Anyone  applying  for  admission  shall  be  required  to  fur- 
nish a  certificate  of  good  moral  character,  and,  if  from  another 
college  or  school,  of  his  standing  from  his  instructors. 

3.  If  anyone  enters  College  during  the  progress  of  a  term 
he  will  pay  the  same  fees  as  if  he  had  entered  at  the  beginning 
of  that  term. 
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Chapter  II. 

RECITATION  AND  HOURS  OF  STUDY 

1.  Every  student  shall  have  at  least  three  recitations  daily 
on  every  week  day  except  Saturday. 

2.  During  the  hours  of  study  all  students  are  required  to 
abstain  from  all  conduct  which  will  disturb  the  quiet  and  com- 
posure necessary  to  study. 

Chapter  III. 

DEVOTIONAL    EXERCISES 

1.  Every  student  is  required  to  attend  the  religious  exer- 
cises in  the  Chapel  every  morning,  and  on  the  Sabbath  to 
attend  a  Bible  recitation  in  the  College,  and  services  in  the 
village  church,  except  in  cases  where  permission  may  have  been 
obtained  to  attend  other  places  of  worship  . 

2.  All  students  are  required  to  sanctify  the  Sabbath,  to 
abstain  from  their  usual  employments  or  recreations,  and  from 
all  conduct  inconsistent  with  the  sacredness  of  that  day. 

Chapter  IV. 

DEPORTMENT 

i.  Every  student  shall  at  all  times  demean  himself  with 
due  respect  towards  the  persons  and  the  authority  of  the  Fac- 
ulty. 

2.  Every  student  defacing  or  injuring,  in  any  way,  the  Col- 
lege building,  or  any  other  College  property,  shall  be  punished 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty,  and  indemnify  the  College  for 
the  damage. 

3.  No  student  may  keep,  buy  or  use  intoxicating  liquors, 

4.  No  student  may  play  cards,  dice,  or  any  game  of  chance. 
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5.  No  student  may  bet  on  drafts,  chess,  or  any  other  game. 

6.  No  student  shall  appear  in  any  public  exhibition  con- 
nected with  the  College  without  having  his  exercises  reviewed 
and  approved  by  some  member  of  the  Faculty.  All  programs 
must  be  submitted  to  the  President  for  approval  or  revision. 

7.  An  offense  against  the  laws  and  regulations  of  the  vil- 
lage corporation  shall  be  considered  an  offense  against  the 
College. 

8.  Every  student  is  responsible  for  good  order  is  his  own 
room. 

9.  Every  student  is  required  to  remain  in  his  own  room 
from  the  close  of  study  hours  during  the  remainder  of  the 
night. 

10.  No  assembly  or  meeting  of  the  students  is  lawful  with- 
out the  consent  of  some  member  of  the  Faculty.  This  regula- 
tion does  not  apply  to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Literary 
Societies. 

n.  No  society  shall  be  organized  or  have  an  existence  in 
the  College  without  the  permission  and  consent  of  the  Faculty. 

12.  All  freshing  and  hazing  of  new  students  is  absolutely 
forbidden. 

13.  All  loitering  and  loafing  about  the  grounds  of  the 
Woman's  College  is  forbidden. 

Chapter  V. 

1.  The  punishment  of  the  College  shall  be  admonition,  sus- 
pension, dismission,  and  expulsion.  The  Faculy  may,  when 
in  their  judgment  there  is  sufficient  cause,  request  a  parent  or 
guardian  to  remove  a  student  from  College,  and  for  deficiency 
ir  scholarship  may  degrade  one  from  a  higher  to  a  lower  class. 

2.  The  Faculty  is  empowered  to  make  such  other  regula- 
tions as  they  may  consider  necessary  to  good  order  and  pro- 
priety of  conduct,
